Resolved  by  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Cleveland,  State  of  Ohio,  That  the 
Board  of  Public  Service  be  and  it  is  hereby  directed  to  place  said  sum  of  $175  to 
the  credit  of  a  fund  to  be  called  the  "Murbach  Trust  Fund,"  and  that  semi-annually, 
upon  settlement  between  the  City  of  Cleveland  and  the  depositories  of  its  public 
money,  the  City  Auditor  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  place  to  the  credit  of  the 
said  Murbach  Trust  Fund  an  amount  equal  to  the  interest  upon  the  said  sum  of

To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen : — The  accompanying  statistical  exhibits  show  in 
detail  the  business  of  the  City.  Solicitor's  office  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1907.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  number  of 
cases  brought  against  the  city  of  all  kinds  during  the  year  was 
less  than  it  has  been  at  any  time  since  1902,  and  that  the  number 
of  cases  pending  January  1,  1907,  is  less  than  it  has  been  at  any 
time  since  1900.  A  comparative  statement  for  all  the  years  from 
1900  to  1907,  inclusive,  shows  the  following  as  to  the  litigation 
conducted  by  the  office :

The  disbursements  made  through  the  office  of  the  City  Solic- 
itor in  the  payment  of  judgments  and  settlements  of  all  kinds, 
exclusive  of  money  paid  for  the  appropriation  of  private  prop- 
erty and  payment  of  damage  claims  growing  out  of  the  separa- 
tion of  grade  crossings,  is  less  than  it  has  been  for  any  year  since 
1902,  the  sums  paid  for  all  the  years  from  1900  to  1907,  inclusive, 
being  as  follows : 

Money  paid  in  judgments  and  settlements:  1900,  $14,015.00; 
1901,  $5,300.00;  1902,  $325.00;  1903,  $30,881.33;  1904,  $46,- 
768.00;  1905,  $17,360.00;  1906,  $18,766.35;  1907,  $12,103.61. 

For  the  year  1907  it  will  be  seen  that  the  gross  sum  paid 
was  $12,103.61,  of  which  $5,450.00  was  in  payment  of  damages 
either  as  the  result  of  judgments  rendered,  or  in  cases  actually 
in  litigation;  but  this  sum  includes  as  its  two  largest  items  $1,000 
paid  to  the  Independence  and  Parma  Plank  Road  Company  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  portion  of  the  plank 
road  appropriated  by  the  Village  of  South  Brooklyn  prior  to  its 
annexation  with  the  City  of  Cleveland,  and  $1,700  paid  by  the 
Board  of  Education  to  a  former  teacher  on  account  of  a  contract 
of  employment  subsequently  terminated  by  the  board.    The  re- 
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maining  sum  of  $6,653.61  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying 
papers  to  have  been  paid  in  small  sums  for  various  injuries  to 
persons  and  property,  growing  out  of  defective  condition  of 
streets  and  other  public  works,  the  whole  sum  payable  on  this 
account"  being  remarkably  small  when  the  vast  amount  of  new 
work  undertaken  by  the  city  is  considered,  as  well  as  the  exten- 
sive public  improvements,  for  the  maintenance  of  which  the  city 
is  held  responsible.  The  fact  that  the  sum  which  the  city  is  re- 
quired to  expend  on  this  account  grows  annually  less  is  very 
gratifying,  and  is  due  in  large  part  to  the  efficiency  with  which 
the  Board  of  Public  Service  has  prosecuted  the  repair  work 
needed  upon  the  streets  and  sidewalks  of  the  city.  The  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State  has  adhered  to  the  view  intimated  in  early 
cases,  and  by  several  different  adjudications  has  exempted  cities 
from  liability  for  injuries  due  to  the  accumulation  of  ice  and 
snow  upon  the  sidewalks.  In  addition  to  this  the  court  has 
recently  held  that  the  obligation  of  cities  to  keep  their  streets 
open,  in  repair  and  free  from  nuisance  does  not  extend  to  slight 
defects,  and  that  as  a  matter  of  law  small  breakings  in  paving 
stones  and  disintregrated  spots  in  sidewalks  are  not  actionable 
defects.  The  effect  of  these  rulings  is  to  throw  upon  the  users 
of  public  highways  some  responsibility  for  their  own  safety. 
But  entirely  aside  from  the  question  of  liability  the  city  of  course 
owes  the  moral  duty  to  its  people,  as  far  as  it  reasonably  can,  to 
remove  the  occasion  for  injuries  from  these  sources,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  Legislature  will,  during  the  coming  session, 
enlarge  the  powers  of  cities  at  least  to  the  extent  necessary  to 
enable  them  to  maintain  a  street  repair  department  which  will 
have  the  facilities  necessary  rapidly  to  repair  defects  in  streets 
and  sidewalks,  as  they  occur,  without  the  delay  inseparable  from 
attempts  to  require  contractors  to  estimate  and  bid  upon  such 
work,  and  to  get  it  done  by  them. 

During  the  year  1907,  out  of  a  total  of  fifty-three  cases 
brought  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Cuyahoga  County 
against  the  city,  twelve,  or  more  than  twenty  per  cent,  related 
to  the  street  railroad  controversy  which  has  been  for  so  many 
years  in  progress,  and  which  throughout  the  year  was  an  almost 
continuous  cause  of  litigating  activity.  The  most  important  part 
of  this  litigation  was  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
where  the  case  of  the  Cleveland  Electric  Railway  Company  vs. 
the  city,  involving  the  expiration  of  the  so-called  Central  and 
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Quincy  grants,  was  decided  on  the  seventh  day  of  January,  1907. 
The  questions  arose  in  two  cases  and  involve  the  claim  of  the 
company  to  perpetual  rights  upon  some  of  the  streets  of  the  city, 
and  the  very  important  claim  that  the  Willson  avenue  cross-town 
grant,  made  in  1893,  had  had  the  effect  of  prolonging  the  life 
of  all  intersecting  lines  until  191 4.  Both  of  these  claims  were 
decided  adversely  to  the  company,  and  the  franchises  were  de- 
clared to  have  expired,  as  contended  by  the  city,  in  March,  1905. 
It  is  doubtful  whether  any  cases  to  which  the  city  has  been  a 
party  in  many  years  have  been  so  important  in  their  consequences, 
and  the  decisions  of  this  highest  judicial  tribunal  will  necessarily 
be  conclusive  in  determining  in  the  future  similar  questions  with 
regard  to  other  lines  of  the  company. 

In  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  the  Gamewell  Fire 
Alarm  Telegraph  Company  case  was  disposed  of  by  dismissal, 
and  that  unfortunate  incident  in  the  city's  history  closed,  with 
the  result  that  it  became  possible  immediately  thereafter  to  ac- 
quire and  install  a  police  alarm  telegraph  system,  and  thus  to 
supply  a  long  felt  public  need. 

The  lake  front  case,  which  at  the  time  of  my  last  report  to 
you  had  been  remanded  to  the  state  courts  for  trial,  has  not  been 
tried,  chiefly  for  the  reason  that  the  distinguished  counsel  who 
represents  one  of  the  railroad  companies  has  been  ill  throughout 
the  year,  but  in  particular  for  the  reason  that  so  much  of  the 
time  of  the  department  has  been  occupied  in  the  trial  of  street 
railroad  litigation,  which,  in  view  of  the  expiration  of  grants  and 
the  necessity  for  continuous  public  service,  seemed  paramount  in 
importance. 

At  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  this  report  there  are  plans 
about  to  be  put  into  execution  for  further  improvement  in  the 
process  of  the  Police  Court.  At  this  time  it  would  be  unwise  to 
do  more  than  suggest  the  hope  that  when  I  come  to  report  to 
you  the  progress  of  the  department  for  the  year  1908  I  shall  be 
able  to  give  a  good  account  of  the  general  Police  Court  situation. 
The  policy  of  non-arrest  for  trifling  offenses  in  the  case  of  first 
offenders  has  been  followed  by  the  Assistant  Solicitors  acting  as 
Police  Prosecutors,  and  their  system  of  advisory  and  probation- 
ary discipline  has  abundantly  justified  itself.  The  Central  Police 
Station  continues  to  be  an  unsatisfactory  prison  and  I  cannot 
permit  myself  to  pass  over  the  suggestion  made  in  my  previous 
report  that  the  congested  and  unsanitary  condition  of  the  "bull 
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pen,"  as  well  as  the  general  lack  of  sanitary  facilities  in  the  prison 
itself,  are  a  serious  handicap  to  the  establishment  of  ideal  condi- 
tions for  the  administration  of  this  petty  criminal  justice. 

The  work  of  the  department  for  the  year  1907  has  been  effi- 
cient and  faithful.  That  it  has  been  such  is  due  to  the  fidelity 
and  devotion  of  those  who  have  been  associated  in  its  work,  and 
to  whom  the  city  and  its  people  owe  an  obligation  of  apprecia- 
tion quite  independent  of  my  personal  gratitude  for  their  excel- 
lent work.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR 
OF  BUILDINGS 


January  2nd,  1908. 

Hon.  Tom.  L.  Johnson, 

City  of  Cleveland. 

Dear  Sir : — Herewith  is  transmitted  a  report  of  the  work  of 
the  Department  of  Buildings  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1907. 

The  policy  of  the  Department  has  been  to  assist  in  every 
way  possible  in  the  erection  of  buildings,  as  well  as  to  enforce 
the  erection  of  buildings  according  to  the  Building  Code,  and  to 
avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  actual  prosecution  in  violation  cases. 
As  a  result  only  a  few  cases  have  reached  the  Police  Prosecutor. 

Less  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  the  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Building  Code  than  before.  This  is  largely 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  general  public  is  becoming  more  familiar 
with  the  restrictions  of  the  Building  Code.  There  is  a  very 
marked  improvement  in  new  buildings,  in  construction,  location, 
fire  protection,  means  of  egress,  sanitary  conditions,  etc.,  in  com- 
parison with  buildings  erected  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  present 
building  code. 

A  great  deal  has  been  accomplished  in  providing  means  of 
"egress"  in  buildings  erected  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Building 
Code.  One  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  new  fire-escapes  have  been 
erected,  exit  doors  made  to  open  outward,  new  stairs  have  been 
added,  and  many  stair  and  elevator  openings  enclosed  with  fire- 
proof doors  and  partitions,  in  all  assuring  greater  safety  to  the, 
occupants  of  the  building  in  case  of  panic  or  fire.  This  work  will 
be  continued  until  every  building  in  the  city  is  made  as  safe  as 
possible  against  these  dangers. 

The  abolishing  of  fees  for  the  erection  of  buildings  and  for 
the  inspection  of  elevators  has  met  with  the  hearty  approval  of  all. 

The  fire  limits  have  been  re-adjusted,  and  the  "Inner"  and 
"Outer"  districts  established.  The  prevention  of  the  erection  of 
frame  buildings  within  the  fire  limits  will  insure  greater  safety 
to  the  city  against  the  spread  of  fire. 
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In  November  the  Divisions  of  Smoke,  Boilers,  and  Electricity 
were  added  to  this  Department.  With  these  divisions  incorporated 
in  the  Building  Department  the  entire  work  can  be  carried  on 
with  one  management  and  one  set  of  records,  and  in  a  more 
efficient  manner  and  at  much  less  cost  than  before. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Plumbing  Code  be  passed  by 
the  Council,  and  the  present  Plumbing  Force  transferred  to  the 
Department  of  Buildings :  that  new  regulations  be  prepared  and 
passed  for  the  Inspection  of  Boilers,  Electrical  Wiring,  ^Cement 
and  Cement  Blocks,  and  particularly  the  inspection  of  re-inforced 
concrete  buildings,  as  the  safety  of  the  structure  depends  almost 
entirely  on  the  mixing  and  placing  of  the  material :  that  new 
"Tenement  House"  regulations  be  prepared  and  passed  for  the 
alteration  and  maintenance  of  existing  buildings  in  which  people 
dwell :  also  that  only  competent  men  be  allowed  to  operate 
elevators. 

With  these  improvements  added  the  Building  Code  of  the 
City  of  Cleveland  will  stand  second  to  none.

REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 


To  the  Board  of  Health : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  the  report  of 
the  Health  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1907. 

Looking  over  the  actual  mortality  report,  you  will  find  that 
pneumonia  caused  731  and  tuberculosis  674  deaths,  while  the  rest 
of  the  communicable  diseases  resulted  fatally  in  only  591  cases. 
The  reports  from  other  cities  show  practically  the  same  result. 
Pneumonia  and  tuberculosis  are  the  leading  causes  of  death  all 
over  the  world.  Anyone  of  the  two  kills,  day  by  day,  more  people 
than  all  the  rest  of  the  communicable  diseases  combined.  This 
proves  at  a  glance  that  pneumonia  and  tuberculosis  are  the  most 
dangerous  enemies  which  the  human  race  has.  This  fact  needs 
emphasizing  so  that  our  legislators  will  open  their  eyes.  A  tuber- 
culous patient  can  openly  defy  all  health  rules  and  regulations 
and  can  spit  in  his  home,  for  instance,  wherever  he  pleases. 
Should  not  the  law  allow  us  to  forcibly  confine  to  the  hospital 
a  man  who  has  absolutely  no  regard  even  for  the  health  of  his 
own  family? 

The  sphere  of  activity  for  a  patient  with  pulmonary  tubercu- 
losis, open  lesions  and  free  expectoration,  needs  restricting.  By 
no  means  ought  he  to  be  allowed  to  engage  in  the  milk  business, 
keep  a  grocery  store,  teach  in  a  school  or  preach  in  a  pulpit.  * 

The  law  ought  not  to  allow  tuberculous  people  to  be  confined 
together  with  healthy  people  in  penal  institutions,  infirmaries  or 
hospitals. 

The  opinion  which  found  expression  a  few  years  ago,  viz: 
that  we  have  to  be  careful  lest  we  create  a  dangerous  sentiment  of 
phthisophobia  can  only  have  originated  in  the  brain  of  a  man 
who  had  no  conception  of  the  magnitude  of  the  subject.  If  things 
go  on  as  heretofore  eight  millions  of  our  population  are  bound  to 
die  from  tuberculosis.  That  would  mean  about  fifty  thousand 
of  our  people  here  in  Cleveland.  Although  the  mortality  from 
this  disease  is  considerably  lower  here  than  in  any  other  cities 
of  similar  size,  it  is  large  enough  to  be  appalling". 
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There  have  been  facts  enough  gathered  to  authorize  us  at 
present  to  make  the  statement  that  in  all  probability  more  than 
one-half  of  all  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  caused  by  milk  from 
tuberculous  cows.  From  this  it  would  appear  self-evident  that 
all  such  milk  should  be  excluded  from  the  market.  We  have  no 
right  to  be  indifferent  in  this  matter  for-  the  poor  little  children, 
who  mostly  live  on  milk,  have  an  implicit  confidence  that  we  will 
not  give  them  anything  which  would  not  be  conducive  to  their 
health  and  in  their  feebleness  and  helplessness  they  must  lean 
upon  the  protecting  arm  of  the  adult  population.  It  is  a  great 
and  sacred  duty  which  parents  and  guardians  have  to  perform. 
Now  what  would  we  say  if  our  children  should  be  given  food 
containing  arsenic  or  strychnine  ?  The  tubercle  baccilus  is  a  worse 
poison  than  either  of  these.  It.  condemns  its  poor  victims  to  a  life 
of  suffering  and  disappointment  and  finally  to  a  premature  death. 

When  we  wanted  to  test  every  cow  that  furnished  milk  to 
Cleveland  with  tuberculin,  the  farmers  joined  against  us  in  order 
to  prevent  our  carrying  out  our  purpose.  They  know  only  too 
well  that  a  very  large  percentage  of  their  cattle  is  infected  and 
they  seem  to  believe  that  they  have  a  full  right  to  sell  their  milk 
to  anyone  they  please,  even  if  this  milk  be  dangerous  to  health. 
Under  the  circumstances  a  municipality  proves,  single-handed,, 
too  feeble  to  protect  itself.  It  needs  the  strong  arm  of  the  State 
and  the  full  co-operation  of  the  central  government  to  finally  rid 
us  of  tuberculous  cattle.  I  am  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  the 
mere  killing  of  tuberculous  cattle  will  amount  to  little.  As  soon 
as  we  put  a  healthy  animal  into  an  infected  stable  it  ^becomes, 
sooner  or  later,  affected.  The  housing  of  cattle  will  have  to  un- 
dergo a  revolution.  We  should  not  '^lace  a  cow  stable  on  an  un- 
sanitary spot.  We  will  have  to  take  the  same  care  with  the  stable 
as  with  the  human  dwelling.  First  place  it  on  the  most  sanitary 
spot  that  can  be  found,  then  have  it  well-drained,  lighted,  venti- 
lated and  cleaned.  One  thing  is  certain,  viz :  that  we  will  not 
get  rid  of  tuberculosis  in  the  human  race  as  long  as  we  drink 
milk  taken  from  tuberculous  cattle. 

It  is  astonishing  how  few  precautions  are  taken  against  pneu- 
monia. Few  boards  of  health  demand  that  it  be  reported.  Fewer 
disinfect  after  it.  It  is,  nevertheless,  a  fact  that  it  is  a  germ 
disease  and  as  such  communicable.  Facts  gathered  so  far  do  not 
permit  us  to  believe  that  the  pneumococus  has  an  independent  ex- 
istence. That  being  so,  every  case  of  pneumonia  must  come  from 
another  case  and  although  the  germ  is  ubiquitous,  much  like 
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tuberculosis,  health  officials  should  be  more  prone  to  take  action 
against  it  so  long  as  it  is  the  chieftain  of  death  everywhere.  This 
year  we  insisted  that  every  case  be  reported  to  the  Health  Office. 
We  sent  instructions  to  the  homes  of  the  patients,  printed  in  the 
different  languages  spoken  here  in  Cleveland,  telling  how  to  take 
care  of  and  destroy  the  sputum.  Then  we  disinfected  after  every 
case.  In  1906  we  had  787  deaths  and  in  1907  731  deaths  from 
pneumonia,  a  decrease  of  56  in  spite  of  the  increase  in  population. 
This  may  simply  be  a  coincidence.  Nevertheless  the  results  are 
so  encouraging  that  I  think  we  had  better  continue  the  practice 
for  another  year. 

We  had  578  deaths  from  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  in  children 
under  two  years  of  age,  against  529  from  the  same  cause  in  1906. 
The  summer  was  moderate  throughout  and  excessive  heat  cannot 
be  given  as  a  satisfactory  reason.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  year 
we  have  forced  all  milk  dealers  to  bottle  milk  which  they  sell  on 
the  streets,  thinking  that  this  measure  would  reduce  the  infant 
mortality  during  the  hot  days.  It  has  not  given  us  the  desired 
result.  In  my  opinion  the  cooling  of  milk  as  soon  as  it  is  drawn 
down  to  50  deg.  F.,  and  keeping  it  at  this  temperature  until  it 
reaches  the  consumer  would  give  us  much  more  encouraging  re- 
sults. I  am  aware  of  the  fact  that  with  the  present  arrangement 
for  cooling  the  milk  at  most  farms  and  the  miserable  way  in 
which  milk  is  shipped  to  Cleveland  this  low  temperature  can 
hardly  be  reached  in  every  case  but  our  division  for  dairy  inspec- 
tion will  have  to  be  more  insistant  on  this  point. 

Ever  since  we  have  had  the  water  from  the  new  intake  our 
typhoid  fever  death  rate  has  been  satisfactorily  low  and  was  de- 
cidedly so  during  1907.  We  had  only  84  deaths  from  this  fever 
but  I  believe  that  even  this  figure  can  be  lowered  with  further 
improvement  of  our  water  supply,  especially  with  the  speedy 
completion  of  the  intercepting  sewer.  We  must  not  forget  that 
with  a  sewer  discharging  only  four  miles  from  our  intake  the 
danger  of  contamination  exists.  We  have  also  to_keep  in  mind 
that  Lake  Erie  is  a  public  thoroughfare  and  vessels  with  typhoid 
fever  patients  on  board  frequently  pass  dangerously  near  to  our 
intake. 

SCHOOL  INSPECTION. 

There  is  hardly  a  dissenting  voice  that  school  inspection  has 
proved  a  blessing  for  our  children.  Not  only  are  the  schools  at 
present  cleaner,  better  ventilated,  lighted,  and  heated  than  ever 
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before,  but  the  children  much  better  protected  against  communi- 
cable diseases  and  loathsome  parasites.  The  fact  that  1,867  chil- 
dren had  to  be  temporarily  excluded  from  school  shows  how 
many  foci  of  infection  were  suppressed  at  the  very  start.  There 
is  a  strong  sentiment  in  the  East  that  school  inspection  ought  to 
include  a  medical  examination  of  every  child  and  eventually  the 
treating  of  existing  ailments  right  in  school.  I  am  sorry  that 
the  law  of  Ohio  does  not  allow  of  such  a  course.  A  physical  ex- 
amination of  a  child  cannot  be  obtained  forcibly  but  as  long  as 
school  inspection  has  become  so  popular  I  think  we  may  gQ 
further  in  school  inspection  and  with  the  consent  of  the  parents 
try  to  eradicate  all  evils  that  will  yield  to  treatment..  The  exam- 
ination of  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  by  laymen  ought  not  to  be 
tolerated  in  our  schools  as  such  examinations  are  simply  a  waste 
of  time  and  money.  They  are  never  reliable  and  the  demand  that 
parents  ought  to  be  forced  to  take  heed  of  such  examinations  is 
ridiculous  in  the  extreme. 

In  former  years  we  employed  special  officers  only  for  the  in- 
spection of  lodging  houses,  barber  shops  and  reduction  plants. 
This  was  extended  at  Dr.  McAfee's  request  to  restaurants,  work 
shops,  schools,  libraries,  bakeries,  candy  shops,  ice  cream  manufac- 
turers, rag  shops,  cigar  factories  and  tenement  houses.  Besides 
men  were  appointed  for  the  placarding  of  houses  from  which  con- 
tagious diseases  were  reported.  They  also  gather  for  the  Depart- 
ment all  necessary  information.  Other  men  were  chosen  to  do  only 
disinfection.  The  scheme  has  many  good  features.  It  makes  spe- 
cialists of  the  men  and  perfects  them  in  one  line  of  work.  Many 
nuisances  are  in  that  way  discovered  and  dealt  with  more  intelli- 
gently. It  also  has  its  drawbacks,  as  every  man  assigned  to 
special  work  has  to  traverse  the  city  from  one  end  to  the  other. 
This  causes  loss  of  time.  Then  no  strict  control  can  be  kept  over 
the  men.  They  may  while  away  much  time.  No  one  can  figure 
out  just  how  long  it  takes  to  investigate  a  certain  place.  Some 
days  there  are  more  houses  to  placard  than  the  men  appointed 
for  this  duty  can  possibly  do.  Other  days  there  is  not  enough 
to  keep  them  busy  the  whole  time  and  the  same  thing  happens 
with  disinfection.    This  causes  irregularity  in  the  service. 

Of  course  the  men  employed  in  the  Health  Department  are 
human  and  nothing  human  is  perfect.  I  have  watched  over  the 
Health  Department  more  than  seven  years  and  practically  gave 
it  all  my  time  and  all  my  thought.    We  are  credited  with  having 
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made  great  strides  in  advance  under  this  administration.  We 
have,  but  no  one  knows  the  imperfections  of  this  Department  bete 
ter  than  I.  When  you  attempt  to  do  work  that  formerly  was  not 
thought  of  and  branch  out  into  new  lines  it  is  impossible  to  pro- 
cure the  proper  men  for  the  new  positions.  When  we  established 
school  inspection  there  could  not  be  found  in  the  city  of  Cleveland 
26  physicians  who  were  fit  for  the  work.  They  had  to  be  educated 
for  it  and  they  have  still  to  be  educated.  The  same  is  true  with 
our  meat  and  dairy  inspection.  Theorists  who  think  that  the 
world  ought  to  be  remodeled  every  time  a  new  thought  passes 
through  their  head  or  the  crazy-headed  idealists  who  claim  that 
nothing,  has  been  done  if  perfection  has  not  been  reached,  have 
only  a  one-sided  understanding  of  the  conditions  and  possibilities 
of  this  world.  Take  it  all  in  all  the  Health  Department  of  Cleve- 
land has  made  greater  strides  in  advance  than  any  other  in  the 
United  States  and  is  at  present  equal  to  any.  Proof  of  it  is  the 
splendid  health  of  our  citizens.

REPORT  OF  CITY  BACTERIOLOGIST 


January  I,  1908. 

Dr.  Martin  Friedrich,  Health  Officer. 

Dear  Sir : — I  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  work  of  the 
City  Bacteriological  Laboratory  for  the  year  1907.  The  diagnosis 
work  and  the  results  of  the  examination  of  the  City  water  supply 
is  given  in  tables  1,  2  and  3. 

Table  1  gives  the  number  and  results  of  the  tests  made  for 
diphtheria,  typhoid  fever  and  tuberculosis.  There  were  653  cul- 
tures from  suspected  diphtheria  against  604  in  1905  and  1,302  in 
1906.  Of  these  653,  132,  or  22.1  per  cent  were  positive;  a  decided 
falling  off  of  the  positive  percentage  of  recent  years.  This  latter 
result  is  doubtless  due  to  some  degree  to  the  discovery  by  Dr. 
Perkins  in  cultures  from  suspected  diphtheria  of  a  spore  forming 
bacillus  in  many  ways  like  the  diphtheria  bacillus.  Thanks  to 
Dr.  Perkins'  work,  we  can  now  distinguish  this  new  bacillus  from 
the  true  diphtheria  bacillus,  with  which  it  has,  without  doubt, 
been  confused  in  the  past. 

Of  the  345  typhoid  tests  26.1  per  cent  were  positive — prac- 
tically the  same  as  in  1906. 

There  were  1,625  sputum  examinations,  of  which  28.9  per 
cent  were  positive.  The  total  number  of  examinations  for  sus- 
pected diphtheria,  typhoid  fever  and  tuberculosis  for  the  year 
was  2,623,  against  3,080  in  1906.  This  difference  is  clue  almost 
entirely  to  the  decreased  number  of  diphtheria  tests,  653  in  1907 
against  1,302  in  1906. 

In.  Table  2  the  diphtheria  tests  are  classified  according  to  the 
number  of  examinations  made  in  each  case. 

WATER  ANALYSIS. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  City  water  supply,  the 
samples  being  drawn  from  the  laboratory  tap,  have  been  made 
daily  (Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted),  and  full  reports 
have  been  rendered  monthly.  Once  a  week  samples  of  water 
taken  from  the  Kirtland  pump  have  been  received  from  the  City 
Chemist.   The  results  of  these  examinations  are  given  in  Table  3. 
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It  will  be  noted  that  colon  bacilli  were  found  in  the  tap  water 
29  times,  and  bacilli  of  the  colon  group,  but  not  true  colon  bacilli, 
31  times.  Colon  bacilli  were  present  in  the  water  taken  at  Kirt- 
land  Street  in  approximately  the  same  percentage  as  in  the  tap 
water.  It  will  be  noted  that  colon  bacilli  were  isolated  from  the 
tap  water  on  29  days  in  1907,  11  days  in  1906  and  12  days  in  1905. 

Water  from  the  Fairmount  Reservoir  was  examined  on  one 
occasion  and  showed  no  colon  bacilli. 

Water  from  31  wells  was  examined,  10  condemned  on  ac- 
count of  colon  bacilli.  Nine  of  the  remaining  wells  either  con- 
tained bacilli  of  the  colon  group  or  showed  very  high  colony 
counts. 

In  addition  water  from  five  cisterns  and  two  springs  was  ex- 
amined. 

MILK  EXAMINATIONS. 

During  the  year  28  samples  of  milk  were  received,  and  of 
these  eight  were  condemned. 

RABIES. 

Of  30  dogs  suspected  of  having  rabies,  examination  was 
positive  in  eight  and  suggestive  in  two.  On  the  one  cat  received 
a  positive  diagnosis  was  made. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

There  were  also  examined,  one  disinfecting  apparatus,  three 
disinfecting  preparations  and  one  specimen  of  canned  meat. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  H.  O.  Way,  Assistant  Bacteriol- 
ogist; to  Professor  R.  G.  Perkins,  who  took  charge  of  the  work 
during  my  absence  in  Europe;  and  to  Dr.  Schultz,  for  efficient 
and  faithful  assistance.

INSPECTION  OF  PLUMBING  AND  SEWERS 


Dr,  Martin  Friedrich,  Health  Officer. 

Dear  Sir: — I  take  great  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1907. 

The  volume  of  the  work  has  greatly  increased,  there  being 
a  number  of  plumbers  added  to  the  list  during  the  past  year  and 
owing  to  the  assiduity  of  the  force,  we  have  accomplished  even 
greater  results  than  in  previous  years. 

Your  attention  is  especially  called  to  the  marked  increase 
of  inspections  and  visits. 

The  number  of  inspection  visits  of  plumbing  and  sewers  for 
the  year  1906  was  26,050  and  for  the  year  1907,  27,409,  leaving  a 
total  increase  of  1,359  inspections. 

I  have  summarized  in  this  table  form,  the  work  performed 
during  the  past  year  by  this  division  of  the  Department  which 
you  will  find  appended.

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REPORT  OF  EXAMINING  BOARD 
OF  PLUMBERS

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  report  of 
the  Examining  Board  of  Plumbers  beginning  the  first  of  April, 
1907,  and  ending  December  31,  1907. 

During  the  forty  meetings  in  which  we  met,  this  Board  has 
examined  219  applicants  of  which  186  have  satisfactorily  passed 
and  received  Certificates  of  Competency.  Six  applicants  have  ap- 
peared for  sewer  licenses,  five  of  which  have  passed. 

There  were  six  plumbers  in  business  that  were  called  before 
this  Board  by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Plumbing  and  Sewers  for 
doing  defective  work.  Eight  non-licensed  plumbers  who  were 
found  doing  plumbing  work  throughout  the  City  were  repri- 
manded and  given  warning  that  they  were  subject  to  arrest.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  INSPECTOR 


Cleveland  Union  Stock  Yards,  December  31,  1907. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health : 

Gentlemen — I  herewith  submit  the  statistics  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Meat  and  Dairy  Inspection  Division  for  the  year  of 
1907.  In  addition  to  the  regular  routine  work,  81  visits  were 
made  to  examine  dogs  suspected  of  having  rabies.  In  case  of 
persons  having  been  bitten,  the  dogs  were  quarantined  for  a  few 
days  to  establish  a  diagnosis  which  was  negative  in  all  cases. 
Dogs  that  had  been  destroyed  previous  to  our  call  were  turned 
over  to  the  bacteriologist  for  microscopical  examination  and  are 
not  included  in  this  report.  Three  cases  of  glanders  in  horses 
were  reported  to  the  department  by  practicing"  veterinarians  and 
the  diagnosis  being  confirmed  by  the  mallein  test,  the  animals 
were  destroyed  and  the  premises  thoroughly  disinfected.  The 
inspection  of  the  various  abattoirs  in  the  city  and  among  the  sub- 
urban butchers  was  not  characterized  by  any  unusual  incident 
during  the  year.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  tuberculosis  leads  in 
causes  for  condemnation  among  cattle.  This  is  especially  signifi- 
cant when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  since  the  establishment  of  a 
thorough  system  of  inspection,  nothing  but  the  best  class  of  cattle 
are  shipped  or  slaughtered  for  this  market.  When  inspection  was 
first  established  this  city  was  a  notorious  market  for  diseased  and 
worn  out  dairy  stock  which  in  many  instances  proved  to  be  ex- 
tensively tubercular.  This  class  of  stock  has  almost  entirely  dis- 
appeared from  our  market  and  what  is  true  of  this  disease  is 
equally  true  of  other  diseases  among  all  kinds  of  slaughterable 
animals. 

Especial  efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  stop  the  al- 
most universal  practice  among  retail  dealers  of  adding  preserva- 
tives and  coloring  matter  to  chopped  meat  and  sausage.  Every 
dealer  in  the  city  was  notified  to  discontinue  the  practice  and  nine 
arrests  were  made  for  failure  to  comply,  conviction  being  obtained 
in  every  case.  A  regular  system  of  retail  market  and  sausage 
factory  inspection  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  in  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  wholesale  market  inspection. 
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DAIRY  INSPECTION. 

The  ordinance  compelling-  the  bottling-  of  all  milk  went  into 
effect  January  i,  1907,  and  the  entire  force  of  inspectors  were 
kept  busy  for  two  months  enforcing  this  ordinance.  Some  few 
dealers  showed  a  disposition  to  disregard  the  law  but  there  was 
a  great  deal  of  misunderstanding  regarding  the  exact  meaning 
of  the  law.  The  only  way  in  which  this  could  be  corrected  was 
by  keeping  the  entire  force  of  dairy '  inspectors  on  the  road  in- 
structing the  dealers  in  the  interpretation  of  the  law.  Although 
necessarily  requiring  some  time  this  proved  in  the  end  to  be  very 
satisfactory,  as  when  the  ordinance  was  once  understood  there 
have  been  but' few  instances  of  willful  violation.  This  ordinance 
has  been  a  great  advance  in  the  direction  of  improved  conditions 
inasmuch  as  it  requires  more  care  of  the  milk  by  the  dealer,  which 
of  itself  requires  improved  equipment,  more  careful  icing  and  far 
less  contamination  in  delivery  than  under  *the  old  method.  Every 
dealer  in  the  city  is  visited  at  regular  intervals  in  addition  to 
which  all  shipping  depots  are  watched  to  prevent  the  shipment 
of  dirty  cans  to  the  country  and  to  ascertain  who  of  the  dairy- 
men persistently  ship  their  milk  in  at  high  temperatures.  The 
work  in  the  country  during  the  year  has  been  especially  satis- 
factory, both  from  the  amount  of  work  done  and  the  results  ac- 
complished. It  is  especially  gratifying  to  note  that  the  feeling  of 
hostility  which  was  universally  predominant  at  first  has  entirely 
disappeared.  The  inspectors  visits  are  expected,  he  is  but  with 
few  exceptions  courteously  treated  and  every  reasonable  effort  is 
made  to  comply  with  his  demands.  Space  does  not  permit  an 
enumeration  of  the  many  improvements  noted  throughout  the 
country  but  it  can  be  safely  said  that  it  is  the  exceptional  farmer 
who  has  not  made  some  improvement  however  slight  in  his 
equipment  or  the  manner  of  handling  his  milk.  The  score  card 
system  has  become  generally  understood  and  accepted  and  it  is 
rarely  that  a  second  visit  does  not  result  in  an  improved  score. 
This  work  is  largely  educational  in  character  and  as  time  goes  on 
and  dairymen  become  more  conversant  with  the  requirements  of 
modern  sanitary  dairying  greater  improvement  can  and  will  be 
accomplished. 

A  greater  knowledge  of  tuberculosis  is  eagerly  sought  and 
all  of  the  testing  done  last  year  was  upon  request.  If  adequate 
and  prompt  compensation  were  provided  by  the  State,  the  appli- 
cation of  the  tuberculin  test  would  become  wide  spread.  The 
most  gratifying  feature  of  our  work,  has  been  the  numerous  in- 
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quiries  from  other  cities  regarding  our  system  of  inspection  and 
the  information  that  they  intended  to  establish  a  system  modeled 
after  ours.  These  inquiries  have  come  from  as  widely  separated 
points  as  San  Francisco,  Bangor,  Me.,  Atlanta,  Ga-.,  Milwaukee, 
Wis.,  and  many  other  cities.  In  two  instances  other  cities  have 
sent  their  inspectors  to  work  in  the  field  with  us  here  until  they 
became  thoroughly  conversant  with  our  methods. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Dairy  Division  of  the  U.  S. 
Dept.  of  Agriculture  for  valuable  suggestions  and  for  co-opera- 
tion in  the  field.  The  Ohio  State  Board  of  Live  Stock  Commis- 
sioners have  also  rendered  us  such  assistance  as  lay  in  their 
power.  To  make  either  a  system  of  meat  or  dairy  inspection  a 
perfect  success  more  comprehensive  system  of  co-operation  with 
state  authorities  must  be  had  -and  from  present  indications  it  is 
hoped  that  we  shall  be  able  to  accomplish  this  within  the  ensuing 
year.

His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Public  Safety,  City  Hall, 
Cleveland. 

Gentlemen : — I  have  the  honor  to  hand  you  herewith  annual 
report  of  the  Police  Department,  City  of  Cleveland,  for  the  cal- 
endar year  1907. 

In  submitting  to  you  this  report  I  beg  to  call  your  especial 
attention  to  the  demand  which  is  steadily  increasing  upon  the 
police  force  of  this  city. 

The  year  just  past  has  brought  material  changes  in  the  task 
of  giving  to  the  city  the  police  attention  which  the  public  demand. 
Some  idea  of  these  changes  may  be  gleaned  from  a  careful  com- 
parison of  this  report  with  those  of  preceding  years.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  increase  the  police  detail  in  the  down-town  streets 
in  order  to  avoid  congestion  and  facilitate  traffic.  Still  larger 
details  will  be  necessary  the  coming  year.  We  are  called  upon 
to  provide  special  details  for  public  functions,  parades,  conven- 
tions and  many  other  public  gatherings  where  large  crowds  of 
people  assemble  and  police  protection  is  absolutely  necessary,  all 
taken  from  the  regular  force,  consequently  reducing  the  number 
of  men  on  patrol  duty. 

The  population  now  is  well  past  the  half-million  mark ;  is 
steadily  increasing.  The  increase  from  the  steady  flow  of  immi- 
gration alone  averages  about  1,500  per  month.  Those  foreign- 
ers who  come  here  are  ignorant  of  our  laws.  They  live  in  set- 
tlements where  their  own  language  is  spoken  almost  exclusively, 
and  the  more  vicious  ones  have  been  a  source  of  a  'great  deal 
of  trouble  in  this  community,  constantly  violating  the  laws  and 
ordinances,  and  need  far  more  police  attention  than  we  are  able 
to  give  them  with  our  present  force. 
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Another  important  factor  in  the  fulfillment  of  the  functions 
of  a  proper  police  service  is  the  large  area  of  the  city,  now  forty- 
one  square  miles.    The  near  future  will  see  this  still  greater. 

The  police  force  now  numbers  614,  an  increase  of  50  over 
that  of  1906,  for  which  we  feel  very  grateful  to  the  Mayor  and 
Board  of  Public  Safety ;  but  their  action  in  increasing  the  vaca- 
tion days  of  members  of  the  force  from  26  to  52  days  per  year 
has  more  than  offset  the  availability  of  the  last  increase,  but  has 
given  the  members  of  this  department  more  time  for  recreation  . 
and  added  greatly  to  their  health  and  physical  condition,  which 
is  appreciated. 

The  records  reveal  an  increase  in  the  demand  placed  upon 
the  department  for  the  enforcement  of  the  state  laws  and  city 
ordinances. 

In  consideration  of  our  present  need,  I  would  again  urge  the 
necessity  of  an  increase  in  the  police  force,  and  that  your  future 
budget  provide  for  the  same. 

ARRESTS 

Arrests  to  the  number  of  30,418  have  been  made  during  the 
year,  which  is  1,318  less  than  the  preceding  year. 

By  comparing  the  figures  with  those  of  the  preceding  year 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  Cleveland  police  were  more  active  in 
arresting  criminals.  It  has  not  been  our  aim  to  make  arrests 
for  minor  offenses.  On  the  contrary,  we  have  adopted  the  pol- 
icy of  not  making  arrests  Tor  minor  offenses  where  the  same  or 
better  results  could  be  accomplished  without,  and  most  of  these 
evils  have  been  covered  by  our  policy  of  police  repression ;  con- 
sequently less  arrests. 

In  no  previous  year  has  this  department  done  as  effective 
work  against  crime  as  during  the  present  year.  The  large  num- 
ber of  arrests  contains  almost  all  those  known  within  legal  knowl- 
edge, varying  from  intoxication  to  murder ;  the  violations  hav- 
ing been  committed,  it  is  to  the  credit  of  the  department  that  so 
many  have  been  apprehended  and  so  few  have  escaped. 

SUNRISE  COURT 

The  Sunrise  Court  still  continues  to  be  of  much  benefit  to 
the  unfortunate  class  of  people  who  become  intoxicated  and  are 
arrested  for  the  protection  of  themselves  and  others. 
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During  the  year  7,692  persons  were  released  on  waivers  so 
they  were  able  to  be  at  their  work  on  time  and  not  have  to  go 
through  the  formula  of  court  proceedings,  thereby  losing  their 
day's  work  and  perhaps  their  positions. 

Not  only  has  this  procedure  proved  beneficial  to  them,  but 
has  greatly  reduced  the  congestion  of  the  many  cases  handled 
daily  by  the  various  persons  connected  with  Police  Court. 

FUGITIVES  FROM  JUSTICE 

Again  this  year  we  have  been  fortunate  in  the  apprehension 
of  fugitives  from  justice  wanted  in  various  cities  throughout  this 
country  as  well  as  Europe. 

Our  records  show  170  arrests  of  fugitives,  which  includes  a 
number  of  murderers,  two  of  whom  were  wanted  in  Europe  for 
homicide,  and  who  were  turned  over  to  the  proper  authorities. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  but  few  escapes,  and  where 
foreign  departments  have  rendered  us  every  assistance  possible 
in  apprehending  criminals,  they  have  not  been  fortunate  enough 
to  arrest  the  few  who  escaped  from  the  city  before  it  was  known 
to  this  department  that  the  offender  was  wanted. 

STRIKES 

Cleveland  has  had  its  share  of  strikes  during  the  year.  It 
could  hardly  be  expected  that  no  controversies  would  arise  be- 
tween the  employer  and  employee  when  we  consider  that  this 
city  has  developed  into  one  of  the  largest  manufacturing  cities  in 
this  country;  but  there  has  not  been  any  serious  injury  to  life  or 
property.  Unfortunately,  some  of  them  have  resulted  in  long- 
drawn-out  struggles  between  the  employer  and  employee.  The 
department  has  continued  its  policy  of  taking  no  sides  with  capi- 
tal or  labor;  to  be  fair  and  impartial,  treating  all  alike  and  ren- 
dering every  possible  assistance  in  preserving  the  peace,  protect- 
ing life  and  property,  and  preventing  as  far  as  possible  the  vio- 
lations of  laws  and  ordinances. 

It  is  indeed  a  difficult  task  to  please  either  side  in  their  labor 
troubles.  This  we  have  been  unable  to  accomplish,  which  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  absolutely  refused  to  take  any  part 
in  the  real  issue,  and  I  am  satisfied  by  adopting  this  policy  bet- 
ter results  have  been  obtained. 
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SOCIAL  EVIL,  GAMBLING  AND  REPRESSION 

Houses  of  prostitution  and  assignation,  known  to  be  such 
and  against  which  complaints  have  been  made  to  the  police  depart- 
ment, have  been  practically  suppressed.  That  the  evil  of  prosti- 
tution still  has  an  existence  must  be  admitted.  Assuming  that 
prostitution  is  one  of  the  most  serious  evils  with  which  a  com- 
munity can  be  affected,  and  that  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  any 
police  force  to  wholly  eradicate  it,  there  appears  to  be  good 
reasons  for  the  adoption  of  measures  to  keep  it  within  control 
as  experience  and  wisdom  may  suggest.  Therefore,  again  this 
year  I  have  stationed  uniformed  patrolmen  in  front  of  disrepu- 
table places  to  prevent  violations  of  the  laws  and  ordinances,  and 
in  every  instance  these  details  have  been  successful,  and  many  of 
these  resorts  were  driven  out  of  business  during  the  year  and  will 
not  again  be  allowed  to  engage  in  such  business. 

In  this  connection  I  might  mention  that  we  have  forced  all 
married  women  who  have  husbands,  also  all  male  persons  in 
any  way  connected  with  the  same,  to  discontinue,  and  have  not 
allowed  a  married  woman  nor  a  male  person  to  engage  in  said 
business,  nor  are  we  allowing  property  that  has  not  heretofore 
been  used  for  this  purpose  to  be  used. 

Public  gambling,  the  sale  of  pools  in  public  places  and  pol- 
icy-selling is  so  completely  suppressed  in  this  city  that  little  com- 
ment in  these  matters  is  necessary.  So  vigilant  have  the  police 
been  in  this  direction  that  I  can  safely  say  that  there  is  not  a 
public  gambling-room  in  this  city ;  neither  is  there  one  piece  of 
gambling  paraphernalia  in  operation. 

LIQUOR  REGULATIONS 

The  licensed  drinking-places  in  this  city  are  generally  con- 
forming to  the  law,  a  well-defined  improvement  being  noted  in 
this  particular.  Those  engaging,  in  this  business  have  shown  a 
disposition  to  comply  with  the  law  more  than  formerly. 

The  Sunday  Liquor  Law  and  Midnight  Closing  Ordinance 
have  received  much  attention  this  year  and  enforced  with  as 
much  sense  as  could  be  expected  under  the  laws,  which  afford 
so  many  technicalities  and  avenues  of  escape. 

We  have  given  more  attention  to  the  laws  and  ordinances 
governing  minors  entering  saloons,  and  selling  liquors  to  minors, 
than  ever  before.  It  has  been  my  aim  to  prohibit,  if  possible, 
girls  and  boys  from  entering  saloons  and  drinking  therein.  Dur- 
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ing  the  year  a  number  of  keepers  were  arrested;  also  a  number 
of  minors,  both  male  and  female,  were  arrested  for  entering. 
These  laws  and  ordinances  are  being  strictly  enforced,-  and  I  am 
glad  to  say  we  have  been  successful  in  practically  breaking  up 
this  practice  of  minors  of  both  sexes  entering  drinking-places  and 
being  served  with  intoxicating  liquors. 

DETECTIVE  BUREAU 

The  work  of  the  Detective  Bureau,  which  is  directly  under 
the  supervision  of  Inspector  of  Police  Rowe,  has  improved  in 
efficiency  during  the  year.  There  is  always  room  for  improve- 
ment in  this  branch  of  police  service,  and  occasionally  it  is  found 
necessary  to  make  changes  in  this  bureau,  that  the  same  may  be 
more  efficient  and  work  in  harmony  with  actual  conditions.  How- 
ever, as  a  whole  they  have  been  faithful  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties. 

In  addition  to  detective  work  of  the  regular  detective  bureau, 
it  has  been  found  necessary,  in  the  past  as  at  present,  to  permit 
a  certain  number  of  patrolmen  to  be  assigned  to  duty  in  plain 
clothes,  which  in  a  sense  has  greatly  augmented  the  Detective 
Bureau  and  rendered  valuable  service  in  the  cases  assigned  to 
them. 

One  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  arrests  were  made 
by  this  bureau,  the  great  majority  of  which  were  felonies,  and  I 
might  mention  a  number  of  murderers,  the  most  of  whom  were 
convicted  and  are  now  serving  sentences  in  our  state  institutions. 

The  Bertillon  system  of  identification  and  recording  of  crim- 
inals, which  is  an  adjunct  to  the  Detective  Bureau,  is  most  impor- 
tant and  valuable.  The  aim  is  to  secure  a  complete,  accurate  and 
indisputable  record  of  the  criminal  classes  brought  under  police 
notice.  Not  only  has  it  proven  of  worth  in  this  bureau,  but  in 
many  instances  measurements  and  photographs  produced  have 
been  furnished  to  other  cities  and  have  materially  aided  in  the 
apprehension  and  conviction  of  noted  criminals.  In  a  great  many 
cases  during  the  year  we  have  established  the  identity  of  ex- 
convicts  who  tried  to  pass  off  as  first  offenders,  who  were  con- 
victed and  secured  a  term  of  imprisonment.  I  might  mention 
two  cases  during  the  year  where  prisoners  have  received  long 
sentences  on  account  of  their  past  records.  One  prisoner  was 
given  a  life  sentence  for  burglary  and  another  ten  years  for  bur- 
glary (safe-blowing),  it  having  been  established  by  our  bureau 
at  their  trials  that  thev  were  ex-convicts  with  criminal  records.' 
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The  records  show  that  during  the  year  635  photographs  and 
measurements  were  taken,  which  is  159  more  than  the  preceding 
year,  and  11,119  photographs  were  finished  with  descriptions 
and  records. 

The  finger-print  system  in  connection  with  the  Bertillon  sys- 
tem is  being  maintained,  and  no  doubt  in  time,  when  it  is  in  gen- 
eral use,  good  results  will  be  obtained. 

TRAFFIC  AND  BICYCLE  SQUAD 

Attached  to  the  traffic  squad,  which  consists  of  about  fifty 
patrolmen,  who  perform  duty  on  the  crossings  of  the  principal 
streets  and  avenues  of  the  city,  and  where  traffic  is  congested 
and  pedestrians  are  in  danger  of  being  injured,  is  the  bicycle 
police,  who  with  them  endeavor  to  regulate  the  drivers  of  all 
vehicles.  We  have  found  that  many  of  them  must  be  handled 
with  a  firm  hand,  especially  the  careless  drivers  of  automobiles. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  make  many  arrests  during  the 
year  for  the  violation  of  automobile  laws  and  ordinances ;  also 
for  violations  of  the  traffic  ordinance. 

During  the  opening  of  the  automobile  season  I  took  it  upon 
myself  to  warn  many  drivers  of  different  vehicles,  by  letter  or 
orally,  of  minor  violations  of  the  laws  and  ordinances  regulating- 
vehicles,  thinking  that  this  mode  of  procedure  would  have  a  ten- 
dency to  cause  them  to  comply  with  the  laws  and  ordinances ; 
but  in  many  cases  very  little  attention  was  paid  to  our  instruc- 
tions, and  it  was  found  necessary  to  adopt  the  course  of  making 
arrests.  The  coming  season  will  see  many  more  automobiles  and 
vehicles  operating  on  our  streets,  and  for  the  proper  protection 
of  life  and  enforcement  of  laws  and  ordinances  our  traffic  squad 
will  have  to  be  increased  and  deal  firmly  from  the  beginning  with 
careless  drivers  and  other  violators. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  the  members  of  the 
traffic  squad,  which  is  practically  a  new  innovation  in  this  city, 
for  the  effective  work  and  admirable  way  in  which  we  have 
vehicles  regulated  at  this  time.  Still,  we  expect  to  make  the 
improvement  during  the  coming  year,  that  the  same  will  not  be 
excelled  even  by  the  traffic  squad  of  London  (relating  to  the 
rules  of  the  road).  Irrational  drivers  and  violators  took  upon 
themselves  the  authority  of  power  to  censure  or  criticise  and 
filing  complaints  against  members  of  this  squad  who  have  had 
this  task  to  perform,  thinking  that  their  personal  rights  had 
been  encroached  upon,  or  that  they  had  been  humiliated  because 
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the  law's  representatives  in  uniform  dared  to  speak  to  him  or 
signal  him  as. provided  by  law  when  he  was  encroaching  on  the 
rights  of  others.  All  persons  who  have  the  welfare  of  the  city 
at  heart  must  know  that  a  patrolman  performing  duty  at  one  of 
these  corners  must  be  in  absolute  control  in  order  to  regulate 
the  traffic  and  protect  pedestrians  properly.  I  might  add  that 
several  mounted  posts  should  be  established  in  the  congested 
down-town  districts  during  the  coming  year. 

ELECTION  DAY 

In  consideration  of  the  great  amount  of  work  the  police  were 
called  upon  to  perform  on  election  day,  and  immediately  preced- 
ing it,  requiring  many  hours  of  extra  labor,  for  some  of  which 
time  we  granted  them  extra  hours  off,  has  met  with  the  hearty 
approval  of  your  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Board.  The  Board 
of  Deputy  State  Supervisors  and  Inspectors  of  Elections  adopted 
the  following  resolution  upon  the  good  work  of  the  police  force 
on  last  election  day  and  forwarded  it  to  the  Chief  of  Police, 
which  was  transmitted  to  the  force :

Dear  Sir : — At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  board  held  this 
day  the  following  resolution  by  Mr.  D.  E.  Christian  was  unani- 
mously adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Deputy  State  Supervisors  and  Inspect- 
ors of  Election  extend  to  Chief  Kohler,  his -officers  and  men, 
our  hearty  thanks,  and  we  hereby  express  our  great  appreciation 
for  the  admirable  manner  in  which  they  maintained  order  and 
assisted  our  election  officers  in  the  booths  on  election  day ;  and 

Resolved  further,  That  this  resolution  be  spread  in  full  upon 
the  records  and  a  copy  sent  to  the  Chief  of  Police.

SCHOOL  OF  INSTRUCTION  • 

It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  men  newly  appointed  on  the 
force,  or  those  who  have  served  but  a  short  time,  should  not 
become  familiar  with  every  qualification  required  of  a  police- 
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man  unless  they  have  had  some  further  instructions  than  that 
which  comes  from  practice  alone. 

I  have  inaugurated  a  practice  of  instructing  myself,  or  hav- 
ing the  captains  instruct,  the  newly  appointed  patrolmen'  in  their 
duties,  to  the  end  that  if  the  same  is  remembered  and  heeded  in 
a  measure  it  will  tend  to  make  his  probationary  period  less  diffi- 
cult than  otherwise.  I  have  also  had,  for  the  past  several  years, 
a  school  of  instruction  established  at  the  various  police  stations, 
where  all  members  are  informed  as  to  their  duties  under  various 
conditions,  cases  cited,  and  those  present  to  state  what  their 
action  would  be  under  various  circumstances.  Familiarity  with 
the  book  of  rules  and  regulations,  with  state  laws  and  city  ordi- 
nances,, and  the  course,  has  accomplished  excellent  results. 

POLICE  PARADE  AND  INSPECTION  IN  1907. 

An  inspection  of  the  force  was  held  in  May  and  inspected 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Public  Safety,  representa- 
tives of  the  City  Council  and  different  city  officials. 

During  the  months  of  Februay,  March  and  April  the  drill- 
ing of  as  many  members  of  the  force  as  could  be  spared  was 
kept  up  in  preparation  for  the  annual  parade  which  took  place 
on  May  2. 

Many  commendatory  remarks  were  made  by  the  inspection 
officers  and  public  in  general  and. the  public  press  as  to  the  dis- 
cipline displayed,  the  precision  of  execution  and  of  the  smart 
military  bearing  of  the  force  as  a  whole. 

These  inspections  should  be  continued  each  year  with  a  view 
of  improving  the  discipline  and  efficiency  of  the  force,  and  also 
of  giving  the  citizens  a  chance  of  seeing  in  a  body  the  men  who 
are  protecting  their  ,  lives  and  guarding  their  property  during  the 
day  and  night. 

DISCIPLINE 

The  discipline  of  any  large  number  of  men  to  strict  rules 
and  regulations  is  at  all  times  a  difficult  matter,  especially  when 
such  a  body  is  a  public  body  and  under  ,  the  immediate  attention 
of  the  general  public ;  and  such  discipline  to  be  effective  must  be 
guarded  with  firm  hands,  asking  no  favors  and  filled  with  no 
fear  with  a  view  alone  of  the  welfare  of  the  department  as  a 
whole  and  with  nothing  but  the  interest  of  the  general  good' 
in  view. 
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Men's  minds  are  so  differently  constituted  as  to  make  it 
extremely  difficult  for  a  single  head  of  a  department  to>  bring  the 
minds  of  a  large  body  of  men  close  enough  together  to  have 
them  act  in  harmony  at  all  times.  As  all  laws  and  ordinances 
are  made  for  the  purpose  of  curbing  certain  elements  of  society, 
as  well  as  for  the  protection  of  the  majority  from  these  encroach- 
ments, it  is  natural  that  people  who  do  not  see  things  alike  are 
constantly  ready  to  criticise  the  officer  for  being  too  enthusias- 
tic in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  or  for  being  derelict  in  the 
performance  thereof,  according  as  the  officer  rhay  perform  the 
same  and  according  to  the  different  viewpoints  of  the  critics. 
Under  the  circumstances  the  natural  inclination  of  most  men 
would  be  to  perform  their  duties  with  the  least  possible  friction, 
so  as  to  preserve  the  good-will  of  those  among  whom  he  per- 
forms his  duties.  Under  such  circumstances  it  is  absolutely 
essential  that  discipline  should  be  maintained  at  all  hazards. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  the  end  that  the  members  of  the 
force  will  not  only  take  pride  in  their  organization  but  they 
will  individually  and  collectively  feel  that  they  are  engaged  in 
a  profession,  and  that  a  good  and  a  bad  reputation  will  follow 
according  to  the  manner  they  conduct  themselves.  With  fair 
pay,  good  vacation,  reasonable  hours,  and  an  assured  pension 
in  case  of  disability  incurred  in  line  of  duty,  there  should  be  an 
incentive  for  good  and  intelligent  action  at  all  times ;  and  as 
we  are  laboring  under  such  a  condition,  the  Chief  of  Police  is 
more  than  ever  inclined  to  invoke  strict  compliance  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  department. 

A  number  of  patrolmen  have  been  before  me  for  various 
violations  of  our  rules  and  regulations,  and  disposed  of  as  shown

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CARRYING  CONCEALED  WEAPONS 

Carrying  concealed  weapons  has  not  diminished,  but  on  the 
other  hand  there  has  been  a  gradual  and  decided  increase  in  the 
number  of  apprehensions  under  the  charge,  which  may  be  ac- 
counted for  from  the  fact  that  again  this  year  a  large  number 
of  special  details  have  been  made  to  arrest  persons  for  carrying 
concealed  weapons  not  permitted  by  law,  and  in  every  detail  a 
large  number  of  weapons  were  found,  ranging  from  a  44-cal- 
ibre  revolver  to  a  keen-edged  stilletto.  We  have  also  had  some 
assistance  from  the  police  judges  in  confiscating  weapons,  which 
were  destroyed. by  the  police,  and  no  weapons  which  came  into 
the  hands  of  the  police  were  sold  at  auction  as  heretofore. 

BLACK  HAND 

The  Black  Hand  agitation  caused  by  the  Italian  people  of 
this  community  has  caused  this  department  no  end  of  anxiety 
and  trouble.  Upon  investigation  we  find  that  it  has  been  greatly 
overdrawn  and  publicity  given  to  the  same  which  was  not  war- 
ranted by  the  facts.  It  is  a  fad  among  the  lower  element  of 
the  Italians  to  write  letters  to  their  relatives  or  prosperous  per- 
sons, some  of  them  with  a  view  of  extorting  money  and  others 
with  a  view  of  annoying  their  more  successful  brother  Italians. 
It  might  be  said  that  to  some  extent  the  custom  prevails  among 
other  races  and  classes  of  society,  but  it  is  simply  termed  black- 
mail or  attempt  at  extortion.  Their  communications  are  always 
anonymous  or  fictitious  names  signed.  Some  people  who  receive 
the  same  generally  are  not  in  a  position  to  defend  themselves 
publicly  against  the  writer ;  consequently  they  are  unable  to  as- 
sist the  police  in  the  prosecution,  either  because  they  are  in  some 
way  questionably  involved  or  have  other  reasons,  and  it  is  a 
rare  thing  to  see  foreigners,  especially  Italians,  give  evidence 
or  information  against  their  own  race. 

OBSCENE  PICTURES 

This  department  has  made  a  determined  effort  to  suppress 
the  exhibiting  of  pictures  of  any  description  showing  crime, 
immorality  or  lust,  and  has  in  several  cases  succeeded  in  obtain- 
ing first-class  evidence,  together  with  the  original  pictures  shown, 
and  have  reproduced  the  same  to  the  police  judge  after  warrants 
had  been  issued  and  arrests  made,  and  after  several  continuances 
the' police  judge  has  practically  tied  the  hands  of  the  police  by 
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the  discharging  of  the  prisoners ;  so  the  police  have  been  com- 
pelled to  resort  to  our  own  system  of  police  repression  and 
preventing  other  minor  violations,  which  have  embarrassed  the 
owner  until  he  was  forced  to  comply  with  our  regulations. 

POLICE  TELEPHONE  TELEGRAPH  SIGNAL  SYSTEM 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  on  December  31  seventy-six  of 
our  new  signal  boxes,  which  cover  the  first  district,  were  placed 
in  service.  When  the  entire  city  is  equipped  with  the  new  sig- 
nal system  it  will  enable  this  department  to  concentrate  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  men  in  a  short  period  of  time  to  meet  any 
emergency.  The  patrol  boxes  as  they  are  to  be  located  will  also 
assist  our  patrolmen  in  covering  their  beats  with  more  regularity 
*  than  heretofore.  This  I  consider  very  important,  especially  in 
the  residence  districts,  where  our  beats  are  the  largest.  I  am 
also  satisfied  it  will  facilitate  and  improve  our  patrol  wagon  serv- 
ice, as  the  telephone  in  the  box  is  a  medium  that  can  be  used 
in  continuing  them  to  other  boxes  turned  in  during  their  absence 
from  the  barn  while  responding  to  a  call,  and  also  preventing, 
to  some  degree,  the  gathering  of  crowds,  blockading  of  side- 
walks and  exposing  our  officers  to  danger  while  waiting  for  the 
patrol  wagon. 

We  hope  to  proceed  to  equip  precincts  which  have  no  signal 
1  service,  leaving  those  that  have  old  equipment  until  the  last.  If 
no  unforeseen 'delay  is  encountered,  we  hope  to  have  the  entire 
department  equipped  with  the  new  signal  system  equipment  by 
the  close  of  the  ensuing  year.  During '  the  year  the  seventh 
police  precinct  patrol  barn  was  equipped  with  a  wagon  and  crew. 
The  service  has  proven  of  value  in  many  respects,  particularly  in 
conveying  prisoners  and  in  transporting  members  of  the  force 
quickly  from  point  to  point  where  their  services  are  demanded ; 
and  when  all  barns  are  equipped  it  will  add  much  to  the  service 
from  a  standpoint  of  efficiency.  The  balance  of  the  patrol  barns 
at  the  different  precinct  stations  should  be  equipped  as  soon  as 
possible. 

INTERNATIONAL  ASSOCIATION  OF  CHIEFS  OF 
POLICE  AND  NATIONAL  BUREAU  OF  CRIM- 
INAL IDENTIFICATION 

Partly  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety, 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  annual  convention  of  the 
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International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  held  at  James- 
town, Va.,  in  June,  1907,  where  I  read  a  paper  entitled  "Police 
Repression,"  under  which  'we  have  so  successfully  operated  in 
Cleveland.  The  association  has  accomplished  a  great  deal  of 
good  in  bringing  about  closer  personal  relationship  among  the 
heads  of  the  various  police  departments,  which  cannot  fail  to 
keep  them  in  closer  touch  in  disposing  of  the  important  matters 
pertaining  to  their  responsibilities.  Papers  of  interest  were  read 
and  discussed,  and  the  whole  tends  to  the  intelligent  building  up 
of  the  police  service. 

Connected  with  this  association  is  the  National  Bureau  of 
Criminal  Identification,  with  headquarters  and  operating  rooms 
at  Washington,  D.  C,  which  is  supported  by  the  different  cities 
whose  chiefs  of  police  are  members  of  both  associations,  and  for 
which  a  city  the  size  of  Cleveland  has  to  pay  $100  per  annum 
for  membership  and  which  goes  to  sustain  the  national  bureau. 
It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  association  for  the  past  few  years  to 
have  an  act  passed  by  Congress  taking  over  the  National  Bureau 
of  Criminal  Identification  and  support  it  in  fact  as  well  as  in 
name. 

NEEDS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

I  most  urgently  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Public  Safety, 
through  the  Council,  secure  the  proper  legislation  to  add  at 
least  400  patrolmen  and  a  proportionate  number  of  superior  offi- 
cers and  detectives  to  the  police  force,  and  include  in  their 
budget  sufficient  funds  to  procure  a  number  of  automobile  patrol 
wagons  to  properly  transfer  prisoners. 

That  a  naphtha  patrol  boat  be  purchased,  which  would  con- 
stantly patrol  the  river  and  lake  front  in  our  own  jurisdiction 
and  which  would  be  productive  of  good  results,  as  the  marine 
and  lake  shipping  interests  of  Cleveland  have  vastly  increased 
in  recent  years. 

That  a  gymnasium  should  be  established  with  bath  connec- 
tions, where  officers  and  patrolmen  should  be  required  to  drill 
and  exercise  a  certain  length  of  time  each  week;  where  they 
could  take  baths  and  individual  exercise  when  convenient,  which 
would  without  doubt  improve  the  military  bearing  as  well  as  the 
physical  condition  of  the  officers. 

That  a  rifle  range  for  pistol  practice  be  connected  with  the 
gymnasium.  The  importance  of  having  officers  of  the  depart- 
ment, who  at  all  times  when  on  duty  have  about  their  persons  a 
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loaded  revolver,  thoroughly  instructed  in  the  care  and  use  of 
their  revolvers  cannot  be  questioned.  A  number  of  cases  have 
occurred  in  which  policemen  have  been  called  upon  to  use  their 
revolvers,  show  pretty  clearly  that  their  skill  in  handling  the 
same  might  be  very  much  improved. 

That  a  new  card  index  system  be  installed  for  the  complete 
revision  of  keeping  all  records  of  this  department,  including  the 
personal  record  of  each  member  of  the  force.  The  present  sys- 
tem of  keeping  records  has  been  in  operation  for  many  years, 
with  some  few  changes  from  time  to  time,  and  a  new  modern 
system  would  greatly  facilitate  and  expedite  the  keeping  of  our 
records,  so  that  any  information  wanted  might  be  accurately 
obtained  at  short  notice. 

That  again  I  would  recommend  that  a  sufficient  fund  be 
appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to  employ  secret 
service  talent,  as  is  required  many  times,  and  to  obtain  other 
information  of  value  to  the  Police  Department. 

That  about  ten  horses  and  proper  saddle  equipment  be  pur- 
chased to  be  used  as  mounts  by  the  police.  Mounted  squad  in 
the  business  section  of  cities  has  demonstrated  beyond  a  ques- 
tion of  doubt  that  this  service  is  invaluable  in  the  central  and 
congested  portions  of  the  city  to  regulate  traffic,  especially  dur- 
ing the  busy  seasons. 

In  strikes,  riots,  large  assemblages  and  parades  one  mounted 
officer  is  of  more  practical  value  than  several  footmen.  The 
utility  of  the  mounted  men  has  been  demonstrated  wherever  the 
same  has  been  properly  instituted. 

Shower  baths  are  about  to  be  established  at  Central  Police 
Station.  The  necessary  steps  are  now  being  taken  to  install 
the  same,  which  will  be  of  much  benefit  to  the  more  unfortu- 
nate class  who  are  arrested  and  their  person  in  a  filthy  condition  ; 
that  they  may  bathe  before  being  arraigned  in  court.  It  will 
also  have  a  tendency  to  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
prison. 

That  legislation  should  be  had  so  that  a  permanent  place 
could  be  selected  where  all  drivers  of  hacks  and  express  wagons 
should  be  compelled  to  stand  while  waiting  for  employment,  in- 
stead of  having  them  scattered  on  the  various  streets. 

To  regulate  private  vehicles  standing  and  congregating  in 
the  down-town  congested  streets.  At  present  vehicles  occupy  the 
curbs  of  the  congested  district  and  remain  there  an  unreason- 
able length  of  time,  much  to  the  annoyance  of  pedestrians  cross- 
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ing  the  streets,  and  especially  to  drivers  of  other  vehicles,  making 
it  impossible  to  deliver  their  loads  at  the  curb  anywhere  near  the 
vicinity  where  they  desire  to  do  business.  These  vehicles  should 
not  be  allowed  to  occupy  the  •  curbs  in  this  district  any  longer 
than  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  deliver  and  receive  their  oc- 
cupants. 

To  regulate  pawnbrokers,  second-hand  and  junk  dealers,  so 
that  they  will  be  compelled  to  report  to  the  Chief  of  Police  each 
day  all  articles  bought,  sold,  pawned  or  exchanged. 

To  regulate  intelligence  bureaus  or  employment  agencies,  re- 
quiring them  to  give  a  bond  to  secure  the  people  doing  business 
through  their  agencies. 

To  properly  regulate  moving-picture  theaters  the  same  as 
all  other  theatrical  and  dramatic  performances. 

To  regulate  phonographs.  Persons  conducting  moving-pic- 
ture shows  have  inaugurated  a  plan  of  placing  phonographs 
through  their  transoms  or  placing  them  in  their  entrances,  keep- 
ing them  playing  during  the  entire  day  and  evening  to  attract 
patrons  to  their  places,  much  to  the  annoyance  of  persons  en- 
gaged in  other  business  in  the  vicinity  of  these  places. 

PRIVATE  DETECTIVES  AND  POLICE 

Regulation  should  be  had  restricting  the  practice  in  this 
city  of  persons  engaged  in  private  detective  and  police  pursuits. 
Any  individual  may  engage  in  such  work  without  having  a  char- 
acter or  proper  commission.  No  one  but  the  parties  who  have 
had  experience  with  this  class  of  practitioners  appreciate  the 
misery  and  extortion  which  sometimes  follows  the  employment 
of  irresponsible  parties  who  advertise  as  detectives  and  private 
police.  Not  unfrequently  is  remuneration  obtained  from  both 
parties  at  issue,  fake  information  furnished  and  respectable  char- 
acter and  calling  damaged.  The  powers  and  importance  of  a 
private  detective  and  policeman  has  not  been  considered  with 
sufficient  seriousness.  The  greatest  care  should  be  taken  that 
the  powers  of  a  private  detective  or  policeman  is  given  only  to 
reliable  persons  who  -  really  have  a  well-defined  need  for  such 
service,  as  the  use  of  the  city  badge  as  a  means  of  livelihood  was 
never  intended. 

Private  policemen  are  of  two  kinds — those  who  are  appoint- 
ed by  the  police  authorities  and  paid  by  private  citizens  for  whom 
they  work  and  those  who  are  appointed  by  and.  are  under  the  con- 
trol of  private  police  and  detective  agencies.    The  former  are 
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ordinarily  called  special  policemen  and  the  latter  called  private 
police  and  detectives.  I  agree  that  the  employment  of  special 
policemen  is  justified  on  the  theory  that,  since  the  police  depart- 
ment is  not  sufficiently  strong  to  detail  officers  for  the  protection 
of  private  property,  where  the  protection  of  such  private  property 
accrues  more  directly  to  the  benefit  of  the  owner  than  to  the  bene- 
fit of  the  public  it  should  confer  upon  those  who  are  employed  by 
the  owner  of  the  property  the  power  of  police  officers  on  said 
property  only.  The  principal  function  of  the  police  department 
is  to  render  the  city,  reasonably  safe  for  the  persons  and  the  prop- 
erty of  its  citizens.  It  must  guard  against  burglaries  and  high- 
way robberies  and  seek  to  curb  any  disorderly  element  which 
might  otherwise  render  the  streets  dangerous.  There  remains 
one  more  species  of  private  police  and  detectives  of  whom  notice 
must  be  taken,  and  that  is  the  private  detective  whose  position 
in  modern  society  cannot  be  too  strongly  condemned.  The  de- 
tective is  a  spy  at  his  best,  and  the  employment  of  one  person  to 
spy  upon  another  can  be  justified  only  upon  the  ground  that  very 
important  interests  need  protection.  .Such  a  justification  society 
attempts  to  use  when  it  applies  to  public  detectives  who  are  mem- 
bers of  the  regular  police  force  ;  but  this  justification  fails  com- 
pletely when  it  is  made  in  the  case  of  private  detectives.  Private 
detectives  are  employed  by  private  individuals  to  further  their 
own  selfish  private  ends.  Their  activity  is  of  two  kinds,  civil 
and  criminal,  and  in  each  field  their  influence  is  most  baneful. 
In  criminal  cases  they  are  generally  called  in  by  one  who  has 
in  some  way  lost  his  property.  The  object  of  the  regular  force 
of  detectives  is  to  recover  the  property  and  capture  the  thief  and 
bring  him  to  the  bar  of  justice.  The  object  of  the  private  de- 
tective, who  is  hired  by  a  private  employer  and  who  has  no 
interest  in  the  administration  of  public  justice,  is  merely  to  make 
an  adjustment.  Through  the  medium  of  these  private  detectives 
the  thief  is  often  promised  immunity  from  prosecution  and  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  recovery  of  the  property,  while  some  of 
these  detectives  have  degenerated  to  such  an  extent  that-  it  is 
alleged  they  actually  conspire  with  thieves  to  rob  their  patrons, 
so  that  they  may  obtain  their  fee  for  the  recovery  of  the  property. 

Private  detectives  in  civil  cases  are  hardly  less  objectionable. 
They  are  employed  most  frequently  in  cases  where  there  is  alleged 
scandal  connected  to  obtain  evidence  of  marital  infidelity;  and  it 
is  well  known  that  these  detectives  will  obtain  whatever  evidence 
they  are  asked  to  obtain,  that  their  testimony  is  never  received  in 
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court  without  corroboration.  Indeed,  it  is  an  open  secret  that 
these  detectives  frequently  supply  co-respondents  in  cases  and. 
after  arranging  for  an  illicit  meeting  between  the  defendant  and 
the  co-respondent,  become  a  witness  to  the  fact  for  which  they 
have  conspired.  The  evils  of  private  detectives  are  seen  at  their 
worst  in  divorce  and  blackmail  cases,  and  in  their  relations  with 
criminals  when  they  sometimes  compound  felonies  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  something  for  their  own  private  gain.  These 
evils,  together  with  the  infringement  of  the  personal  liberty  of 
the  individual  which  is  the  result  of  being  shadowed  by  a  private 
detective,  have  led  many  states  to  pass  laws  for  the  regulation 
and  protection  of  those  engaged  in  legitimate  private  police  and 
detective  business,  which  should  be  done  in  this  city  and  state. 

A  word  regarding  uniforms.  The  uniforms  worn  by  special 
policemen  as  a  general  rule  are  of  the  same  character  as  that 
worn  by  the  regular  policeman.  It  is  important  that  the  uniform 
should  be  distinctly  different  from  the  uniform  worn  by  the  regu- 
lar policeman,  since  otherwise  offenses  and  indiscretions  commit- 
ted by  special  policemen  may  be  unjustly  credited  to  the  regular 
police. 

CONCLUSION 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Chief  of  Police  that  favorable  police 
results  can  only  be  secured  by  personal  application  of  the  head 
of  the  department  to  all  branches  of  the  service. 

It  has  been  my  aim  to  spend  as  much  of  my  time  each  day 
as  possible  in  close  touch  with  the  workings  of  the  department, 
visiting  all  public  and  semi-public  places  and  resorts,  or  places 
where  the  public  visit  or  are  invited  to  visit  for  any  purpose,  also 
the  various  station-houses,  as  well  as  the  vicinities  in  which  there 
is  trouble  between  employer  and  employee,  etc.  These  visits  have 
not  only  been  made  during  the  daytime,,  but  frequently  during 
the  hours  of  the  night,  with  a  view  of  fully  informing  myself 
of  the  conditions  or  needs  thereof,  and  at  the.  same  time  keeping 
personally  in  touch  with  the  vicious  and  criminal  element  and 
all  persons  who  are  inclined  to  be  violators  of  the  laws  and  ordi- 
nances, so  as  to  be  better  able  to  judge  the  requirements  of  the 
department  and  a  distribution  of  the  force  that  would  obtain  the 
best  possible  results,  and  see  that  the  citizens  are  receiving  their 
just  proportionate  police  protection  with  the  present  force,  and 
with  a  view  of  being  able  to  give  all  matters  intelligent  consider- 
ation and  direction. 
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The  assistance  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  department  in 
obeying  instructions  is,  in.  a  measure,  responsible  for  the  high 
respect  the  department  is  held  in  at  the  present  time  by  the 
general  public  throughout  the  country  and  by  citizens  who  have 
taken  pains  to  compare  the  department  at  the  present  time  with 
the  operation  of  the  same  during  years  in  the  past,  for  which  I 
extend  to  the  members  of  this  department  my  thanks. 

For  the  success  which  has  attended  my  efforts  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  department  great  credit  is  due  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  for  at  all  times  aiding  and  strengthening  my  hands  in 
performing  what  seemed  to  be  my  plain  duties  as  Chief  of  Police, 
for  which  I  desire  to  extend  to  him  my  sincere  thanks. 

I  also  desire  to  thank  the^Board  of  Public  Safety  for  the 
assistance  rendered  and  the  improvements  made  at  the  various 
station-houses  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  POLICE 


January  I,  1908. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Safety. 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
Resources  and  Disbursements  of  the  several  funds,  also  the 
different  changes  in  the  force  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1907.

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The  amount  expended  in  the  Police  Department  was  as 
follows : 


Total  number  of  arrests  made  in  1907  was  30,418,  against 
31,736  for  the  previous  year,  being  a  decrease  of  1,318. 

During  the  year  the  force  was  on  February  20,  1907,  in- 
creased by  50  additional  patrolmen;  32  vacancies  of  patrolmen, 
caused  by  resignation,  dismissal,  retirement  on  Relief  Roll,  and 
death,  were  filled ;  ten  vacancies  of  patrolmen  remaining  not  filled. 

Two  patrolmen  died  during  the  year.  . 

Four  patrolmen  were  retired  from  active  service  and  were 
placed  on  the  Police  Relief  Roll. 

Twenty-four  patrolmen  resigned  and  two  were  dismissed 
from  the  force. 

Charges  were  preferred  against  106  officers,  for  neglect  of 
duty,  intoxication,  etc. ;  and  those  found  guilty  were  either  fined 
from  $5.00  to  $50.00,  deprived  of  their  vacation  or  suspended  for 
certain  period  without  pay ;  two  were  dismissed  from  the  force.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT

To  His  Honor,  Tom  L.  Johnson,  Mayor,  and  the  Board  of 
Public  Safety,  City  of  Cleveland. 

Gentlemen : — I  respectfully  forward  to  you  report  of  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1907,  and 
make  the  following  recommendations : 

I  respectfully  recommend  to  your  Honorable  Board  that 
there  be  four  lots  purchased  and  houses  built  and  equipped  as 
Hook  and  Ladder  and  Engine  Companies,  in  the  following  lo- 
calities ;  one  in  the  vicinity  of  Detroit  avenue  and  Berea  road, 
to  be  a  double  house  to  accommodate  a  Hook  and  Ladder  and 
Engine  Company ;  one  in  the  vicinity  of  Lorain  and  Clark  avenue ; 
one  in  the  vicinity  of  Carnegie  avenue  and  East  79th  street  ;  one 
in  the  vicinity  of  Euclid  avenue  and  Lakeview  Cemetery,  and  that 
the  old  Town  Hall  formerly  in  Brooklyn,  be  rebuilt  and  a  Hose 
Company  stationed  there ;  and  that  the  interior  of  Engine  House 
Noi  8  be  rebuilt ;  and  that  Hose  Company  No.  2's  house  be  en- 
larged, and  an  Engine  Company  put  in  service  in  the  place  of 
the  Hose  Company  at  present  in  service,  as  it  is  impossible  to  do 
efficient  fire  duty  with  the  present  equipment ;  and  also  recom- 
mend that  the  Fire  Boat  lines  be  extended  on  West  3rd  street 
from  the  Lift  Bridge  to  the  Central  Viaduct  and  from  West  3rd 
street  southwest  to  the  river,  with  a  connection  on  each  end  of  the 
pipe  so  that  the  Fire  Boats  can  connect,  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
tecting the  Central  Viaduct  in  case  of  a  large  fire  in  the  lumber 
district.  Also  that  there  be  a  pumping  station  provided  and  five 
pumps  placed  therein,  each  pump  to  have  a  capacity  of  2,000 
gallons  per  minute,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  so-called 
High  Pressure  System. 

I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  annexed  report  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Fire  Department,  Superintendent  of  Machinery, 
Chief  Operator,  Medical  Officer,  Veterinary  Surgeon,  Depart- 
ment Storekeeper,  and  Fire  Wardens ;  and  I  wish  to  return 
thanks  to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Safety  for  kindnesses  received ;  also  to  the  officers  and  members 
of  the  Department  for  efficient  service  performed.

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SIGNAL  SERVICE  REPORT  FOR  YEAR  ENDING 
DECEMBER  31,  1907 

Fire  Exchange,  January  1,  1908. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Public  Safety. 

Gentlemen : — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  for  your 
consideration  the  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph 
System  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1907;  also  tables 
showing  the  operation  of  the  system  in  detail. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1907,  the  telegraph 
service  maintained  its  efficiency  in  all  branches. 

Wires,  batteries  and  machinery  were  at  all  times  in  condi- 
tion for  prompt  service,  and  not  a  single  failure  occurred  during 
the  year. 

The  458  fire  boxes  have  been  tested  monthly  to  exchange 
and  a  complete  record  of  tests  made. 

The  Central  Exchange  equipment  has  been  systematically 
inspected  and  kept  in  the  best  possible  condition. 

During  the  year  we  installed  100  special  telephones,  two 
fireboat  telephones,  one  special  telephone  switchboard,  36,000  feet 
2 y2 -inch  iron  conduit,  and  37,000  feet  of  two-conductor  lead-cable 
to  complete  telephone  system  in  connection  with  high-pressure 
water  system. 

Four  hundred  and  fifty  cells  of  defective  storage  battery  have 
been  replaced  with  new  cells. 

Linemen  have  been  employed  during  the  year  in  improving 
the  condition  of  overhead  lines,  changing  defective  cross-arm 
pins,  and  re-insulating  where  necessary  to  improve  the  condition 
of  circuits,  using  twenty-four  and  one-half  miles  of  No.  10  insu- 
lated copper  wire. 

During  the  year  .six  new  fire  boxes  were  installed,  as  fol- 
lows : 

Box  No.  79 — Eddy  road  and  Woodside  avenue. 
Box  No.  181 — Monroe  and  West  28th  street. 
Box  No.  577 — Erin  and  38th  street. 
Box  No.  881 — West  38th  and  Memphis  avenue. 
Box  No.  882 — West  35th  and  Ruby  street. 

During  the  year  one  complete  signal  outfit  was  installed  at 
new  Truck  Company  No.  11,  Superior  avenue  and  74th  street. 
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All  wiring  in  Engine  Company  No.  I,  including  wiring  for 
eighty  lamps  and  all  signal  circuits  and  telephones,  was  renewed 
and  replaced  with  approved  tablet  switchboards. 

The  458  fire  boxes  and  100  special  telephone  boxes  and  all 
cable  boxes  have  been  painted. 

Drop  wires  to  200  street  fire  boxes  were  renewed,  soldered 
and  insulated. 

Six  engine-house  cables  that  were  defective  were  taken  out 
and  replaced. 

New  instrument  case  and  switchboard  now  being  installed 
at  Engine  Company  No.  14. 

We  have  also  arranged  for  10,698  feet  of  fifteen  conductor 
cable,  to  be  used-to  put  fire  alarm  wires  underground  on  Broad- 
way between  Independence  road  and  Union  street,  which  will 
be  shipped  soon  after  first  of  year  and  installed  at  once. 

The  telephone  system  is  not  up  to  date,  and  I  would  again 
respectfully  recommend  that  the  entire  telephone  system  be  re~ 
placd  with  a  new  modern  switchboard  with  a  capacity  large 
enough  to  give  every  engine  company  and  officer  an  independent 
line,  and  new  telephones  throughout  the  department. 

That  instrument  cases  be  installed  in  engine  houses  where 
instruments  are  not  protected,  six  in  number. 

That  1,200  cells  of  Willard  storage  batteries  be  purchased  to 
replace  our  present  batteries  as  they  become  defective. 

That  all  street  boxes,  poles  and  pedestals  and  all  high-pres- 
sure telephones  be  painted. 

That  underground  cable  be  purchased  for  the  following 
streets:  St.  Clair,  from  East  9th  to  East  55th  street;  West 
25th,  from  Clark  avenue  to  Engine  Company  No.  24;  Lorain 
avenue,  from  West  25th  to  Engine  Company  No.  12. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Safety  and  the  chief  of  this  department  for  their  generous 
consideration  of  the  importance  of  this  branch  of  the  service 
has  made  possible  the  record  of  another  successful  year.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MACHINERY 


January  1st,  1908. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Public  Safety,  City  of  Cleveland. 

Gentlemen : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report 
of  the  machinery  of  this  department  for  the,  year  1907. 

New  apparatus  purchased  during  the  year  consists  of  two 
first-size  engines,  one  65-foot  aerial  truck  with  spring  quick- 
raising  device,  two  80-gallon  one-horse  chemical  engines,  one 
chief's  buggy,  one  exercising  wagon. 

The  water  tower  was  rebuilt  throughout. 

Engines  1,  2,  6,  17  and  28  were  equipped  with  three-horse 
hitches. 

Hook  and  Ladder  Trucks  1,  2  and  6  were  equipped  with 
new  six-gallon  hand  extinguishers. 

Contract  was  entered  into  for  one  85-foot  spring  quick  hoist 
aerial  truck  of  modern  design,  which  is  now  in  course  of  con- 
struction. 

Repairs  to  the  various  kind  of  apparatus  were  made  when- 
ever necessary  to  maintain -its  efficiency. 

The  high-pressure  fire  mains  system  was  completed  during 
the  year  and  tested,  with  most  gratifying  results.  Regarding  the 
source  of  power,  the  pumping  machinery  of  the  two  fireboats,  I 
beg  to  state  that  it  will  not  stand  the  heavy  duty  imposed  upon 
it  in  delivering  large  quantities  of  water  under  the  high  pres- 
sure required  for  up-town  work.  Breakdowns  occur  regularly,- 
and  only  by  keeping  duplicates  of  the  parts  most  liable  to  de- 
rangement and  making  immediate  repairs  is  the  machinery  kept 
running. 

The  pumps  were  originally  designed  for  fire  duty  along  the 
river  and  water  front  only. 

Regarding  the  contemplated  installation  of  an  independent 
pumping  station  at  East  9th  street,  which  I  consider  a  necessity, 
and  in  view  of  which  the  system  was  laid  out,  I  would  recom- 
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mend  the  employment  of  several  small  pumping  units  rather 
than  one  large  one.  The  system  is  laid  out  for  delivery  of 
10,000  gallons  per  minute.  I  would  advise  the  installation  of 
from  four  to  five  pumps  with  displacements  of  from  2,000  to 
2,500  gallons  per  minute  at  moderate  speed.  This  would  render 
the  whole  system  safer  in  case  of  derangement  of  any  one  unit 
and  would  better  meet  the  in  no  way  uniform  requirements  of 
the  service  and  would  take  care  of  any  reasonable  extensions 
in  the  future. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  in  regular  service  consists 
of  two  fireboats,  twenty-eight  engines,  twenty-nine  hose  wagons, 
two  combination  chemical  engines  and  hose  wagons,  twelve  hook 
and  ladder  trucks,  two  one-horse  chemical  engines,  twelve  offi- 
cers' buggies,  four  fuel  wagons,  two'  general  delivery  trucks  and 
thirty-one  exercising  wagons. 

The  reserve  apparatus  consists  of  three  engines,  four  hose 
wagons,  two  hook  and  ladder  trucks,  three  officers'  buggies,  one 
aerial  ladder.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done 
in  the  City  Sealer's  department  during  the  year  1907 ;  also  a  state- 
ment of  some  of  the  abuses  practiced  on  the  citizens  of  Cleveland 
through  the  sale  of  articles  not  of  standard  weight  or  measure, 
particularly  in  the  cases  of  milk,  butter  and  bread. 

My  examination  of  over  five  thousand  milk  bottles,  used  by 
one  hundred  milk  peddlers,  showed  large  discrepancies  in  capaci- 
ties, some  being  20  drams  short.  The  average  shortage  of  those 
tested  was  six  drams  to  the  bottle.  Two  hundred  thousand  bottles 
of  milk  are  sold  in  Cleveland  every  day,  making  the  total  loss  to 
the  people,  at  five  cents  per  quart,  $240  a  day,  or  over  $85,000  a 
year.  About  2,000,000  milk  bottles  are  in  use  in  this  city.  The 
weight  and  measure  ordinance  compels  dealers  selling  articles  by 
measure  to  sell  from  sealed  receptacles.  So  that  all  milk  dealers 
could  comply  with  this  ordinance,  I  have  given  several  manufac- 
turers the  privilege  of  blowing  into  the  milk  bottles  they  manu- 
facture the  official  letters  of  the  City  Sealer,  "C.  C.  S"  The  hold- 
ers of  this  privilege  furnish  a  bond  to  the  city  in  the  sum  of  $1,000 
that  all  bottles  bearing  these  letters  hold  full  quantity.  There  are 
now  in  use  in  this  city  over  626,000  city  sealed  bottles,  and  in  a 
short  time  all  milk  bottles  will  contain  this  city  seal. 

.  Upon  investigation  I  found  that  there  was  no  ordinance  regu- 
lating the  sale  of  so-called  prints  of  butter.  Eight  million  prints, 
supposed  to  contain  a  pound  each,  were  sold  in  Cleveland  during 
1907.  As  the  shortage  on  some  was  over  one  ounce,  I  requested 
the  Law  Department  to  draw  up  an  ordinance  compelling  manu- 
facturers of  print  butter  to  label  each  package  with  its  correct 
weight.  Since  this  ordinance  took  effect  the  people  are  getting 
a  full  pound  in  each  package. 

The  shortages  in  milk  and  butter  were  nothing  as  compared 
to  the  shortage  in  bread.  Most  bread  is  sold  in  five-cent  loaves, 
supposed  to  weigh  a  pound  each.  The  weight  of  loaves  tested  in 
about  one  "hundred  stores  was  twelve  to  fifteen  ounces ;  the  average 
weight  was  fourteen  ounces.    Of  500,000  loaves  baked  in  Cleve- 
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land  every  day,  400,000  are  consumed  by  the  people  of  this  city. 
The  total  shortage  is  50,000  loaves  a  day,  which  at  five  cents  per 
loaf,  amounts  to  $2,500  a  day,  or  nearly  $1,000,000  a  year.  The 
Taw  Department  discovered  an  ordinance  which  compels  bakers 
to  stamp  or  label  the  bread  they  bake  with  their  name  and  its 
correct  weight.  In  the  short  time  that  I  have  been  enforcing  this 
ordinance,  the  results  have  been  very  satisfactory.  The  labeling 
of  the  weight  on  the  bread  has  created  competition  to  furnish  the 
largest  loaf. 

The  strict  enforcement  of  the  weight  and  measure  ordinance 
with  regard  to  vegetables  usually  sold  by  measure  has  compelled 
dealers  to  sell  from  sealed  receptacles.  This  means  that  buyers 
are  now  getting  full  quantity. 

The  basket  and  box  manufacturers  in  and  around  Cleveland 
who  have  been  given  the  privilege  of  using  the  city  seal  have 
reported  to  me  that  they  manufactured  and  sold  in  Cleveland  dur- 
ing 1907  baskets  and  boxes,  all  of  which  hold  full  capacity,  as 
follows :

Before  the  passage,  in  January,  1906,  of  the  ordinance  giving 
me  the  power  to  deputize  manufacturers  to  use  the  city  seal,  the 
baskets  and  boxes  used  in  this  city  were  generally  three-quarter 
size,  and  the  public  did  not  know  the  difference.  But,  now,  due  to 
the  publicity  given  the  matter  by  the  newspapers,  buyers  look  for 
the  letters  "C.  C.  S."  on  the  basket  or  box  from  which  they  pur- 
chase. In  this  connection  I  must  pay  tribute  to  the  police.  They 
have  helped  greatly  in  the  enforcement  of  the  weight  and  measure 
ordinance.

CHARACTER  OF  THE  WATER  SUPPLY. 

A  large  death  rate  from  typhoid  may  be  consistent  with  a  good 
water  supply,  as  recently  demonstrated  in  Washington,  D.,  C, 
where  the  water  is  filtered.  Other  causes,  such  as  contaminated 
milk  and  03-sters  and  vegetables,  may  be  responsible  for  the  dis- 
ease. But  a  low  death  rate  from  typhoid  is  sure  proof  that  the 
water,  from  a  sanitary  standpoint,  is  good.  A  contaminated  water 
supply  will  always  bring  a  high  typhoid  death  rate.  Judged  in  this 
way,  the  water  supply  of  Cleveland  during  1907  was  excellent.  The 
death  rate  from  typhoid  was  84,  or  only  17.65  per  100,000  of  the 
population.  These  figures  mean  more  when  comparison  is  made 
with  all  the  other  forty-one  cities  of  the  United  States  of  over  100,- 
000  population.  The  number  of  deaths  from  typhoid  for  1907  was 
secured  for  each  city  from  the  Board  of  Health,  and  the  popula- 
tion was  the  estimate  of  the  United  States  Census  Department  for 
June  1  st,  1907.  In  the  table  which  follows,  giving  the  results 
of  this  inquiry,  it  will  be  noticed  that  only  twelve  of  these  large 
cities  had  a  lower  death  rate  than  Cleveland,  while  twenty-nine 
had  a  higher  death  rate.  The  cities  are  printed  in  the  order  of 
their  death  rate,  beginning  with  the  lowest.  Returns  were  re- 
ceived from  every  city  except  Seattle,  whose  population,  at  its 
own  request,  is  not  estimated  by  the  United  States  Census  Bureau.

It  is  shown  in  the  following  table  that,  despite  the  annexa- 
tion of  Glenville,  the  amount  of  water  used  by  the  suburbs  in 
1907  was  112,027,000  cubic  feet,  as  compared  with  113,693,000 
feet  in  1906.  The  amount  paid  in  1907  was  $74,335-73,  or  66.35 
cents  per  thousand  feet. 

Of  the  total  water  used  in  the  suburbs,  51,419,000  feet,  or 
45.9%  came  from  the  first  high  service,  and  4,497,000  feet,  or 
4%  came  from  the  second  high  service.

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The  value  of  the  fire  protection  furnished  the  city  is  not  at 
all  adequately  indicated  by  the  above  estimated  use  of  water  for 
fires.  It  is  usual  for  cities  of  this  size,  with  private  ownership  of 
water  works,  to  pay  at  least  $30.00  per  hydrant.  This  is  because 
of  the  large  increase  in  investment  in  mains  and  hydrants  neces- 
sary in  order  to  have  adequate  pressure  for  any  large  conflagra- 
tion. Since  the  number  of  hydrants  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
was  7,897  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  8,152,  or  an  average  of  8,024, 
the  price  that  a  private  company  would  charge  at  $30.00  per 
hydrant  would  be  $240,720.00.  This,  added  to  the  value  of  the 
free  water  given  in  the  table  above  ($75,692.37),  less  the  value 
of  the  water  directly  used  for  fires,  which  was  estimated  at 
$1,976.42,  makes  a  total  value  of  water  supplied  free  for  public 
purposes  and  charities  as  required  by  State  law,  $314,436.00. 
Against  this  should  be  set  the  taxes,  rental  of  offices,  payment  for 
legal  services,  etc.,  which  a  private  company  would  have  to  pay. 
The  above  miscellaneous  charges  would  not  exceed  $20,000.00,  and 
the  taxes  estimated  at  3%,  on  40%  of  the  structural  value,  would 
not  exceed  $130,000.00,  or  a  total  of  $150,000.00.  The  Water  De- 
partment therefore  benefits  the  city  financially  to  the  extent  of 
about  $165,000.00,  after  making  due  allowance  for  taxes,  office 
rent  and  the  services  of  other  city  departments.  Moreover,  the 
Water  Department  renders  much  unpaid  service  to  other  city  de- 
partments. 

INCREASE  OF  METERS. 

The  metered  services,  including  the  metered  branch  connec- 
tions or  letter  boxes,  was  56,917  at  the  close  of  1906,  or  82.3% 
of  the  69,128  services  and  letter  boxes  in  use.  A  year  later,  at 
the  close  of  1907,  the  metered  services  and  metered  branch  con- 
nections were  64,177,  or  88.9%  of  the  72,225  then  in  use.  The 
Department  having  metered  all  free  connections  and  all  connec- 
tions larger  than  %  of  an  inch,  and  all  the  small  connections  in 
the  older  parts  of  the  city  where  there  was  any  evidence  of  waste, 
is  proceeding  in  somewhat  less  haste  than  hitherto  to  meter  the 
remaining  8,048  services  in  use  at  the  close  of  1907,  and  the 
3,000  to  4,000  new  ones  that  will  be  added  by  the  growth  of  the 
city  in  1908. 

In  a  subsequent  portion  of  the  report  will  be  found  the  de- 
tailed report  of  the  cost  of  meters  and  the  specifications  and  bids 
received  under  them  for  the  purchase  of  .meters.  Attention  may 
be  called  in  this  connection  to  the  considerable  saving  that  has  re- 
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suited  from  the  testing  of  all  our  meters  larger  than  I  inch. 
Valves  have  been  so  placed  as  to  permit  of  the  testing"  of  the 
large  meters  in  place,  and  this  will  henceforth  be  done  every  six 
months.  Through  the  repair  of  345  meters  so  that  their  regis- 
tration was  brought  up  to  what  it  should  be,  $9,300  annual  in- 
crease of  revenue  has  been  secured. 

METER  READING  DEPARTMENT. 

The  magnitude  of  the  work  of  this  Department  of  approxi- 
mately forty-four  men,  is  well  illustrated  by  certain  tables  that 
follow  the  report  of  the  Meter  Department.  The  large  meters 
are  read  monthly;  the  smaller  meters  are  read  from  two  to  four 


times  a  year.

WASTE  OF  WATER. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  during  the  last  twenty  years  Cleveland 
never  wasted  so  little  water  as  now.  Few  large  cities  can  account 
for  the  legitimate  use  of  so  large  a  percentage  of  their  pumpage 
as  can  Cleveland.   The  following  table  tells  the  story :

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Since  24%  of  the  pumpage  is  from  horizontal  direct-acting 
pumps,  it  is  likely  that  the  total  slip  is  fully  4.25%.  This  would 
leave  only  20%  of  the  nominal  pumpage  as  probable  loss  through 
leakage, — an  excellent  showing  for  any  Water  Works,  although 
one  that  will  probably  be  improved  upon  in  Cleveland  within  the 
next  year  or  two. 

In  the  above  computation  the  use  of  water  by  unmetered 
services  was  arrived  at  in  the  following  way : 

There  were  9,992  unmetered  services  in  use  January  1st, 
1907,  and  comparatively  few  of  these  were  metered  before  June, 
while  a  larger  number  had  been  unmetered  during  the  Fall  of 
1906.  Therefore  9,992  services  is  a  fair  average  of  the  unmetered 
services  for  the  twelve  months  ending  with  October  1st,  1907. 
During  this  time  the  entire  number  of  metered  services  that  had 
previously  been  on  the  assessment  or  flat  rate  system,  or  about 
95%  of  all  the  metered  services  in  use,  showed  an  average  annual 
consumption  of  only  12,134  feet.  The  entire  9,992  unmetered 
services  are  estimated  to  be  using  this  same  average  of  12,134 
feet,  or  a  total  of  121,242,928  feet,  or  906,897,101  gallons. 

The  small  amount  of  waste  is  of  course  due  primarily  to 
meters,  but  some  credit  must  be  given  to  the  very  careful  investi- 
gation of  waste  on  the  mains  and  on  the  services  between  the 
mains  and  the  meters  by  the  Waste  Detection  Department,  pre- 
sided over  by  Mr.  O.  F.  Romann.  His  studies  with  four  pito- 
meters  during  part  of  the  year,  and  at  times  with  a  hose  and  2-inch 
meter,  and  with  the  aquaphone  and  the  use  of  a  half  dozen  6-inch 
and  two  12-inch  Deacon  meters,  resulted  in  the  stoppage  of  waste 
in  the  services  and  on  one  joint  of  a  main  which  was  going  on  at 
the  rate  of  172,000,000  gallons  per  year.  This  waste  was  not 
making  itself  manifest  at  all  on  the  surface  of  the  ground.  The 
accompanying  charts  vividly  illustrate  the  reduction  in  pumpage 
since  metering  began  in  earnest  at  the  close  of  1901.  The  num- 
ber of  meters  in  use  during  that  time  increased  from  3,540  at 
the  close  of  1901  to  63,864  at  the  close  of  1907.  During  that  time 
the  total  pumpage  declined  from  25,421,659,704  gallons  to 
21,491,327,827  gallons  in  1907,  despite  the  great  growth  of  popu- 
lation and  business.  This  is  shown  in  the  first  table  entitled 
"Yearly  Pumpage  since  1890."  The  next  table  brings  out  more 
forcibly  the  reduction  in  waste,  by  showing  the  daily  pumpage  per 
inhabitant,  which  has  fallen  from  169.4  gallons  in  1901,  to  117.5 
gallons  in  1907. 
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Not  only  have  the  meters  reduced  the  total  yearly  pumpage, 
but  during  the  last  two  years  they  have  reduced  the  maximum 
daily  pumpage.  The  Fairmount  Reservoir  holds  only  80,000,000 
gallons,  or  about  24  hours  supply  in  the  days  of  largest  pump- 
age, and  the  Kinsman  or  High  Service  Reservoir  holds  only 
33,000,000  gallons,  or  three  days  supply  of  that  district.  The  two 
36-inch  mains  reaching  into  and  out  of  the  Fairmount  Reservoir 
will  not  deliver  water  at  the  low  head  there  prevailing  fast  enough 
to  keep  up  the  pressure  in  the  city  when  there  is  no  pumpage. 
Consequently,  it  is  not  practicable  to  draw  down  the  Low  Service 
Reservoir  more  than  2  feet  a  day  or  about  8,000,000  gallons  daily, 
or  even  to  continue  the  reduction  at  this  rate  more  than  three  days 
without  complaint  of  lack  of  pressure  from  places  now  located  at 
the  highest  points  of  the  Low  Service  district.  Consequently, 
the  reduction  in  maximum  daily  requirements  over  a  period  of 
three  days  is  important.-  -In  the  following  table  is  given  the  aver- 
age daily  pumpage  without  allowance  for  slip  for  the  three  (.lays 
of  the  largest  pumpage  each  year  since  1898,  and  the  average  con 
sumption  of  water  after  allowing  for  the  change  in  the  height  of 
water  in  the  two  reservoirs.

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Since  the  maximum  daily  pumpage  capacity  of  the  Kirtland 
Street  Station  is  110,000,000,  there  is  now,  thanks  to  the  meters,  a 
fair  margin  of  safety.  Before  long,  however,  contracts  must  be  let 
for  additional  pumpage  capacity.  This  will  be  needed  in  the  first 
High  Service  by  191 1  or  1912.  It  takes  two  years  after  contracts 
are  let  before  a  modern  triple  expansion  pump  can  be  put  into 
regular  service 

Despite  the  meters,  the  pumpage  in  the  High  Service  on  some 
days  is  nearer  to  the  limit  of  capacity  than  in  the  Low  Service, 
and  consumption  in  that  district  is  more  rapidly  growing. 

FIRE  SERVICES. 

On  July  23rd,  1907,  the  Board  of  Public  Service  passed  a 
resolution,  to  take  effect  October  1st,  reducing  the  semi-annual 
charge  for  fire  services  as  follows :

No  charge  is  made  if  the  fire  line  is  metered  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner,  except  a  semi-annual  payment  of  $4.00  which  is 
required.  Drawings  or  plans  of  fire  lines  must  be  deposited  with 
the  Department.  Drawings  of  alterations  must  be  given  to  the 
Department  within  sixty  days  after  the  changes,  and  no  altera- 
tions can  be  made  without  written  permission  in  advance  by  the 
Water  Department.  Drip  cocks  or  valves  for  draining  the  lines 
cannot  exceed  y$  of  an  inch  inside  diameter,  without  the  consent 
of  the  Water  Department;  and  must  be  placed  at  the  lowest  point 
on  the  lines ;  while  a  connection  can  only  be  turned  on  or  off  by 
the  Water  Department  or  with  its  consent.    These  requirements 
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brought  in  a  revenue  in  1907  of  $7,938.00,  or  sufficient  to  cover 
frequent  inspection  of  the  unmetered  services  to  prevent  waste 
or  fraud. 

ELECTROLYSIS. 

A  careful  survey  was  made  of  our  street  mains  in  1907 
along  the  100  miles  of  streets  where  there  are  street  car  tracks. 
Upon  only  41  miles  of  mains,  or  about  6%  of  our  entire  system, 
were  the  mains  positive  to  the  rails  and  therefore  liable  to  suffer 
from  electrolysis.  In  other  words,  in  only  those  41  miles  was 
there  any  possibility  of  the  current  leaving  the  mains  for  the 
rails.  Eive  hundred  and  twenty-four  observations  were  made, 
and  in  107  the  average  voltage  was  less  than  1  volt,  and  in  200 
other  cases  less  than  2  volts,  and  therefore  not  indicative  of 
much,  if  any,  danger  to  the  mains.  In  only  91  cases  did  the  volt- 
age exceed  3  volts,  and  in  only  35  instances  did  it  exceed  4  volts. 

Further  reference  will  be  made  to  this  in  the  Report  of  the 
Engineer  of  Construction  and  Repairs,  which  is  printed  in  sub- 
sequent pages.

REDUCTION  IN  WATER  RATES. 

Through  the  introduction  of  meters,  with  the  low  rates  for 
metered  water,  a  large  reduction  in  water  rates  has  occurred.  In 
the  April  bills  in  1907  the  51.655  metered  services  which  years 
before  had  been  under  the  assessment  rate,  would  have  been 
charged  under  that  rate  $5.44,  but  actually  paid  under  the  meter 
rates  $3.23, — a  reduction  of  40.6%.  Likewise,  the  semi-annual 
bills  presented  in  October  for  the  55,002  services  metered,  but 
which  at  one  time  had  been  under  the  assessment  or  flat  rate, 
showed  a  corresponding  reduction.  The  average  flat  rate  would 
have  been  $5.44,  while  the  actual  meter  rate  of  $3.06  was  a  re- 
duction of  43.75%.  In  other  words,  where  the  average  house 
consumer  paid  $1.00'  he  now  pays  but  60  cents  ;  and  where  he 
paid  $5.00,  he  now  on  the  average  pays  only  $3.00  or  less. 

The  total  April  and  October  bills  for  the  metered  services 
which  had  formerly  been  on  the  assessment  or  flat  rate  system 
was  only  $335,140.65,  while  these  same  connections  would  have 
paid,  if  unmetered,  $580,301.63.  Thus  the  meters  last  year  were 
responsible  for  the  reduction  of  $245,160.98  in  charges  for  water/ 
A  prominent  engineer  connected  with  a  private  water  company 
has  maintained  that  there  should  not  have  been  so  large  a  reduc- 
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tion  of  revenue  with  the  setting  of  meters.  He  thinks  a  much 
higher  rate  should  have  been  charged  to  the  50,000  house  con- 
nections. Of  course,  this  might  have  been  done.  If  90  cents  per 
thousand  feet  had  been  charged  for  metered  water  to  those  using 
less  than  15,000  feet  per  year,  instead  of  40  cents,  as  was  ac- 
tually charged,  or  including  the  minimum,  about  50  cents,  there 
would  have  been  no  reduction  of  revenue  with  the  setting  of  the 
meters.  This  is  what  a  private  company  would  have  done.  In 
that  event,  the  saving  in  operating  expenses  and  in  construction 
of  new  pumps  and  mains,  through  the  reduction  of  waste,  would 
have  gone  to  the  owners  of  the  water  works.  Where  the  city, 
however,  owns  the  plant,  it  naturally  gives  the  profit  from  meters 
to  the  consumer.  In  this  case  the  Cleveland  Water  Department 
has  gone  further,  and  has  turned  over  to  the  consumer  not  only 
the  profit  resulting  from  the  use  of  meters,  but  all  the  additional 
profit  that  would  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  have  come 
from  the  growth  of  the  city  and  of  the  large  use  of  water  for 
manufacturing  purposes  during  the  last  seven  years.  Fortunately, 
the  Department  was  in  a  position  to  make  this  large  reduction, 
because  in  the  past  fifty  years  over  half  of  the  present  structural 
value  of  the  property  has  been  paid  for  out  of  earnings.  Thus 
the  fixed  charges,  on  account  of  the  bonded  debt  at  4%,  are  not 
half  what  they  would  have  been  had  a  less  conservative  policy 
been  pursued. 

In  all  that  has  just  been  stated,  no  reference  is  made  to  the 
2,500  large  users  of  property  for  industrial  purposes,  or  for  large 
hotels  and  business  blocks.  Such  properties  were  never  on  the 
assessment  basis,  but  under  the  meter  system  pay  less  than  they 
would  pay  in  most  of  the  large  cities  of  the  country.  Of  the 
57,115  services  that  were  metered  in  October,  23,909 — or  41.86% 
of  the  total — had  an  average  semi-annual  bill,  including  the  mini- 
mum charge,  of  only  $1.65;  and  another  19,953  metered  connec- 
tions, or  34.93%  of  all  those  meters  had  an  average  of  $2.57. 
Combining  these  two,  there  were  43,862  connections,  or  76.79% 
of  all  those  that  were  metered,  or  60%  of -all  the  services  in  use 
in  the  city  that  paid  only  an  average  of  $2.07  for  the  six  months, 
or  at  the  rate  of  $4.14  per  year.  When  it  is  remembered  that  there 
is  an  average  of  about  seven  people,  or  perhaps  il/2  families  per 
service,  the  charge  per  family  is  not  evidently  on  the  average 
more  than  $3.00  per  year  for  two-thirds  of  the  population. 
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ACCOUNTING  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Accounting  Department,  under  the  management  of  Mr. 
J.   B.   Tanner,  has  been  rapidly  introducing  three  important 

changes. 

1.  An  accounting  of  earnings  and  expenses  as  distinct  from 
receipts  and  expenditures.  Thus  in  subsequent  years  it  will  be 
quite  possible  for  the  Department  to  know  more  clearly  than 
hitherto  how  its  net  earnings  compare  with  its  nominal  excess  of 
cash  receipts  over  cash  outgo. 

2.  The  cost  of  each  department  of  the  Water  Works  is  kept 
separate,  and  when  clerks  or  supplies  are  taken  from  one  depart- 
ment to  another,  a  full  account  is  kept  of  the  transfer. 

3.  A  more  careful  store-room  account  has  been  instituted, 
so  that  the  supplies  taken  from  and  the  work  performed  may  be 
accurately  charged  to  the  department  using  the  same. 

Another  year  it  is  hoped  to  improve  the  inventories  of  sup- 
plies on  hand,  and  to  present  somewhat  along  the  line  of  the  re- 
port for  1905  the  proper  allowance  for  depreciation  and  the  pres- 
ent structural  value  of  the  various  departments. 


FINANCIAL;  RESULTS. 

In  the  tables  which  follow  it  is  shown  that  the  net  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  water  on  assessment  and  meter  accounts,  and  for 
building  purposes,  etc.,  were  $1,052,558.44.  To  this  should  be 
added  interest  on  balances  of  $12,086.08.  The  bills  receivable  for 
water  declined  from  $156,740.16  to  $70,282.99.  The  real  pro- 
ceeds then,  as  adjusted  by  the  above  items  were  $978,187.35.  The 
operating  expenses  were  as  follows :

Deducting  the  total  operating  expenses  of  $405,768.37  from 
the  true  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  water  leaves  an  apparent  profit 
of  $572,418.98.  After  paying  interest  of  $184,200.00  and  sinking 
fund  charges  of  $7,927.00,  there  was  available  for  construction 
$380,291.98,  as  compared  with  about  $390,000.00  the  year  prev- 
ious.   The  slight  falling  off  in  revenues  was  clue  to  the  reduction 
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of  charges,  through  meters.  It  may  be  added  that  the  total 
operating  expenses,  repairs  and  maintenance  of  $405,768.37  were 
about  $8,000.00  less  than  in  1906.  Some  items  amounting  to  about 
$11,000.00,  that  were  charged  to  repairs  and  maintenance  in  1906 
and  previous  years,  were  in  1907  charged  to  operation.  This,  of 
course,  does  not  affect  the  comparison  of  total  expenses  just  made. 

Although  the  amount  above  shown  as  available  for  construc- 
tion was  $380,000.00,  and  although  that  amount  was  actually  put 
into  the  plant  out  of  earnings-  from  water,  yet  about  $220,000.00 
or  2%  of  the  structural  value  of  about  $11,000,000.00  was  a  fair 
allowance  for  depreciation,  leaving'  a  net  profit,  after  paying  in- 
terest charges  and  depreciation,  of  $160,000.00.  The  past  expeii- 
ence  of  the  plant  indicates  that  2%,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  re- 
pair's, will  cover  the  decline  in  structural  value  since  the  plant  was 
started  in  .1855. 

PURCHASE  OF  THE  WORKHOUSE. 

In  December  the  Water  Department  bought  the  workhouse 
site  and  buildings  from  the  Department  of  Charities  and  Correc- 
tion for  $150,000.  When  possession  is  secured  in  1909  the  prop- 
erty will  be  used  as  a  storeyard  and  machine  shop.

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ACCOUNTANT'S  REPORT 


Cleveland,  O.,  Dec.  31,  1907. 
Prof.  E.  W.  Bemis,  Supt.  City  Water  Department,  Cleveland,  O. 

Dear  Sir : — I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Ac- 
counting Division  of  the  Department  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1907. 

You  will  notice  that  the  report  submitted  is  more  voluminous 
and  somewhat  different  in  form  than  previous  reports.  This  fact 
will  be  readily  understood  upon  considering  the  policy  that  has 
controlled  the  Department  for  the  past  five  or  six  years.  Upon 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  H.  D.  Baker  as  Auditor  of  this  Depart- 
ment in  1906,  renewed  efforts  were  made  towards  the  completion 
of  the  thorough  systematization  of  the  accounting  and  statistical 
records.  It  was  with  this  object  in  view  that  I  became  identified 
with  the  Department,  and  later  succeeded  Mr.  Baker  upon  his 
being  appointed  City  Purchasing  Agent.  It  should  be  noticed 
that  for  years  past  the  accounting  system  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, the  same  as  of  the  other  Municipal  Departments  as  well  as 
County  and  State  Departments,  was  based  upon  the  theory  that 
such  Departments  were  operated  neither  at  a  loss  nor  at  a  profit 
and  that  accounting  records  should  be  records  of  cash  receipts 
and  cash  disbursements  only.  Inasmuch  as  such  a  theory  is 
neither  recognized  nor  licensed  by  any  of  the  accepted  principles 
of  accounting,  it  is  most  pleasing  to  note  that  during  the  past 
year  the  efforts  of  four  or  five  years  have  resulted  in  the  Depart- 
ment being  equipped  with  an  accounting  system  which  shows  not 
only  cash  receipts  and  cash  disbursements  but  all  earnings  and 
expenses  that  may  occur  in  its  operation. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  entire  Department  now  consists  of  two  Grand  Divisions 
known  as  the  Accounting  Division  and  the  Engineering  Division. 
Each  of  these  Divisions  in  turn  is  divided,  into  separate  and  dis- 
tinct Departments.  In  order  that  the  Accounting  records  cover- 
ing these  various  Departments  could  be  properly  shown,  the  index 
called  the  "Card  of  Accounts"  was  compiled.  This  provided 
two  sets  of  local  Accounts  for  each  Department. 
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SYSTEM. 

A  new  and  complete  pay  roll  system  has  been  adopted  by  all 
Departments  and  has  proved  to  be  a  great  improvement. 

The  ledger  in  use  since  1856  has  been  filed  in  our  vaults 
and  a  complete  modern  system,  consisting  of  general  and  depart- 
mental ledgers  has  been -adopted.  New  Cash  Receipts,  Cash  Dis- 
bursements and  Journal  records  have  also  been  put  into  use.  A 
complete  Sales  System  has  been  installed,  the  Sales  Ledger  of 
which  shows  by  individual  accounts  all  of  the  Accounts  Receiv- 
able of  the  Department. 

One  of  the  most  important  additions  to  our  system  was  the 
installation  of  a  complete  General  Stores  system.  This  necessi- 
tated the  adoption  of  stock  ledgers  together  with  a  proper  system 
of  charging  and  a  system  of  orders  for  the  use  of  other  depart- 
ments in  drawing  supplies  from  the  General  Stores.  This  sys- 
tem was  put  into  working  order  and  has  already  proved  itself 
of  vital  importance  both  in  maintaining  a  proper  record  and  check 
on  the  various  supplies  carried  in  stock,  and  also  is  a  means  of 
properly  distributing  the  cost  of  such  supplies  when  consumed  in 
operation,  repairs  or  construction. 

New  statistical  records  have  been  adopted  in  nearly  all  De- 
'  partments  and  I  feel  sure  that  the  coming  year  will  show  great 
improvement  in  this  particular  line  of  our  record  system. 

The  system  employed  in  the  Permit  Sales  and  Connection 
Record  Department  has  been  simplified  and  unified.  New  forms 
were  adopted  for  Regular  Tapping,  for  Miscellaneous  Tapping, 
for  Water  for  Building  Purposes,  for  Delinquent  Tapping,  for 
Hydrant  Rents,  etc. 

Among  many  minor  changes  may  be  mentioned  the  installa- 
tion of  a  complete  Claim  system  in  our  Water  Rents  Department. 
This  has  resulted  in  our  claims  being  made  a  matter  of  record 
and  complete  data  being  placed  on  file  and  in  convenient  form  for 
quick  reference. 

SYSTEM  SUGGESTIONS. 

While  the  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  continuous  change 
and  improvement  the  work  is  by  no  means  completed.  An  im- 
provement in  the  cost  and  statistical  records  and  in  our  Collection 
system  is  under  way. 

Most  of  the  Exhibits  submitted  herewith  will  be  self- 
explanatory.    The  "Balance  Sheet"  shows  an  inventory  value  of 
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$14,850,588.88.  This  figure,  of  course,  is  an  accumulation  of  book 
charges  throughout  the  entire  operation  of  the  Water  Department 
as  a  municipal  organization. 

Depreciation  has  never  been  taken  into  consideration  in  the 
methods  of  accounting.  It  has  been  considered  with  much  full- 
ness in  some  of  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  engineering 
department,  during  the  past  five  years,  and  the  accounting  de- 
partment will  soon  also  take  up  the  question.

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CHIEF  ENGINEER'S  REPORT  FOR 
THE  YEAR  1907 


Mr.  E.  W.  Bemis,  Superintendent  City  Water  Department. 

Dear  Sir : — In  accordance  with  your  instructions  issued  Feb- 
ruary 27th,  1907,  the  engineering  division  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, of  which  the  chief  engineer  has  general  charge,  is  sub- 
divided into  the  following  departments : 

Mechanical  Engineering  Department, 

Meter  Department, 

Pipe  Department, 

Service  Connection  Department, 

General  Stores  Department. 

Each  department  is  in  charge  of  a  department  engineer  ex- 
cept the  General  Stores  Department,  the  head  of  this  department 
being  titled  "General  Stores  Keeper." 

My  report  for  the  year  1907,  accompanied  by  complete  re- 
ports of  each  of  the  departments  of  the  engineering  division,  ex- 
cept the  General'  Stores  Department,  is  herewith  respectfully 
submitted. 

The  report  of  Mr.  C.  Goffing,  engineer  in  charge  of  the 
Mechanical  Engineering  Department,  covers  the  following: 

An  investigation  of  the  pipe  system  to  determine  its  elec- 
trical condition, 

Removal  of  Crib  No.  1, 

Work  on  cribs, 

Work  on  tunnels, 

W ork  on  grounds,  buildings  and  machinery  at  the  various 
pumping  stations, 

Work  at  reservoirs, 

Work  in  the  drafting  department, 

Duty  trials  of  two  2-million  gallon  pumping  engines  at  Fair- 
mount  Station, 

Evaporative  coal  tests  at  Kirtland  Station. 

The  two  most  important  improvements  accomplished  in  the 
Mechanical  Engineering  Department  were  the  installation  of  a 
surface  condenser  in  place  of  a  jet  condenser  for  Worthington 
engine  No.  3,  at  the  Fairmount  Pumping  Station,  and  the  com- 
pletion of  two  2-million  gallon  pumping  engines  at  the  Fair- 
mount  Pumping  Station  for  the  Second  High  Service  System, 
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The  installation  of  the  surface  condenser  resulted  in  a  saving 
of  574,000  gallons  of  water  daily,  which  formerly,  with  the  jet 
condenser  in  use,  had  to  be  wasted. 

The  twojpumping  engines  are  vertical  triple  expansion  crank 
and  fly  wheel  engines,  erected  by  the  Holly  Mfg.  Co.  of  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.  Engine  No.  4  was  started  for  the  first  time  on  September 
1 8th,  1907,  and  Engine  No.  5  on  October  1st,  1907. 

Duty  trials  made  in  December,  1907,  showed  that  the  en- 
gines exceeded  their  guarantees. 

A  few  of  the  principal  results  obtained  during  these  duty 


trials  are  as  follows :

Holly  Engine  No.  5  was  not  tested  at  half  speed,  as  the  tests 
made  with  Engine  No.  4  demonstrated  that  the  half  speed  guar- 
antee could  easily  be  accomplished. 
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The  guarantee  as  to  duties  made  by  the  contractor  was  that 
the  duty  of  each  engine  should  be  125,000,000  ft.  pounds  per 
million  heat  units. 

The  report  of  Mr.  C.  P.  Jaeger,  engineer  in  charge  of  the 
Meter  Department,  gives  in  tabular  form  a  complete  record  of 
the  work  done  in  this  department. 

The  report  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Schmitt,  engineer  in  charge  of  the 
Pipe  Department,  gives  in  tabular  form  complete  statements, 
showing  the  size,  location  and  number  of  feet  of  all  pipe  laid 
during  the  year ;  size  and  location  of  all  hydrants  and  valves  set ; 
size  and  location  of  pipe  taken  out,  pipe  and  service  connections 
lowered,  hydrants  taken  out  and  moved  and  valves  taken  out. 
Also  statements  showing  pipe  laid  and  hydrants  and  valves  set 
for  corporations  and  parties  outside  the  city  previous  to  1907,  and 
during  1907. 

The  following  principal  additions  were  made  to  the  supply 
mains : 

5,275  feet  of  30-inch  main  were  laid  in  E.  105th  St.  from  the 
42-inch  main  in  Superior  Ave.  N.  E.  to  the  36-inch  main  in  Ansel 
Rd.  N.  E.,  which  extends  southerly  to  Fairmount  Reservoir,  thus 
making  a  direct  line  from  the  42-inch  main  to  Fairmount 
Reservoir. 

5,271  feet  of  24-inch  main  were  laid  in  St.  Clair  Ave.  N.  E., 
from  the  24-inch  main  in  E.  105th  St.  to  Penobscot  Ave.  N.  E., 
and  1,665  ft.  °f  20-inch  main  in  Penobscot  Ave.  from  St.  Clair 
Ave.  easterly  to  the  city  limits. 

The  24-inch  main  in  St.  Clair  Ave.  with  the  20-inch  main  in 
Penobscot  Ave.,  have  added  very  much  to  the  water  supply 
capacity  in  this  district,  and  besides  will  enable  us  to  give  a  more 
uniform  pressure  and  greater  volume  to  East  Cleveland  Village 
and  Collinwood  Village,  as  soon  as  these  villages  are  ready  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity. 

5,893  feet  of  24-inch  main  were  laid  in  W.  65th  St.  from 
Clinton  Ave.  N.  W.  to  Detroit  Ave.  N.  W.,  and  in  Detroit  Ave. 
from  W.  65th  St.  to  W.  96th  St.,  increasing  the  pressure  and 
volume  in  the  entire  low  service  district  lying  west  of  W.  65th  St.

All  pipes  and  service  connections  which  were  examined  or 
lowered  previous  to  the  paving  of  a  street  were  also  examined 
for  leakage  as  soon  as  exposed  and  before  they  were  disturbed ; 
and  these  leaks  were  measured  wherever  possible.

These  leaks  were  all  in  joints  and  were  distributed  as  follows :

Two  on  W.  32nd  St.  between  Barber  Ave.  S.  W.  and  Clark 
Ave.  S.  W.   Total  amount  of  leakage,  24  gallons  in  24  hours. 

One  on  W.  46th  St.  between  Storer  Ave.  S.  W.  and  Deni- 
son  Ave.  S.  W.   Amount  of  leakage,  360  gallons  in  24  hours. 

In  addition  to  the  8  joint  leaks  discovered  while  lowering 
pipe,  one  joint  leak  was  found  during  the  year  by  the  Waste 
Detection  Department,  and  26  breaks  and  294  joint  leaks  in 
mains  came  to  the  surface ;  making  26  breaks  and  303  joint 
leaks,  or  a  total  of  329  leaks  in  the  pipe  system  found  and  re- 
paired during  the  year  1907.

The  6  leaks  found  while  lowering  service  connections  were 
leaking  at  the  rate  of  3,702  gallons  in  24  hours. 
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The  82  leaks  in  services  found  by  the  Waste  Detection  De- 
partment were  leaking  at  the  rate  of  444,024  gallons  in  24  hours. 
The  other  leaks  were  not  measured. 

The  82  services  found  leaking  by  the  Waste  Detection  De- 
partment out  of  9,362  tested  do  not  give  a  true  indication  of 
the  percentage  of  connections  leaking,  as  connections  were  only 
tested  on  streets  where  a  night  test  of  the  main  indicated  leakage. 
In  numerous  other  streets  there  was  no  indication  of  any  leakage 
during  night  tests,  showing  that  the  service  connections  on  these 
streets  were  also  tight. 

If  the  total  number  of  connections  on  all  these  streets  were 
added  to  the  number  tested  individually,  this  aggregate  would 
really  constitute  the  total  service  connections  tested,  and  that 
would  make  the  percentage  of  leaking  connections  very  small.

The  report  of  Mr.  W.  F.  Malley,  engineer  in  charge  of  the 
Service  Connection  Department,  gives  in  tabulated  statements 
a  record  of  the  work  done  in  that  department. 
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ELECTROLYSIS. 

Forty-seven  service  connections  were  destroyed  by  electrnly 
sis  during  the  year.    All  these  were  repaired,  as  in  former  years, 
by  the  Cleveland  Electric  Ry.  Co. 

The  accompanying  table  gives  the  location  of  every  con 
nection  thus  destroyed. 

All  mains  uncovered  for  any  purpose  during  the  year,  were 
examined  for  evidence  of  electrolysis. 

One  case  of  electrolysis  of  a  water  main  was  found.  This 
was  discovered  on  E.  45th  St.  between  Hough  Ave.  N.  E.  and 
Payne  Ave.  N.  E.,  the  6-inch  main  in  this  street  being  badly 
pitted  for  a  distance  of  about  200  feet,  just  north  of  Hough  Ave. 

This  main  runs  north  and  south  or  at  about  a  right  angle 
to  the  street  railway  tracks  on  Payne  Ave.,  these  being  the  only 
tracks  in  this  vicinity. 

On  the  west  side  of  this  street  are  buildings  which  formerly 
were  occupied  by  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Co.  as  an  electric 
power  plant.  This  power  plant  was  discontinued  a  number  of 
years  ago,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  damage  to  the  main 
was  done  at  the  time  the  power  plant  was  in  operation. 

On  none  of  the  numerous  other  streets  and  places  where 
pipe  was  uncovered,  was  any  evidence  of  electrolysis  found.

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REPORT  OF  MECHANICAL  ENGINEER. 


Mr.  E.  W.  Bemis,  Superintendent  of  City  Water  Department. 

Dear  Sir: — The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  work  done 
at  the  office,  cribs,  tunnels,  pumping  stations,  reservoirs,  water 
tower  and  drafting  room  during  the  year  1907,  viz : 

OFFICE. 

A  preliminary  investigation  was  made  to  determine  the 
electrical  condition  of  the  water  pipe  system  in  reference  to  the 
street  railway  tracks.  This  was  undertaken  in  order  to  determine 
the  extent  of  the  positive  district  and  also  to  get  a  general  idea 
of  the  difference  in  potential  existing  between  our  pipes  and 
the  rails. 

The  readings  were  taken  all  along  the  street  railway  lines 
in  the  city  at  points  about  1,000  feet  apart. 

In  order  to  do  the  work  rapidly  we  proceeded  as  follows: 
A  Weston  volt-meter  equipped  with  a  reversing  switch  was 
placed  on  the  front  seat  of  the  Water  Department's  automobile, 
connected  with  two  lamp  cords  about  fifty  feet  long,  terminating 
in  flat  files. 

The  surveying  party  consisted  of  four  men,  namely,  an  ob- 
server, two  men  to  make  contact  with,  the  fire  hydrants  and  the 
rails,  and  one  man  to  operate  the  machine.  In  this  way  we  were 
able  to  obtain  a  reading  every  minute  or  two. 

Two  positive  districts  were  located ;  one  at  the  Cedar  Ave- 
nue Power  House  and  the  other  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Viaduct 
Power  House. 

The  time  spent  on  this  work  was  as  follows :  February  21st, 
on  St.  Clair  Ave.  from  West  9th  St.  to  City  Limits,  taking  read- 
ings about  300  feet  apart.  The  work  was  then  discontinued  un- 
til April  29th  when  the  balance  of  the  City  was  covered,  which 
occupied  four  days,  completing  the  work  on  May  3rd. 

The  results  of  the  indications  were  tabulated  and  a  city 
map  prepared  showing  the  boundaries  of  the  positive  district. 
The  tabulation  and  map  are  attached  to  this  report. 
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CRIB  NO.  i. 

A  contract  was  made  with  the  Great  Lakes  Dredge  &  Dock 
Company  on  April  25,  1907,  for  the  removal  of  this  crib,  for  the 
sum  of  $19,800. 

As  the  contractors  did  not  care  to  save  any  of  the  lumber, 
it  was  decided  to,  destroy  the  superstructure  by  fire.  The  floors 
and  timbers  were  saturated  with  kerosene  and  some  very  com- 
bustible material  was  piled  up  at  the  opening  on  the  westerly 
side  of  the  crib.  This  being  the  windward  side,  a  torch  was  ap- 
plied at  this  point  from  a  tug  on  the  evening  of  Cleveland  Day, 
July  22nd. 

The  entire  superstructure,  the  main  floor  and  the  greater  part 
of  the  timbers  above  the  water  line  were  burned.  The  contractor 
-  removed  the  balance  of  the  crib  down  to  a  depth  of  30  feet  be- 
low the  government  base  of  levels,  by  means  of  a  powerful  dipper 
dredge.  All  timbers  were  brought  ashore  and  the  stone  was 
dumped  into  the  lake. 

Soundings  were  taken  on  August  10,  1907,  to  determine 
whether  the  contractor  had  removed  the  crib  to  the  required 
depth.    The  depth  was  found  to  be  greater  than  30  feet. 

CRIB  NO.  2. 

No  repairs  were  made  to  this  crib  during  the  year  1907.  . 
CRIB  NO.  3. 

No  additions  were  made  to  this  structure  and  the  repairs 
were  of  a  minor  nature. 

CRIB  NO.  4. 

A  new  floor  was  laid,  as  it  was  found  the  old  floor  and  joists 
were  badly  decayed.  Most  of  the  joists  were  replaced  by  6x12- 
in.  Norway  pine  found  on  the  crib.  The  remaining  joists  were 
re-enforced  by  spiking  on  pieces  of  2x8-in.  Norway  pine.  The 
planking  consisted  of  3xi2-in.  Norway  pine. 

Twelve  pieces  of  2xi2-in.  x  14- ft.  oak  were  spiked  on  the 
northwest  and  north  side  where  a  part  of  the  sheathing  had  been 
carried  away  by  the  waves. 

The  above  repairs  were  made  by  the  City  carpenters  at  a 
cost  of  $446.44. 
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EAST  SIDE  TUNNEL. 

No  additions  or  repairs  of  any  kind  were  made  to  this 
tunnel. 

7-FOOT  WEST  SIDE  TUNNEL. 

No  additions  or  repairs  of  any  kind  were  made  to  this 
tunnel. 

5-FOOT  WEST  SIDE  TUNNEL. 

No  additions  or  repairs  of  any  kind  were  made  to  tins 
tunnel. 

RIVER  TUNNELS. 

Nothing  was  done  to  these  tunnels  except  the  pumping  out 
of  the  water  accumulated  and  some  minor  repairs  to  the  water 
motors  used  for  pumping  out  the  water. 

KIRTLAND  PUMPING  STATION. 
This  station  has  been  in  continuous  service  during  the  year 

AQUEDUCTS,  WELLS,  ETC. 

No  additions  or  repairs  were  made  to  aqueducts,  screen 
wells  and  pump  wells.  In  order  to  provide  places  for  washing 
the  screens  a  concrete  area  was  built  adjoining  each  screen  well. 
The  surfaces  of  these  areas  were  sloped  toward  drains  placed  in 
the  center.  A  street  washer  (1^2-in.)  was  set  near  each  area  to 
furnish  water  supply  for  cleaning  the  screens. 

,  GROUNDS. 

A  large  amount  of  grading  was  done  in  building  a  roadway 
leading  from  the  station  grounds  to  East  53rd  St.  and  com- 
pleting the  slope  from  the  coal  storage  side  track  easterly.  The 
entire  slope  bounded  by  the  L.  S.  &  M.  S.  Ry.,  the  coal  storage 
side  track  and  the  new  roadway  were  covered  with  top  soil  and 
sodded.  Street  washers  were  set  so  that  this  area  can  be 
sprinkled. 
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SEWERS. 

The  24-in.  air  pump  discharge  pipe  was  extended  from  the 
old  sea  wall  across  the  made  ground  to  the  pile  and  timber  jetty. 
The  end  of  this  pipe  was  provided  with  a  24-in.  tee  to  prevent 
the  waves  washing  into  the  open  pipe  during  storms.  The  tee 
is  placed  in  the  center  of  the  jetty  and  is  supported  on  timbers. 
The  space  around  the  tee  is  enclosed  by  3-in.  plank  to  retain 
the  filling  stone  of  the  jetty  and  the  earth  fill  to  the  south. 

A  20-in.  cast  iron  sewer  was  laid  from  the  old  sea  wall  to 
the  jetty.  Into  this  were  combined  the  20-in.  cast  iron  sewer 
between  the  engine  house  and  the  boiler  house,  the  9-in.  crock 
sewer  from  the  boiler  house  basement,  the  12-in.  crock  sewer 
immdiately  east  of  the  coal  storage  house  and  the  12-in.  crock 
sewer  carrying  the  air  pump  discharge  water  from  the  Worthing- 
ton  engine  No.  4.  The  outlet  of  this  sewer  is  also  provided 
with  a  tee. 

Two  brick  vaults  were  built  over  openings  in  the  sewer  for 
flushing  purposes. 

A  6-in.  cast  iron  sewer  was  laid  from  the  old  sea  wall  to 
the  jetty  to  extend  the  6-in.  crock  sewer  from  the  pit  under 
Worthington  engine  No.  4  in  Engine  House  No.  2  The  grade 
of  the  6-in.  sewer  was  too  low  to  combine  it  with  the  20-in. 
mentioned  above. 

A  brick  gutter  was  built  beginning  at  the  abutment  of  the 
coal  storage  track  at  the  level  of  the  L.  S.  &  M.  S.  Ry.  and  ex- 
tending easterly  to  East  53rd  St.  From  here  the  gutter  follows 
the  new  roadway  to  the  bottom  of  the  slope  and  terminates  at 
the  east  wing  of  the  abutment.  Work  was  begun  on  August 
13th  and  completed  September  10th.  Three  brick  catch  basins 
were  built  on  the  line  of  this  gutter. 

An  8-in.  sewer  was  laid  from  the  upper  catch  basin  across 
the  slope  to  the  lower  catch  basin.  From  this  point  a  12-in. 
sewer  was  laid  to  connect  with  the  12-in  crock  sewer  266  feet 
east  of  the  coal  storage  house. 

A  6-in.  sewer  was  laid  to  connect  three  6-in.  drains  from 
the  track  scale  pit  with  the  8-in.  sewer  running  down  the  slope. 

SIDING  AND  SPURS. 

All  60-lb.  rails  on  the  siding  running  parallel  with  the  L. 
S.  &  M.  S.  Ry.  were  replaced  by  80-lb.  rails.  The  dead  rail 
;md  supporting  timbers  were  removed  from  the  track  scale  and 
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the  switches,  etc.,  connected  with  the  dead  rail  across  the  scale 
were  removed.  The  curve  joining  the  east  track  on  the  coal 
storage  trestle  with  the  siding  was  relaid  after  the  filling  at  the 
rear  of  the  abutment  was  completed. 

ABUTMENT. 

The  work  of  completing  the  new  east  wing  and  buttress  of 
the  abutment  was  continued  through  the  winter  as  the  weather 
permitted.  The  buttress  was  finished  on  May  2nd.  The  east 
wing  and  buttress  were  built  entirely  independent  from  the  old 
work  so  as  to  allow  them  to  take  their  full  settlement  due  to  the 
dead  load  and  earth  pressure  of  the  embankment,  before  con- 
necting with  the  main  portion  of  the  abutment.  The  east  wing 
was  connected  to  the  abutment  on  May  23,  1907.  The  opening 
between  the  buttress  and  the  main  wall  was  grouted  with  rich 
Portland  cement  mortar.  The  rock  faced  stone  work  above  the 
coping  stone  was  taken  down  and  reset.  The  west  newell  post 
was  taken  down  and.  recut  as  it  had  been  chipped  and  otherwise 
damaged  by  collision  with  a  derrick  car.  The  east  newell  post 
was  recut  to  conform  to  the  west  one.  All  work  was  com- 
pleted on  June  7th. 

ENGINE  HOUSE  NO.  1. 

No  additions  were  made  to  this  building  during  the  year. 
The  large  entrance  doors  on  the  four  sides  of  the  building  being 
of  veneered  construction  would  not  withstand  the  severe  weather 
conditions  encountered  at  the  pumping  station.  These  doors 
were  removed  and  a  frame  work  was  placed  in  each  opening  so 
that  smaller-  solid  pine  doors  could  be  used.  On  the  openings 
on  the  north  and  south  ends,  the  frame  work,  doors,  and  transom 
were  fitted  with  plates  and  brass  screws  so  that  all  can  be  easily 
removed  in  case  the  full  openings  are  required  for  moving  ma- 
chinery parts. 

ENGINE  HOUSE  NO.  2. 

No  additions  or  repairs  were  made  to  this  building  during 
the  year. 

BOILER  AND  COAL  STORAGE  HOUSE. 

No  addition  or  extensive  repairs  were  made  to  this  building 
during  the  year. 
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SCALE  HOUSE. 

A  brick  foundation  was  placed  under  this  building.  Some 
of  the  old  face  brick  from  the  abutment  were  used  for  the 
purpose. 

CHIMNEY. 

Nothing  was  done  to  this  structure  during  the  year. 

KNOWLES  ENGINE  NO.  i. 

The  steam  chests  of  this  engine  are  in  poor  condition,  so 
that  it'  is  impossible  to  maintain  gaskets  in  the  joints  between 
the  cylinders  and  valve  chests.  These  joints  had  to  be  made  up 
several  times  during  the  year,  the  total  repairs  amounting-  to 
$345-38- 

KNOWLES  ENGINE  NO.  2. 
Minor  repairs  only  were  made  to  this  engine  during  1907. 

HOLLY  ENGINE  NO.  2. 

The  upper  16-in.  Wainwright  expansion  joint  between  in- 
termediate cylinder  and  second  receiver  was  ruptured  through 
the  corrugations  of  the  copper  tube.  Temporary  repairs  were 
made  and  a  new  joint  will  be  inserted  whenever  the  engine  can 
be  shut  down  for  a  sufficient  time. 

HOLLY  ENGINE  NO.  3. 

The  upper  8-in.  Wainwright  expansion  joint  between  the 
high  pressure  cylinder  and  the  first  receiver  broke  so  that  it  had 
to  be  taken  out  and  a  piece  of  8-in.  pipe  inserted.  A  new  expan- 
sion joint  was  later  put  in  place. 

All  the  wrist  plates  of  the  valve  motion  of  both  engines  were 
bored  out  and  bushed  with  brass  by  the  Holly  Mfg.-  Co. 

Final  payment  was  made  on  these  engines  on  March  27, 
1907. 

WORTHINGTON  ENGINE  NO.  4. 

This  engine  has  operated  very  satisfactory  during  the  year. 
The  high  pressure  piston  rods  were  provided  with  metallic  pack- 
ing.   No  extraordinary  repairs  were  made. 
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BOILERS. 

Final  payment  was  made  on  the  six  boilers  first  installed. 
The  entire  boiler  plant  has  given  excellent  satisfaction,  the 
amount  spent  for  repairs  being  very  low. 

PIPING. 

The  expansion  joints  in  the  steam  piping  have  given  some 
trouble  by  breaking  in  the  corrugations  of  the  copper  tubes. 
The  main  lines  were  provided  with  extra  supports  and  hangers. 
A  large  number  of  gaskets  in  the  flange  joints  were  replaced 
and  the  pipe  covering  was  repaired. 

MACHINE,  BLACKSMITH,  PIPE  FITTING  AND  CAR- 
PENTER SHOPS. 

No  additions  were  made. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHT  PLANT. 

No  additions  or  extensive  repairs  were  made  to  the  electric 
lighting  plant  at  the  station. 

AUXILIARY  MACHINERY. 

A  Cole  slip  indicator  was  installed  on  the  42-in.  discharge 
pipe  of  Holly  engine  No.  3.  The  instrument  is  intended  to  show 
the  amount  of  slip  on  the  engine,  the  scale  being  graduated  to 
read  revolutions  per  minute  required  to  discharge  the  quantity 
of  water  passing  the  engine. 


FAIRMOUNT  PUMPING  STATION. 
SEWERS. 

Sewer  pipes  were  laid  to  connect  the  two  conductor  pipes 
on  the  north  side  of  the  boiler  house,  also  to  connect  to  the  catch 
basin  placed  near  the  coal  side  track.  The  conductor  pipes  form- 
erly drained  into  a  covered  gutter  in  front  of  the  Cornish  boilers. 
This  gutter  was  abandoned  and  filled  up  when  the  boiler  plant 
was  remodeled. 

Sewers  were  laid  to  take  the  drainage  from  the  feed  pump 
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room  and  discharge  into  a  9-in.  sewer  running  easterly  from  the 
engine  house. 

Sewers  were  also  laid  to  take  the  drainage  from  the  engine 
room  basement  and  the  drips  from  the  two  Holly  engines.  These 
were  connected  to  the  old  sewer  formerly  taking  the  air  pump 
discharge  water. 

COAL  SIDE  TRACK. 

As  we  found  a  large  number  of  the  ties  in  this  track  had 
decayed  they  were  replaced  with  new  ones.  The  elevation  of 
the  ground  outside  the  track  was  cut  down  to  afford  a  better 
drainage. 

FENCES  AND  GATES. 

The  large  gate  at  the  coal  side  track  was  broken  by  a  col- 
lision with  a  coal  car  and  was  repaired  by  the  City  carpenters. 
Other  minor  repairs  to  the  fences  were  also  made. 

ENGINE  AND  BOILER  HOUSE. 

The  space  around  the  B.  &  W.  boilers  Nos.  4  and  5  was  filled 
with  earth  and  a  concrete  floor  was  laid  over  this. 

The  space  around  the  foundations  for  the  Holly  engines 
Nos.  4  and  5  was  filled  with  earth  well  rammed  and  puddled  and 
then  covered  with  concrete  laid  to  conform  with  the  basement 
floor  about  Worthington  engine  No.  3. 

Concrete  piers  were  built  for  the  support  of  the  steel  col- 
umns under  the  main  floor. 

A  brick  wall  was  built  closing  off  the  pit  occupied  by  the 
suction  pipe  for  the  two  Holly  engines.  This  pit  was  covered 
with  "I"  beams  and  checkered  steel  plates. 

The  stone  work  on  the  interior  of  the  building  walls,  being 
very  rough,  required  a  great  deal  of  dressing.  In  some  places 
stone  had  to  be  removed  and  the  walls  veneered  with  thin  stone. 
This  also  had  to  be  done  on  the  outside  of  the  engine  house 
where  two  flights  of  stone  steps  formerly  joined  to  the  building. 

The  basement  windows  on  the  east  side  of  the  building  were 
completed  and  the  south  window  was  arranged  so  that  it  can 
l^e  used  for  a  door.  The  large  doorway  at  the  southwest  corner 
of  the  engine  house  was  converted  into  a  double  window. 

The  grade  in  the  feed  pump  room  was  brought  to  the  same 
elevation  as  the  engine  house  basement  by  removing  the  old  brick 
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floor  and  excavating  to  a  depth  of  about  two  feet,  dressing  off 
the  projections  of  the  stone  footings  of  the  walls  and  laying  a 
concrete  floor. 

As  the  basement  floor  level  was  depressed  about  two  feet, 
the  door  leading  into  this  pump  room  was  enlarged,  and  another 
door  was  cut  leading  from  the  pump  room  to'  the  boiler  room. 

All  the  old  brick  smoke  flues  were  removed  and  the  holes  in 
the  chimney  and  building  wall  carefully  bricked  up. 

The  small  door  leading  from  the  outside  into  the  pump 
room  was  changed  into  a  window. 

The  wooden  floor  and  joints  directly  above  the  pump  room 
were  removed  and  "I"  beams  substituted. 

It  was  found  that  all  the  gables  of  both  engine  and  boiler 
house  had  settled  outward  leaving  spaces  between  them  and  the 
roof.  The  west  gable  of  the  boiler  house  had  moved  so  far  that 
the  seat  of  one  of  the  roof  trusses  had  pulled  away  from  the 
balance  of  the  wall.  All  the  gables  were  secured  and  re-enforced 
by  rods  tying  opposite  gables  together.  These  rods  passed 
through  the  gable  walls  and  were  provided  on  the  outside  with 
nuts  and  heavy  star  washers.  The  truss  seats,  wherever  they  had 
become  injured,  were  taken  down  and  replaced. 

A  new  doorway  was  cut  in  the  southeast  corner  of  the  boiler 
house. 

The  double  doors  on  the  west  side  of  the  boiler  house  being 
too  far  to  the  north,  interfering  -with  the  stocking  of  coal  inside 
of  this  building,  were  moved  six  feet  south.  Both  this  opening 
and  the  double  doors  on  the  east  side  of  the  boiler  house  were 
provided  with  new  doors  and  frames. 

An  additional  coal  opening  was  cut  in  the  north  wall  of  the 
boiler  house.  All  seven  coal  openings  were  provided  with  new 
doors. 

All  the  interior  and  exterior  woodwork  of  the  engine  house 
was  painted. 

New  conductor  pipes  were  placed  at  the  north  wall  of  the 
boiler  house. 

On  December  26,  1907,  contract  was  made  with  the  National 
Tron  &  Wire  Company  for  the  steel  work  of  the  main  floor  of 
the  engine  house,  for  a  balcony  around  the  interior  of  the  engine 
house  at  the  elevation  of  the  upper  row  of  windows,  for  a  stair- 
way from  the  main  floor  to  the  basement,  and  for  a  mezzanine 
floor  around  the  rocker  arms  of  Worthington  engine  No.  3.  The 
n mount  of  the  contract  was  $1,608. 
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On  December  27,  1907,  contract  was  made  with  M.  P.  Plat- 
ten  for  re-enforced  concrete  for  the  main  floor  of  the  engine 
room  and  the  floor  and  roof  of  the  generator  room.  The  amount 
of  the  contract  was  $670. 

On  December  26,  1907,  contract  was  made  with  C.  H.  Col- 
lings  Company  for  tile  floor  to  be  laid  in  engine  room  and  gen- 
erator room.    The  amount  of  this  contract  was  $701.50. 

WORTHINGTON  ENGINE  NO.  3. 

This  engine  has  been  in  service  during  the  entire  year,  op- 
erating from  15  to  18  hours  every  day. 

The  engine  originally  was  equipped  with  attached  air  pumps 
and  jet  condenser.  The  cold  water  was  taken  from  Fairmount 
Reservoir  and  was  wasted  into  a  sewer.  To  avoid  this  loss  a 
surface  condenser  system  was  -substituted.  The  exhaust  steam 
was  passed  into  a  Wheeler  horizontal  condenser  from  which  the 
water  of  condensation  is  withdrawn  by  a  direct  acting  steam- 
driven  water  and  circulating  pump.  The  cold  water  is  taken  from 
the  suction  pipe  into  the  circulating  pump  and  forced  through 
an  8-in.  pipe  into  the  condenser  tubes  and  is  returned  to  the  suc- 
tion pipe.  The  old  condenser  was  entirely  removed  but  the  air 
pumps  were  left  in  place  as  they  formed  a  support  for  the  rocker 
arm  shafts  driving  the  valve  motion.  The  air  pump  buckets 
were  disconnected  from  the  rocker  arms  but  were  left  in  the 
pumps. 

HOLLY  ENGINES  NOS.  4  AND  5. 

These  engines  were  erected  by  the  Holly  Manufacturing 
Company  during  the  year.  The  work  was  begun  on  April  1st 
and  carried  along  so  that  the  Holly  engine  No.  4  was  started  up 
on  September  18th,  and  the  Holly  engine  No.  5  was  started  on 
October  1st.  The  engines  have  been  in  regular  service  from  the 
time  they  started  until  the  end  of  the  year,  operating  from  two 
to  four  hours  each  day. 

Duty  tests  were  made  to  determine  whether  the  engines 
fulfilled  the  guarantees  for  economy  at  full  speed  and  satisfac- 
tory operation  at  half  speed.  Holly  engine  No.  4  was  tested  on 
December  13th  and  20th,  and  Holly  engine  No.  5  was  tested  on 
December  5th.  A  detailed  statement  of  these  tests  will  be  found 
in  another  part  of  the  report.    The  result  of  the  trials  showed 
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the  engine  duties  greatly  exceeded  the  guarantee.  The  state- 
ment, also  gives  the  principal  dimensions  of  the  engines. 

Each  engine  has  a  capacity  of  2  million  gallons  in  24  hours, 
pumping  into  a  water  tower  200,000  gallons  located  on  North 
Woodland  Road  and  at  an  elevation  of  400  feet  above  the  water 
in  Fairmount  Reservoir. 

SNOW  PUMP. 

A  I4x6xi2-in.  Snow  mine  pump,  loaned  by  the  Holly  Manu- 
facturing Company  for  use  until  such  time  as  the  two  mil- 
lion gallon  engines  were  completed,  was  in  continuous  opera- 
tion from  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  October  23rd,  when  it 
was  dismantled  and  returned  to  the  above  firm.  This  pump  did 
very  good  service,  requiring  little  attention  and  was  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  take  care  of  the  water  consumption  in  the  Second 
High  Service  District  up  to  the  time  the  Holly  engines  were 
placed  in  operation. 

BOILERS. 

The  return  tubular  boilers  Nos.  1,  2  and  3,  moved  from 
Division  Avenue  Station,  have  given  good  service.  The  only 
repairs  being  the  usual  ones  of  replacing  grate  bars  and  rebuild- 
ing arches. 

The  Babcock  &  Wilcox  water  tube  boilers  Nos.  4  and  5, 
which  were  partly  erected  in  1906,  were  completed  about  Feb- 
ruary 20th  but  were  not  placed  in  service  until  September,  as 
the  Holly  engines  which  they  serve  were  not  completed  until 
that  time.  These  boilers  are  equipped  with  Babcock  &  Wilcox 
chain  grate  stokers. 

Evaporative  trials  were  made  on  November  19th  and  22nd 
in  order  to  determine  whether  the  performance  of  the  boilers 
came  up  to  the  guarantee.  It  developed  that  it  was  necessary  to 
make  certain  changes  in  the  stokers  and  baffling  of  the  boiler 
tubes,  so  that  the  final  test  was  not  made  until  February  25,  1908. 
The  latter  test  showed  that  the  boilers  fulfilled  the  guarantees 
for  economy,  capacity,  etc.  A  detailed  statement  of  this  last 
trial  will  appear  in  the  report  for  the  year  1908. 

PIPING. 

The  steam  piping,  feed  piping,  etc.,  in  connection  with  Holly 
engines  Nos.  4  and  5  and  located  in  the  engine  room,  was  fur- 
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nished  and  erected  by  the  Holly  Manufacturing  Company.  All 
the  steam  piping  in  the  boiler  room,  generator  room  and  pump 
room  was  placed  by  the  pipe  fitter  of  the  department.  The  same 
may  be  said  of  the  pipe  in  connection  with  the  surface  con- 
denser of  Worthington  engine  No.  3.  All  the  steam  piping  was 
provided  with  85  per  cent  magnesia  covering,  the  work  being 
done  by  the  Philip  Carey  Manufacturing  Company. 

The  Babcock  &  Wilcox  boilers  Nos.  4  and  5  are  equipped 
with  5-in.  Squires  Automatic  Non-return  Emergency  Stop  Valves 
and  the  feed  pumps  are  equipped  with  Williams  Pump  Governors. 
The  boilers  are  equipped  with  the  Williams  Feed  Water  Regu- 
lators. 

The  suction  pipes  of  Holly  engines  Nos.  4  and  5  were  con- 
nected to  the  old  30-in.  pipe  formerly  supplying  the  Cornish  en- 
gines. 

The  12-in.  discharge  pipes  were  carried  to  the  outside  of 
the  building  and  are  provided  with  gate  valves  and  check  valves 
placed  in  brick  vaults. 

A  16-in.  header  was  placed  in  the  engine  house  grounds 
connecting  with  the  16-in.  Second  High  Service  pipe  in  Wood- 
hill  Road.  A  12-in.  connection  was  made  between  the  16-in. 
Second  High  Service  main  and  the  30-in.  First  High  Service 
main.  This  will  enable  the  engines  to  pump  into  the  First  High 
Service  district  if  required.  The  12-in.  connection  valve  is  pro- 
vided with  a  3-in.  by-pass  through  which  the  entire  discharge  of 
the  Holly  engines  may  be  diverted,  in  order  to  maintain  higher 
pressures  than  what  is  required  in  the  First  High  Service  district. 
This  by-pass  had  to  be  used  during  the  duty  trials  of  the  engines 
to  form  an  outlet  for  the  water  after  the  tower  had  been  filled. 

A  4-in.  pipe  was  laid  from  the  6-in.  main  in  Norman  Avenue 
to  a  fire  hydrant  on  the  west  side  of  engine  house.  This  was 
extended  into  the  engine  house  and  two  2-in.  branches  run  off 
to  hose  valves  placed  at  the  north  wall  and  south  wall  of  the 
building.    This  equipment  is  used  for  fire  protection  only. 

A  4-in.  fire  hydrant  was  also  set  on  the  east  side  of  the  boiler 
house  and  a  2-in.  connection  terminating  in  a  hose  valve  ex- 
tended into  the  boiler  house. 

Three  50-ft.  sections  of  2-in.  cotton  hose  with  nozzles  are 
attached  to  the  outlets  and  supported  on  swinging  racks.  This 
equipment  is  used  for  fire  protection  only. 

A  i>2-in.  connection  was  made  to  the  16-in.  High  Service 
main  and  provided  with  a  meter  and  was  extended  into  the 
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boiler  house,  terminating  in  hose  couplings  at  boilers  Nos.  4  and 
5.  This  equipment  is  used  for  operating  the  turbine  boiler  tube 
cleaner. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHT  PLANT. 

A  direct  connected  generator  unit,  formerly  used  at  Kirt- 
land  Pumping  Station,  and  consisting  of  a  Mansfield  engine  and 
Bullock;  generator,  was  overhauled,  moved  to  this  station  and 
placed  on  the  "I"  beams  forming  the  floor  for  the  generator 
room.  All  the  pipe  was  connected  up  and  the  engine  is  ready 
to  start  up  as  soon  as  the  floors  are  completed  and  the  wiring 
has  been  placed.  A  switchboard  formerly  used  at  Division  Ave- 
nue pumping  Station  was  overhauled  and  will  be  placed  in  the 
generator  room. 

AUXILIARY  MACHINERY. 

An  additional  feed  pump  was  purchased  and  placed  im- 
mediately north  of  Worthington  engine  No.  3.  This  is  a  Snow 
5/4x3.^x5~^n-  duplex,  inside  packed,  plunger  pump  and  serves 
Worthington  engine  No.  3  and  the  tubular  boilers  Nos.  1,  2  and  3. 

A  Cochrane  open  type  feed  water  heater  of  400  H.  P.  was 
purchased  and  set  in  the  space  between  the  foundation  of  Worth- 
ington engine  No.  3  and  the  north  wall  of  the  engine  house.  This 
heater  received  the  air  pump  discharge  water  of  Worthington 
engine  No.  3  and  the  exhaust  steam  from  the  various  auxiliaries 
in  the  building. 

Two  Snow  4^4x2^4x4-in.  center  packed  plunger  pumps 
were  furnished  by  the  Holly  Manufacturing  Company  and  were 
set  on  concrete  foundations  in  the  pump  room  immediately  east 
of  the  chimney. 

A  Webster  open  type  feed  water  heater  of  140  H.  P.  capac- 
ity was  also  furnished  by  the  above  company  and  set  in  the  pump 
room. 

Two  two-stage  New  York  Air  Brake  Company's  air  com- 
pressors with  7-in.  steam  cylinder,  7-in.  low  pressure  air  and  5-in. 
Trigh  pressure  air  cylinder,  and  9-in.  stroke  were  also  furnished 
with  the  Holly  engines  and  were  erected  on  the  south  wall  of 
the  pump  room.    The  air  cylinders  are  water,  jacketed. 
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'  DIVISION  AVENUE  PUMPING  STATION. 

This  station  has  been  out  of  service  the  entire  year.  There 
were  no  alterations  or  repairs  made  to  the  aqueducts,  gate  wells 
or  pump  wells. 

SEWERS. 

A  large  accumulation  of  earth,  cinders,  etc.,  was  found  in 
the  sewers  leading  from  this  station,  and  in  the  north  lot  some 
of  the  sewers  were  broken  so  that  they  could  not  conduct  away 
the  water.  Considerable  time  was  spent  cleaning  out  the  sewers 
and  replacing  those  that  were  broken. 

The  dock  on  the  Old  River  Bed  front  has  become  badly  de- 
cayed and  most  of  it  has  been  carried  away.  The  outlet  of  the 
sewers  under  this  dock  had  been  broken  and  had  filled  up,  as 
there  was  no  discharge  from  the  sewers  on  account  of  the  sta- 
tion being  shut  down.  This  trouble  was  aggravated  by  cinders 
and  other  material  dumped  from  the  railroad  track  adjacent  to 
the  dock.  The  outlets  were  cleaned  and  restored  temporarily, 
but  in  order  to  put  this  part  of  the  property  in  good  condition 
it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the  dock  debuilt. 

COAL  SIDE  TRACK. 

The  track  leading  to  Boiler  Houses  Nos.  2  and  4  was  re- 
paired on  account  of  the  ties  having  rotted.  This  work  was  done 
by  the  Erie  Railroad  Company. 

BUILDINGS. 

No  repairs  or  alterations  were  made  to  Engine  House  No. 
1  and  Boiler  House  No.  1,  as  these  buildings  are  leased  to  the 
Forest  City  Railway  Company. 

The  roof  gutter  on  Boiler  House  No.  2  where  it  joins  En- 
gine House  No.  2  had  rusted  away  and  was  replaced  with  a 
new  one. 

The  roof  trusses  of  Boiler  House  No.  2  were  scraped  and 
painted  with  two  coats  of  "Rust  Arrestor." 

No  repairs  were  made  to  Engine  House  No.  3  and  Boiler 

House  No.  4. 
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ENGINES. 

Allis  engine  No.  i  and  Kilby  engine  No.  I  have  been  laid 
up  so  as  to  prevent  corrosion  of  the  working  parts. 

Holly  engine  No.  i  is  held  in  readiness  so  that  it  may  be 
used  in  case  of  a  breakdown  of  Worthington  engine  No.  3  at 
Fairmount  Pumping  Station..  It  was  operated  for  one  hour 
and  ten  minutes  on  August  30th  in  order  to  find  out  whether 
everything  was  in  good  working  condition. 

Worthington  engine  No.  2,  which  had  remained  in  the  east 
wing  of  Engine  House  No.  1  in  a  partly  dismantled  state,  was 
entirely  removed  during  the  year  and  sold  for  scrap. 

BOILERS. 

All  the  tubular  boilers  in  Boiler  House  No.  1,  now  occupied 
by  the  Forest  City  Railway  Company,  were  taken  outside  of 
this  building  and  stored  in  the  open  lot.  The  78-in.  boilers  were 
sold  but  no  purchaser  could  be  found  for  the  nine  96-in.  boilers. 
They  will  probably  have  to  be  cut  up  and  the  plates  and  tubes 
sold  separately. 

Nothing  was  done  with  the  boilers  in  Boiler  House  No.  2 
except  that  the  underfeed  stoker  was  removed  from  one  tubular 
boiler  and  a  flat  grate  substituted.  This  was  done  so  that  this 
boiler  might  be  hand  fired  during  the  winter  months  in  order  to 
get  steam  heat  in  Engine  House  No.  2. 

The  four  78-in.  tubular  boilers,  equipped  with  Murphy 
stokers,  occupying  Boiler  House  No.  3,  were  moved  from  this 
building.  These  boilers  are  now  stored  in  a  space  to  the  west 
of  the  boiler  house. 

Nothing  was  done  to  the  Geary  water  tube  boilers  in  Boiler 
House  No.  4. 

PIPING. 

No  work  was  done  to  the  piping  at  the  station,  except  some 
minor  changes  made  necessary  by  the  use  of  one  of  the  tubular 
boilers  in  Boiler  House  No.  2  for  heating  purposes.  Also  some 
alterations  in  the  cold  water  piping  in  order  that  the  water  piping 
might  be  drained  and  a  supply  be  maintained  for  lavatory  pur- 
poses in  Engine  House  No.  2. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 

All  the  cast  iron  pipe,  specials,  air  compressors,  and  other 
machinery  and  supplies  formerly  stored  in  Boiler  House  No.  I 
and  the  north  lot  were  removed  to  the  south  lot. 


FAIRMOUNT  RESERVOIR. 

Both  basins  of  this  reservoir  were  in  continuous  service  dur- 
ing the  year. 

A  2-in.  galvanized  pipe  was  laid  around  the  top  of  the  res- 
ervoir beginning  at  the  corner  of  Baldwin  Rd.  and  Quincy  Ave., 
from  there  running  westerly  to  the  Woodhill  Rd.  slope,  then 
northerly  to  the  slope  at  Nickel  Plate  Railroad,  then  easterly 
to  Baldwin  Rd.  This  pipe  is  connected  to  the  water  main  in 
Baldwin  Rd.  at  both  points  and  is  equipped  with  46  24-in. 
branches  about  50  feet  apart.  These  branches  are  provided  with 
loose  key  sill  cocks  about  a  foot  above  ground.  This  equipment 
was  provided  so  as  to  be  able  to  sprinkle  the  lawn  on  the  slope 
by  the  use  of  short  pieces  of  hose.  The  old  street  washers  were 
all  located  at  the  foot  of  the  slope  and  were  so  far  apart  that 
it  was  necessary  to  drag  long  lengths  of  hose  up  the  slope.  This 
system  is  connected  with  the  First  High  Service. 

Two  willow  trees  on  the  premises  surrounding  the  keeper's 
dwelling  were  cut  down  as  the  roots  of  these  trees  found  their 
way  into  the  sewers  about  the  station. 

Minor  repairs  only  were  made  to  the  buildings  belonging  to 
the  reservoir. 


KINSMAN  RESERVOIR. 

This  reservoir  was  in  service  during  the  entire  year. 

From  time  to  time  cracks  had  appeared  in  the  embankment 
near  the  southwest  corner  of  the  reservoir,  indicating  a  sliding 
of  the  outer  slope,  both  on  the  south  side  and  west  side.  These 
cracks  were  near  the  top  of  the  reservoir  and  were  approximately 
horizontal  in  direction.  Near  the  bottom  the  embankment  bulged, 
indicating  that  the  earth  was  piling  up  at  this  point.  It  ap- 
peared from  this  that  the  best  remedy  would  be  to  make  a  more 
gradual  slope. 
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The  sodding  and  top  soil  were  removed  and  hard,  heavy 
clay  was  added  to  the  slope  and  extending  the  toe  out  about 
ten  feet.  This  work  was  not  completed  on  account  of  the  winter 
and  the  embankment  was  allowed  to  lie  roughly  graded  so  as  to 
give  a  good  opportunity  for  settlement.  2,616  sq.  yds.  of  sod 
were  hauled  to  Kirtland  Station  and  used  on  the  slope  east  of  the 
coal  storage  side  track. 

As  the  east  slope  appeared  somewhat  soggy,  3-in.  tile  drains 
were  run  up  to  these  places  and  were  combined  into  a  sewer 
discharging  into  a  brook  east  of  the  reservoir.  The  sewer  was 
laid  with  open  joints  and  the  trench  was  filled  with  broken 
stone. 

The  lower  end  of  the  concrete  steps  were  extended  the  full 
width  of  the  new  gateway  and  joining  the  stone  flagging  on 
Kinsman  Rd. 

The  poplar  trees  along  the  Kinsman  and  west  frontage  were 
cut  down  as  they  were  diseased  and  interfered  with  the  new 
slope. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Second  High  Service  system  a 
means  was  provided  to  equip  this  reservoir  with  a  system  for 
sprinkling  the  lawn. 

The  12-in.  main  in  Rice  Ave.  was  tapped  and  a  4-in.  con- 
nection was  run  westerly  through  the  park  property  supplying 
the  shelter  house  and  drinking  fountains.  The  4-in.  pipe  was 
tapped  and  a  2-in.  galvanized  pipe  was  run  southerly  to  the  east 
embankment  of  the  reservoir.  The  pipe  from  here  was  carried 
to  the  top  of  the  slope  and  laid  entirely  around  the  basin.  The 
pipe  at  the  east  embankment  was  laid  with  a  five  foot  covering," 
as  the  pipe  was  extended  down  the  slope  at  the  southeast  corner 
and  into  the  keeper's  dwelling  for  domestic  supply  and  would 
be  in  use  throughout  the  year.  The  pipe  at  the  east  slope  is 
equipped  with  12  j4-in.  street  washers.  The  pipe  on  the  north, 
west  and  south  sides  is  equipped  with  32  ^-in.  sill  cocks.  This 
pipe  is  laid  with  from  one  to  two  foot  covering. 


WOODLAND  WATER  TOWER. 

The  tower  has  been  in  continuous  service  during  the  year 
and  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  grounds  about  the  tower  have  been  cleaned  up  but  no 
attempt  has  been  made  to  grade  the  property  or  otherwise  im- 
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prove  it,  as  the  street  which  is  to  join  the  property  on  the  west 
has  not  been  graded  or  improved. 

The  steel  structure  was  painted  and  the  stone  caps  of  the 
foundation  were  dressed  off  as  they  were  somewhat  irregular  in 
outline  and  the  tops  did  not  shed  water  readily.

18.  The  term  "Contractor"  shall  be  held  to  mean  the  person 
or  persons,  co-partnership,  company  or  corporation,  whose  bid  for 
the  work  shall  be  accepted  by  the  City. 

19.  The  word  "City"  shall  be  held  to  mean  the  City  of 
.Cleveland,  Ohio. 

ESTIMATED  NUMBER  OF  METERS  REQUIRED. 

20.  The  estimated  number  of  meters  required  is  as  follows : 
400  one-inch,  100  one  and  one-half-inch  ^nd  50  two-inch;  but  it 
is  hereby  stipulated  that  in  case  a  contract  is  entered  into,  the 
number  of  meters  covered  by  the  contract  shall  be  determined  and 
governed  by  the  orders  of  the  Superintendent  given  as  they  may 
be  required  from  time  to  time,  however  much  such  orders  may 
vary  from  this  approximate  estimate,  provided,  however,  that  the 
aggregate  quantity  to  be  delivered  under  these  specifications  shall 
not  be  greater  nor  less  than  said  estimate  by  more  than  20% 
except  by  mutual  agreement  between  the  parties. 
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DELIVERY. 

21.  All  meters  are  to  be  delivered  f.  o.  b.  cars  in  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  in  the  following  proportions : 

Twenty-five  (25)  per  cent  of  all  meters  estimated  to  be  re- 
quired shall  be  delivered  within  forty-five  (45)  days  after  the 
signing-  of  the  contract,  and  the  remainder  as  shall  be  directed 
from  time  to  time,  in  writing,  by  the  Superintendent,  but  this  re- 
quirement shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  contract  in  any  calendar  month. 


TESTING. 

22.  All  meters  will  be  tested  for  accuracy  by  the  Superin- 
tendent or  his  agents.  Any  meter  registering  less  than  98%  or 
more  than  100%  of  the  actual  amount  passed  through  the  meter 
with  full  opening  at  the  outlet,  shall  be  rejected. 

23.  No  meter  will  be  accepted  which  shows  a  greater  error 
than  five  (5)  per  cent  on  a  1 -16-inch  orifice  at  outlet  or  at  a  rate 
of  flow  of  one  (1)  cubic  foot  in  ten  and  one-half  (ioy2)  minutes. 


PRESSURE.  . 

24.  All  meters  are  tested  at  about  38  pounds  pressure. 

25.  The  pressure  on  City  mains  varies  from  about  20  pounds 
to  about  100  pounds. 

26.  The  following  table  gives  the  quantities  considered  suffi- 
cient to  wear  out  each  size  of  meter : 

1 -  inch    2,000,000  cubic  feet 

1  y2 -inch   5,000,000  cubic  feet 

2-  inch  10,000,000  cubic  feet 


INSPECTION. 

27.  The  Superintendent  or  his  agents  shall  have  the  right  at 
all  times  to  inspect  all  material  and  processes  of  manufacture  at 
the  factory,  said  agent  to  have  unrestricted  access  to  all  parts  of 
the  factory,  or  other  places  .at  which  the  preparation  of  the  ma- 
terials and  construction  of  the  different  parts  of  the  work  to  be 
done  under  these  specifications  are  carried  on,  and  he  shall  receive 
all  facilities  and  assistance  to  carry  out  his  work  of  inspection. 

This  inspection,  however,  shall  not  relieve  the  contractor  of' 
responsibility  for  defects  found  subsequently. 
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FAILURE  TO  DELIVER. 

28.  If  the  contractor  fails  to  deliver  the  meters  as  required 
under  these  specifications,  or  within  ten  (10)  days  after  being  so 
ordered  by  the  Superintendent,  the  right  is  reserved  to  purchase 
meters  elsewhere  and  charge  the  increase  in  cost,  if  any  there  be, 
to  the  contractor. 

NOT  TO  SUBLET  CONTRACT. 

29.  The  contractor  shall  -not  sublet,  assign  or  transfer  the 
contract  or  any  part  thereof  to  any  person  or  persons  without  the 
consent  in  writing  of  the  Board  of  Public  Service. 

CITY  TO  BE  HELD  SAFE  FROM  SUITS. 

30.  The  contractor  shall  save  the  City  of  Cleveland  harm- 
less from  all  suits  and  actions  of  every  description  brought 
against  the  City,  its  Board  of  Public  Service,  or  any  officer  of  said 
City,  for  or  on  account  of  any  injury  or  damage  to  person  or 
property  arising  from  or  growing  out  of  the  construction  of  said 
work,  including  all  claims  in  consequence  of  any  negligence  of 
said  contractor,  his  servants  or  agents,  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
work  contemplated  by  the  contract,  or  in  consequence  of  any  neg- 
ligence in  guarding  the  same,  or  by  reason  of  any  improper  ma- 
terials, equipment,  appliances  or  furnishings  used  in  said  work, 
or  on  account  of  any  act  or  omission  of  said  contractor,  or  his 
servants  or  agents,  and  against  all  claims  of  whatsoever  kind  or 
nature. 

INDEMNITY. 

31.  Said  contractor  shall  also  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
the  City  of  Cleveland  from  all  suits  and  expense,  over  and  above 
those  included  in  the  contract  price,  for  royalties  or  infringements 
on  patents,  that  may  be  involved  in  the  construction  of  these  ap- 
pliances or  in  the  use  thereof  thereafter,  and  the  contractor  shall 
undertake  to  defend  at  his  own  proper  cost  any  and  all  suits 
brought  against  the  City  of  Cleveland  by  reason  of  any  of  the 
things  above  specified. 
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BOND. 

32.  The  contractor,  in  order  to  insure  the  full  and  faithful 
performance  of  the  things  set  forth  in  these  specifications,  and  of 
the  work  herein  specified,  and  to  do  and  perform,  all  and  singular, 
the  terms,  conditions  and  requirements  of  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions and  contract  provided  to  be  done  and  performed  by  said 
contractor,  shall  furnish  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  (25) 
per  cent  of  the  contract  price,  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Public  Service. 

RELEASE  OF  BOND. 

33.  The  contractor's  bond  shall  not  be  released  until  the 
final  payment  has  been  made  and  the  meters  have  been  accepted 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Service. 


PAYMENTS. 

34.  Payments  will  be  made  monthly  upon  estimates  made  by 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Department  for  all  meters  deliv- 
ered and  accepted,  and  within  five  (5)  days  after  the  payment 
therefor  is  ordered  bv  the  Board  of  Public  Service.

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CONNECTIONS  OUTSIDE  OF  CITY 

We  also  installed  122  connections,  including  the  tapping  of 
same,  and  laid  the  pipe  from  the  street  main  to  the  curb  and  in 
some  cases  extended  the  connections  to  inside  of  the  building  wall. 

In  addition  to  the  installation  of  these  connections,  we  made 
two  letter  branches  to  main  connections,  two  4-inch  taps  for  the 
Peoples  Gas  Light  Co.  on  their  pipe  system  and  tapped  the  water 
pipes  in  Collinwood,  Ohio,  for  eight  street  intersections  and  put 
in  three  street  intersections  in  Lakewood,  Ohio,  which  we  also 
connected  to  this  suburb's  pipes.

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From  May  13th  to  December  31st  of  this  year  we  put  9,290 
stop  cock  boxes  to  grade,  besides  replacing  1,803  °^  boxes  with 
new  ones,  and  also  putting  in  330  new  stop  cock  box  tops  and  10 
new  stop  cock  bottoms,  and  digging  up  and  cleaning  out  639 
boxes. 

The  labor  and  material  necessary  for  doing  the  above  work 
amounted  to  $9,639.73.

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REPORT  OF  ENGINEER  IN  CHARGE  OF 
PUMPING  STATIONS 


Mr.  E.  W.  Bemis,  Superintendent  of  Water  Works. 

Dear  Sir — The  following  is  a  partial  report  of  conditions  at 
the  Pumping  Stations : 

DIVISION  STREET  STATION. 

I  i.  All  of  the  pumps  and  boilers  are  carefully  laid  up  and 
protected  for  future  use,  as  reported  in  the  previous  yearly  report. 
Holly  Engine  No.  I,  as  previously  reported,  is  kept  ready  to  be  put 
into  service  should  an  accident  occur  to  Worthington  Engine  No. 
3  at  Fairmount 'Station.  In  keeping  the  above  engine  and  boilers 
in  readiness,  it  was  necessary  to  keep  steam  in  the  boilers  for  the 
purpose  of  pumping  the  water  out  of  the  basement,  and  firing  the 
boiler  occasionally  without  the  use  of  the  fan  blower,  which  is 
used  in  connection  with  the  American  Stoker,  the  feed  screw  or 
worm  being  out  of  use  for  so  long  under  such  conditions,  will  have 
a  tendency  to  make  it  difficult  to  start  in  case  of  an  emergency. 

2.  I  would  recommend  that  the  American  Stokers  be  re- 
moved and  the  boilers  equipped  with  common  grate  settings,  thus 
enabling  us  to  start  in  the  shortest  time  possible,  without  having 
to  depend  on  unused  automatic  devices.  The  present  stoker  could 
then  be  repaired  and  put  back  in  place  when  we  were  prepared  to 
run  continuously. 

3.  The  Worthington  Engine  No.  2,  the.  only  one  of  the  four 
pumps  left  on  the  north  side  of  the  "station  and  the  only  one  of 
the  four  that  could  not  be  used  because  of  its  defective  condition, 
was  taken  apart  and  sold  for  scrap.  Following  this  work  of  tear- 
ing out  old  machinery,  we  took  advantage  of  the  force  of  men  and 
tools  assembled  at  this  time  to  tear  out  Tour  tubular  boilers  in 
Boiler  House  No.  3  that  were  unfit  to  be  used  because  of  the 
higher  steam  pressure  required  by  the  engines  remaining  at  the 
station.

FAIRMOUNT  STATION. 

4.  This  station  has  been  more  or  less  torn  up  since  last 
year's  report,  preparing  and  erecting  two  new  Holly  Engines,  also 
two  new  Babcock  &  Wilcox  Boilers.  The  Worthington  Engine 
No.  3  has  gone  right  along  without  a  hitch.  The  tubular  boilers 
used  in  connection  with  the  pump  have  done  good  service.  The 
plant  as  a  whole  has  given  good  satisfaction  and  when  the  electric 
lighting  plant  which  was  moved  from  Kirtland  Station,  and 
which  is  now  erected,  is  in  readiness  and  all  wiring  completed,  "it 
should  make  a  very  complete  pumping  station. 


KIRTLAND  STATION. 

5.  The  Worthington  Engine  No.  4  has  done  good  service 
and  as  it  is  more  economical  to  run  than  the  Knowles  pumps,  we 
prefer  to  use  it. 

HOLLY  ENGINES  2  AND  3. 

6.  These  engines  continue  to  give  good  service.  The  de- 
fects mentioned  in  the  last  report  have  been  repaired  by  the  Holly 
Company  and  since  that  time  these  engines  have  done  well.  With 
continued  use  these  pumps  have  given  good  satisfaction,  but  all 
bearings,  crossheads  and  crank  pins  and  brasses  should  be  taken 
off  and  oil  grooves  recut  and  refitted.  This,  together  with  a  gen- 
eral examination  of  all  the  working  parts,  would  insure  successful 
operation  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past. 

7.  The  boilers  equipped  with  automatic  stokers  and  boiler 
feed  regulators,  as  they  are,  make  this  the  most  complete,  econom- 
ical and  satisfactory  power  generating  equipment  that  could  be 
desired. 


STEAM  HEADER. 

8.  The  steam  header  was  a  source  of  trouble  due  to  break- 
ing of  expansion  joints.  This  has  been  remedied  by  putting  in 
additional  braces  and  supports  in  order  to  make  the  end  of  the 
header  more  rigid  and  compel  the  expansion  joints  to  take  up  any 
movement  due  to  expansion,  thus  strengthening  the  header. 
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NON-RETURN  VALVES. 

Four  boilers  are  equipped  with  Foster  valves  and  two  with 
Squire.  The  Squire  valves  are  strong  and  seem  to  do  the  work. 
One  of  the  Foster  valves  is  cracked  and  the  other  two  are  out  of 
order.  They  never  did  work  as  well  as  the  Squire  valves.  The 
three  valves  should  be  replaced  with  others  to  make  this  part  of 
the  automatic  device  complete. 


COAL  WEIGHING  HOPPERS. 

These  hoppers  will  have  to  be  re-inforced  where  the  coal  fall- 
ing down  strikes  against  the  sides  and  breaks  through  the  sheet 
iron.  This  weighing  apparatus  enables  us  to  keep  an  accurate  ac- 
count of  the  coal  used  every  day.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Public  Service,  City  of  Cleveland,  O. 

Gentlemen : — I  herewith  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  an- 
nual report  of  the  Street  Department  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1907. 

The  various  tables  comprising  this  report  show  in  detail  the 
expenditures  of  the  different  funds,  and  a  tabulated  statement  is 
given  showing  the  amount  of  work  done  by  the  Department. 

The  total  amount  appropriated  for  the  Street  Department 
for  1907  was  $130,383.00.  Of  this  amount  there  was  expended 
$128,909.47,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $1,473.53. 

While  the  appropriation  for  street  repair  purposes  for  1907 
was  considerably  less  than  for  1906,  the  amount  of  work  done  was 
fully  up  to  the  average  of  previous  years.  Owing  to  the  extreme 
wet  weather  prevailing  during  the  spring,  continuing  almost  to 
the  first  of  June,  a  great  amount  of  extra  work  was  made  neces- 
sary on  the  dirt  streets  in  order  to  keep  them  in  passable  condi- 
tion. 

In  addition  to  the  work  on  dirt  streets,  there  was  relaid 
949,551  square  feet  of  pavement,  as  follows:

Your  special  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  work  of 
repairs  to  asphalt  pavements.  One  year  ago  I  was  able  to  report 
a  reduction  in  cost  of  asphalt  repair  work  to  95  cents  per  square 
yard  and  a  saving  over  what  the  cost  would  have  been  under  the 
contract  system  of  $3,467.00  in  the  amount  of  work  done  for  the 
year. 

During  the  year  1907  the  equipment  was  run  to  its  full 
capacity  in  order  to  take  care  of  the  increase  in  the  amount  of 
work,  and  there  was  relaid  6,755  square  yards  as  against  4,344 
square  yards  in  1906.  Because  of  this,  and  also  by  reason  of  in- 
creased skill  on  the  part  of  the  men  engaged  in  the  work  and  of 
closer  supervision,  the  cost  of  relaying  was  again  reduced  to  85.5 
cents  per  square  yard,  thus  giving  a  saving  to  the  city  over  what 
the  cost  would  have  been  under  the  contract  system  of  $6,043.17. 

The  fact  of  the  great  saving  to  the  city  thus  shown  to  result 
from  the  department  doing  its  own  repairs  on  asphalt  pavements, 
taken  in  connection  with  the  knowledge  that  within  two  years 
the  number  of  streets  having  asphalt  pavement  that  the  depart- 
ment must  take  care  of  will  be  double  what  it  was  in  1907,  points 
irresistibly  to  the  conclusion  that  the  city  should  be  provided  with 
an  equipment  amply  sufficient  to  take  care  of  all  this  work  that 
may  be  needed  in  the  future. 

A  most  determined  effort  was  made  during  the  past  year 
to  make  every  dollar  expended  by  the  department  show  a  larger 
return  in  work  done  than  ever  before.  With  this  end  in  view  the 
gangs  were  reorganized  so  as  to  give  them  that  proportion  of  labor 
for  each  kind  of  work  that  experience  had  shown  gave  the  great- 
est efficiency.    The  work  to  be  done  was  carefully  planned  and 
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mapped  out  so  that  the  least  possible  amount  of  time  would  be 
lost  in  going  from  job  to  job.  In  addition  to  this  a  closer  and 
more  complete  supervision  of  the  gangs  and  their  work  was  main- 
tained than  ever  before.  The  result  was  most  gratifying  and  the 
tabulated  report  shows  a  reduction  in  cost  in  all  those  departments 
of  the  work  where  the  result  can  be  shown  in  figures. 

While  the  improvement  in  the  work  on  dirt  streets  cannot 
be  shown  in  figures,  the  condition  of  the  streets  themselves  give 
/  the  strongest  possible  evidence  that  all  moneys  expended  in  re- 
pairs have  been  efficiently  expended  and  the  people  have  received 
full  value  in  good  roads.  This  is  true,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  the  spring  of  1907  was  so  wet  as  to  give  the  department  a 
most  difficult  problem  in  maintaining  the  streets  in  good  condition. 

In  the  matter  of  repairs  to  paved  streets,  however,  the  fig- 
ures given  in  the  "Summary  of  Work  Done"  tell  the  story  of  in- 
creased efficiency  in  a  most  forceful  manner. 

The  cost  of  relaying  Medina  dressed  block  pavement  with  tar 
filler  is  there  shown  to  have  been  10.45  cents  per  square  foot,  as 
against  11.27  cents  per  square  foot  one  year  ago,  and  12.7  cents 
per  square  foot  two  years  ago. 

The  cost  of  relaying  5-inch  brick,  with  tar  filler,  was  9.59 
cents  per  square  foot  as  against  13.7  cents  per  square  foot  in  1906. 

The  cost  of  relaying  5-inch  brick,  with  cement  filler,  was 
13.4  cents  per  square  foot  as  against  14.14  cents  per  square  foot 
in  1906. 

The  cost  of  relaying  4-inch  shale  brick  pavement,  tar  filler,  is 
given  as  9.13  cents  per  square  foot  as  against  10.95  cents  per 
square  foot  in  1906. 

The  reduction  in  the  cost  of  relaying  asphalt  pavement  has 
already  been  noted. 

It  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  the  policy  of  the  depart- 
ment to  conduct  all  of  its  work  along  the  lines  of  the  most  ap- 
proved business  methods  and  every  employee  is  made  to  feel  that 
the  same  effort  and  attention  to  business  is  required  of  him  as 
would  be  expected  if  he  were  employed  by  any  business  firm  or  cor- 
poration. It  is  the  desire  of  the  heads  of  the  different  divisions 
of  work  in  this  department  to  prove  beyond  question  that  public 
work,  when  performed  by  the  municipality  directly,  can  be  con- 
ducted just  as  efficiently  and  just  as  economically  as  it  possibly 
can  in  the  hands  of  private  parties. 

In  the  report  of  1906  I  called  your  attention -to  several  re- 
forms that  had  been  inaugurated  by  this  department  having  in 
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view  the  preservation  of  the  public  property  entrusted  to  its  care. 
This  year  I  wish  to  mention  another. 

In  all  cases  where  excavations  for  new  buildings  necessitate 
driving  over  the  curbing  and  sidewalk,  or  where  building  material 
had  to  unloaded  and  piled  along  the  curb,  it  has  been  the  custom 
to  require  as  a  condition  to  the  granting  of  a  permit  that  the 
curbing  should  be  fully  protected  by  planking,  etc.,  so  as  to  pre- 
vent its  being  damaged.  The  ragged  and  damaged  condition  of 
the  curbing  on  some  of  the  older  paved  streets  where  buildings 
have  been  erected  shows  that  this  requirement  has  not  always 
been  lived  up  to  as  it  should  have  been.  About  two  years  ago  it 
was  decided  -that  in  all  such  cases  a  deposit  should  be  made  suffi- 
cient to  cover  any  possible  damage  to  the  curbing  before  a  permit 
should  be  granted.  On  the  completion  of  the  work  a  careful  in- 
spection is  made  of  the  curbing  and  if  any  damage  is  done  it  is 
repaired  by  the  city  workmen  and  the  cost  taken  out  of  the  de- 
posit. This  plan  has  been  found  to  be  most  effective,  not  only 
does  it  insure  the  immediate  repairing  of  all  damages  to  city 
property  arising  from  building  operations,  but -it  has  been  most 
effective  in  insuring  a  proper  protection  of  the  curbing,  as  in  not 
over  2  per  cent  of  the  cases  where  a  deposit  is  required  has  it  been 
found  necessary  to  make"  repairs,  but  at  the  end  of  the  work  the 
entire  amount  deposited  has  been  rebated. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  every  fund  of  the  department  was 
intact,  with  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  funds  for  the  incoming 
year.  Strict  business  methods  were  injected  into  every  one  of  the 
many  sub-divisions  of  the  department,  and  the  results  attained  in 
good  work  and  care  of  the  funds  is  attributed  to  this  and  the 
fact  that  the  heads  of  the  divisions  kept  in  view  the  best  interests 
of  the  city. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  courtesies  extended 
by  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Service,  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  the  Engineer,  and 
various  city  officials.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  employees  of 
the  department  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  performed 
their  numerous  and  exacting  duties.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


January  I,  1908. 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Public  Service,  W.  J.  Springborn,  Pres. 

Gentlemen  : — I  beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Street  Cleaning  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1907. 

One  of  the  most  successful  years  in  the  history  of  this  depart- 
ment has  just  closed.  Our  equipment  has  been  of  the  best,  and 
with  few  exceptions,  the  men  employed  in  supervision  have  been 
up  to  the  standard. 

Four  new  Flushing  Machines  were  added  to  the  equipment 
during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  twenty-eight  machines  and 
insuring  bright  prospects  for  1908,  as  our  aim  is  to  make  Cleve- 
land's streets  the  cleanest  in  the  United  States. 

Our  appropriations  in  the  past  have  been  rather  limited, 
and  would  therefor  ask  your  Honorable  Body  to  be  more  lib- 
eral in  appropriating  funds  for  the  coming  year.  The  department 
spent  $191,000  for  cleaning  streets  and  market  places.  This  sum 
is  $5,000  less  than  was  expended  in  1906. 

I  would  suggest  a  more  rigid  enforcement  by  the  police, 
of  street  ordinances.  This  is  especially  necessary  in  regulating 
the  waste  paper  nuisance. 

I  would  also  recommend  a  more  rigid  enforcement  of  the 
ordinances  pertaining  to  the  market  wagons  backing  up  to  the 
curb  along  the  various  streets  used  as  market  grounds.  Many 
times  horses  are  left  standing  in  the  shafts  from  four  to  eight 
hours,  which  is  contrary  to  the  ordinances. 

I  would  suggest  that  suitable  land  be  purchased  by  the  city, 
in  the  vicinity  of  Woodland  and  Orange  Avenues,  for  use  for  a 
"Farmer's  Market."  You  could  then  regulate  the  system  and  the 
control  would  be. absolute.  As  it  is  now,  no  one  has  any  juris- 
diction outside  a  certain  radius  of  the  market  house.  The  streets 
are  littered  up  and  garbage  strewn  all  over.  The  streets  have 
become  places  to  barter.  Unwholesome  fruits  and  vegetables  are 
likely  to  be  sold  to  the  unsuspecting  public,  and  the  health  of  the 
city  is  thereby  impaired.  Should  a  fire  break  out  in  the  sections 
now  used  for  the  farmer's  market,  it  would  be  impossible  for 
the  fire  apparatus  to  reach  the  scene  without  delay,  which  might 
result  in  a  very  serious  loss  of  life  and  property.   A  rental  should 
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be  charged  for  space  on  these  grounds,  which  would  pay  for  the 
maintenance,  and  in  time  pay  the  city  back  for  its  original  invest- 
ment. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  nuisance  caused  by 
the  hauling  of  hay  and  straw  in  bulk  through  the  streets  of  the 
city. 

It  is  a  fact  that  not  only  farmers  but  hucksters  load  their 
wagons  without  any  thought  of  regularity,  caring  nothing  about 
how  much  they  drop  onto  the  streets.  Three  or  four  baling  sta- 
tions should  be  established  on  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  and  all  hay 
and  straw  should  be  baled  before  entering  the  city. 

I  would  further  suggest  that  the  department  establish  a  muni- 
cipal repair  shop  sufficient  to  take  care  of  all  wagons  and  machin- 
ery. 

A  word  to  you  concerning  the  "Flushing  Machine"  as  a 
street  cleaner.  '  The  system  employed  in  this  city,  I  believe  to  be 
the  most  complete  of  any  in  the  country.  Twenty-eight  machines 
are  worked  night  and  day,  and  the  results  have  been  very  satis- 
factory. 

The  dust  problem  has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum,  street 
sprinkling  is  unnecessary  and  the  cost  of  sewer  flushing  has  been 
reduced,  notwithstanding  the  addition  of  new  sewers  added  to 
the  already  large  mileage. 

A  substantial  reduction  in"  the  cost  of  cleaning  pavements 
has  been  made  over  that  of  "Broom"'  or  "Dry  Cleaning,"  and  the 
health  of  the  city  has  been  greatly  improved.  To  abandon  them 
would  be  next  to  a  calamity. 

The  department  for  the  removal  of  ashes  and  rubbish  is  fast 
approaching  a  success.  We  have  purchased  forty-two  bottom 
dump  wagons  of  four  yards  capacity  each,  and  more  will  be 
needed  in  order  to  give  a  weekly  collection,  which  must  be  done 
in  order  to  handle  the  ash  question  and  make  this  departure 
by  the  city,  a  success.  The  material  is  hauled  to  dumps  and 
used  for  filling  in  low  lands  in  various  parts  of  the  city,  some  of 
which  were  purchased  by  the  Department  of  Parks,  and  when  filled 
will  be  used  for  small  parks  and  playgrounds  for  the  children. 

The  cost  of  removing  ashes  and  rubbish  for  the  year,  includ- 
ing the  cost  of  equipment,  amounted  to  $88,000.00.  The  re- 
moval of  this  material  by  the  city  has  been  a  great  convenience 
to  the  householders  and  has  greatly  improved  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions. Heretofore  a  large  part  of  this  rubbish  was  thrown  into 
vacant  lots,  streets  or  alleys. 
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The  department  sorts  the  material  as  delivered  at  the  dumps, 
picking  out  rags,  metal,  bottles,  paper,  etc.  The  sale  of  this  ma- 
terial will  amount  to  several  thousand  dollars  annually,  and  will 
therefore  assist  us  in  paying  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  depart- 
ment. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  City  Council  pass  an  ordinance 
requiring  householders  to  furnish  metal  cans  of  about  30  to  35 
gallons  capacity,  provided  with  suitable  side  handles,  and  that 
they  be  required  to  put  the  refuse  into  these  cans  and  place  the 
same  at  a  convenient  point  in  the  back  yard  so  the  collectors 
can  easily  remove  them  to  the  wagon.  If  this  were  done  and 
the  people  generally  co-operated  with  the  department,  it  would 
greatly  reduce  the  cost  of  handling  the  material. 

Under  the  present  arrangement  the  collectors  are  compelled  to 
remove  the  ashes  from  barrels,  boxes,  etc.,  making  it  more  ex- 
pensive to  perform  the  work. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  you  and  the  other  members 
of  the  Board,  for  your  hearty  co-operation  and  asisstance  in  our 
work,  also  the  men  employed  in  this  department  for  their  loyal 
support.

The  house-fly  killed  1924  United  States  soldiers  during  the  Spanish-American  war  thru 
the  medium  of  typhoid  fever,  more  than  were  killed  and  wounded  by  Spanish  bullets. 

It  has  been  known  for  many  years  that  typhoid  fever  was  caused  by  germs  taken  through 
the  mouth,  but  it  was  not  until  the  Spanish-American  war  that  the  housefly  was  known  to  be 
largely  responsible  for  its  spread. 

At  Camp  Ramsey,  Minn.,  where  the  Fifteenth  Minnesota  was  in  camp,  what  became  know 
as  illfated  G  company  was  detailed  when  the  regiment  left  for  Georgia  to  police  the  camp.  Thirf 
members  of  the  company  were  taken  ill  with  typhoid  within  a  day,  and  within  a  week  t1 
number  increased  to  fifty,  nearly  half  the  company.    More  than  twenty  men,  of  the  flower 
the  company,  died.    The  sudden  epidemic  has  since  been  charged  to  th©  presence  of  myrif 
of  flies  which  swarmed  the  deserted  company  streets  and  carried  refuse  to  the  cook  tent. 


REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  ENGINEER 


Cleveland,  Ohio,  December  31,  1907. 

Hon.  Board  of  Public  Service, 

City  of  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Gentlemen  : — Herewith  please  find  the  report  of  the  Assist- 
ant Engineers  and  others  in  charge  of  the  various  departments 
of  the  Engineering  Division  showing  the  amount  of  work  done 
during  the  year  1907. 

An  examination  of  the  reports  will  show  that  a  vast  amount 
of  public  work  is  being  annually  constructed.  In  some  depart- 
ments the  value  of  work  supervised  has  not  been  as  large  as  in 
former  years  but  this  was  due  wholly  to  financial  conditions,  and 
had  funds  been  provided  more  of  the  work  already  planned 
would  have  been  constructed.  Large  as  the  amount  of  work 
has  been  during  the  past  few  years  the  demand  for  it  continues 
and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  amount  would  grow 
considerably  should  financial  conditions  be  such  as  to  permit  the 
undertaking  of  the  many  improvements  that  are  becoming  es- 
sential. Grade  crossings,  new  bridges,  rebuilding  of  old  bridges, 
paving,  main  sewers,  intercepting  sewer  extensions,  the  improv- 
ing and  sewering  of  Morgan  Run  and  Kingsbury  Run  valleys, 
and  the  continuation  of  harbor  and  river  improvements  are  all 
projects  demanding  attention,  and  many  of  these  projects  are 
now  begun  and  all  are  intimately  connected  with  the  sanitary 
welfare  and  the  commercial  growth  of  Cleveland. 

During  the  year  1907  there  was  organized  a  department  for 
the  purpose  of  building  delinquent  house  sewer  connections  by 
day  labor  instead  of  by  contract  as  formerly.  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  experiment  has  proven  satisfactory.  The  work 
was  done  at  a  reasonable  cost.  Being  under  the  immediate  con- 
trol of  the  department,  work  could  always  be  pushed  where  and 
when  it  was  necessary  so  that  it  was  possible  to  prevent  inter- 
ference with  or  the  delaying  of  paving  improvements.  This  was 
not  always  the  case  under  the  contract  method,  and  the  improve- 
ment in  this  respect  alone  is  sufficient  to  warrant  the  continuance 
of  this  method  of  laying  the  delinquent  sewer  connections.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  SERVICE 


The  equipment  and  efficiency  of  the -Sewer  Repair  Depart- 
ment is  increasing  year  by  year.  During  1907  horses  and  wagons 
were  purchased,  so  that  now  this  department  is  no  longer  de- 
pendent upon  rented  teams.  The  change  in  this  respect  has 
proven  to  be  a  distinct  advantage. 

No  class  of  improvement  is  perhaps  of  greater  interest  to 
the  public  than  the  elimination  of  railway  grade  crossings.  The 
interference  with  traffic  during  construction  and  the  adjustment 
of  property  damage  on  account  of  same  are  very  important 
items,  and  present  many  difficulties.  During  the  year  the  Penn- 
sylvania crossing  at  Broadway  and  Harvard  avenue  has  been 
completed  and  separates  the  street  and  railway  grades  at  seven 
points  in  this  vicinity. 

The  work  of  separating  grades  at  Clark  avenue  S.  W.  and  the 
Big  Four  Railroad  was  completed,  as  was  also  that  in  connection 
with  the  separation  of  grades  at  Jefferson  avenue  and  the  Wheel- 
ing &  Lake  Erie.  Work  at  Clark  avenue  S.  W.  and  the  B.  &  O. 
Railroad,  Kinsman  road  S.  E.  and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
was  begun  in  1907  and  will  be  completed  during  1908.

The  number  of  employees  except  in  the  first  item  is  subject 
to  variation  depending  upon  the  work,  being  smallest  during  the 
winter  months. 

I  have  collected  these  figures  in  order  to  give  some  idea  of 
the  extent  of  the  work  which  must  be  taken  care  of  by  this  divi- 
sion. In  addition  to  construction  work,  considerable  work  is 
necessary  in  connection  with  surveys,  in  making  plans,  for  and 
investigating  projects  never  constructed  and  in  matters  of  super- 
vision, as  in  the  case  of  house  sewer  connections,  none  of  which 
are  taken  into  account  when  considering  construction  expenses. 
Items  of  this  nature  occur  however  in  all  business  corporations 
so  that  total  expenses  as  herein  outlined  form  a  good  measure 
for  comparison  or  for  estimating  the  extent  of  work  or  business 
done. 

The  detail  work  of  this  department  has  been  carried  on  with- 
out serious  friction  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  the  existence  or 
a  willingness  upon  the  part  of  the  employees  to  take  care  of  their 
work  in  a  faithful  and  businesslike  manner.

REPORT  OF  CITY  CHEMIST 


January  I,  1908. 

Air.  Robert  Hoffmann,  Chief  Engineer. 

Dear  Sir : — I  beg  to  hand  you  a  report  of  the  work  done  in 
the  laboratory  during  the  year  1907,  for  the  Engineering  De- 
partment and  various  other  departments  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Service.  The  laboratory  has  handled  the  chemical  work  and 
physical  testing  required  by  all  of  the  departments  of  the  city 
government  but  no  note  is  here  made  of  the  work  done  for  the 
Health  Department,  that  work  having  been  handled  in  a  sep- 
arate report. 

The  customary  work  for  the  Engineering  Department  has 
consisted  of  the  physical  testing  of  the  cements,  brick  (paving 
and  sewer),  sands  and  such  submitted  samples  of  other  materials 
of  construction  as  required  testing  or  examination. 

The  work  for  the  Lighting  Department  and  pertaining  to 
lighting,  consisted  of  weekly  determinations  of  candle  power  of 
the  illuminating  gas,  taken  at  three  different  stations;  tests  of 
street  burners  to  determine  gas  consumption  upon  the  streets ; 
the  testing  of  gas  meters  both'  natural  and  artificial,  upon  com- 
plaints of  consumers ;  heat  value  determinations  upon  the  natural 
gas,  taken  each  week ;  candle  power  and  shrinkage  determinations 
upon  gas  mantles  submitted  with  bids  for  the  yearly  supply  and 
also  upon  subsequent  shipments  by  the  contractor. 

The  work  for  the  other  departments  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Service  has  been  of  a  miscellaneous  nature,  both  chemical  and 
physical  and  varied  in  amounts,  submitted  from  time  to  time  as 
required  by  the  different  departments. 

CEMENT. 

Acceptance  of  cement  for  the  work  has  been  more  irregularly 
handled  this  year  than  ever  before.  By  reason  of  continual  de- 
lays in  submitting  samples  for  test,  we  have  accepted  cement,  at 
times  throughout  the  year,  upon  accelerated  pat  or  24  hours 
tensile  strength  test,  not  requiring  contractors  to  wait  for  the 
regular  and  complete  seven  day  test.    In  other  events,  we  have 
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accepted  certain  cars  upon  the  contractor's  guarantee,  before  any 
test  was  made.  This  was  done  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work, 
but  it  is  nevertheless  a  bad  practice.  While  we  have  felt  that 
we  have  not  taken  chances  upon  any  unreliable  cement,  accepting 
only  such  material  as  has  been  generally  satisfactory,  I  would 
recommend  a  more  strict  adherance  to  the  seven-day  requirement. 
If  we  insist  upon  the  contractor  having  his  cement  in  for  com- 
plete test  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  he  will  exercise  a  greater 
effort  to  have  his  cement  in  on  time  throughout  the  year ;  where- 
as, if  we  permit  him  to  use  the  material  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  upon  a  short  time  test,  our  system  of  inspection  of  the 
cement  is  destroyed  or,  at  least,  is  liable  at  all  times  to  abuse. 

Six  hundred  and  fifty-eight  car  loads  were  sampled  and  each 
sack  marked  with  the  city  stamp.  Thirty-nine  samples  were  re- 
jected, mostly  upon  failure  to  pass  the  accelerated  test.  As  a 
rule,  the  Portlands  coming  into  this  market  pass  the  tensile 
strength  requirements  satisfactorily.  The  failure  to  pass  the 
hot  tests  is  due  probably  to  an  underburned  or  over  limed  condi- 
tion and  we  reject  all  that  do  not  pass  these  tests  satisfactorily. 

I  append  a  table  showing  the  average  result  of  the  tests  for 
the  year.  Nine  samples  of  natural  cement  were  tested  but  no 
note  is  made  of  them. 


I  append  a  table  showing  result  of  paving  brick  tests  made. 
These  were  submitted,  either  by  the  inspectors  from  the  work 
upon  the  streets  or  by  brick  manufacturers  previous  to  bidding 
upon  the  work. 


One  hundred  and  fifty-four  candle  power  determinations  were 
made  upon  the  artificial  gas.  Below  are  the  average  results  for  the 
vear  at  the  three  different  stations : 


With  the  exception  of  three  weeks  during  September  at  the 
west  side  station,  the  candle  power  has  been  well  within  the  17 
candle  power  requirement,  at  five  feet  per  hour  and  .2-inch  pres- 
sure at  the  photometric  burner.

Candle  power  55.5,  shrinkage  5.9  r/c  ;  shrinkage  determined 
after  burning  48  hours  at  the  main  pressure. 


NATURAL  GAS. 


Heat  value  determinations  were  made  each  week  upon  the 
natural  gas,  as  delivered,  with  the  average  for  the  year  of :

The  gas  showed  a  maximum  value  of  1,086.9,  B.  T.  U.  net, 
on  December  7th  and  a  minimum  of  910.2  B.  T.  U.  net,  on  the  7th 
of  January. 


GAS  METERS. 

Forty-seven  meters  were  tested  upon  complaint  and  deposit 
of  $1.00  by  the  consumers.  Fourteen  were  too  fast,  6  too  slow 
and  the  rest  correct.  In  no  event  was  any  meter  over  2%  too 
fast. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


The  samples  submitted  miscellaneously  from  the  different 
departments  and  samples  upon  which  special  work  was  done 
have  been  in  unusual  number  this  year  and  have  consisted  of : 


Most  of  these  samples  have  been  submitted  in  number  but 
irregularly  from  time  to  time  and  they  are,  therefore,  not  tabu- 
lated. They  represent  a  great  amount  of  work,  however,  as  some 
of  them  required  anywhere  from  three  to  five  chemical  determina- 
tions. 

In  addition  to  the  above  noted  work,  this  laboratory  handles 
all  work  submitted  by  the  Health  Department,  as  well  as  certain 
regular  work,  such  as  milk  and  water  examinations,  for  that 
department. 

By  reason  of  the  varied  nature  of  the  work  and  by  reason 
of  work  being. submitted  and  handled  from  all  departments,  as 
they  require  it,  I  would  strongly  recommend  that  the  laboratory 
of  the  City  Chemist  be  made  a  department  by  itself  under  the 
Board  of  Public  Service.  The  present  arrangement  is  of  an  tin- 
wieldly  nature  and  requires  two  separate  methods  of  record  and 
report.  The  department  consists  of  four  separate  laboratories. 
Two-thirds  of  the  men  are  on  the  Engineer's  roll  and  the  rest  on 
the  roll  of  the  Health  Office,  while  the  Engineer's  department 
maintains  the  laboratory.  The  establishment  of  a  separate  de- 
partment, to  receive  work  from  all  departments  requiring  it,  with 
its  own  appropriation  for  expense  and  maintenance  would  greatly 
facilitate  the  work  and  enable  us  to  handle  it  in  a  more  uniform 
manner  as  to  record,  etc.,  as  well  as  to  provide  a  more  consistent 
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arrangement  for  expense  of  the  work  done  for  the  Health  De- 
partment or  Water  Works  Department,  for  example,  than  the 
present  arrangement,  whereby  the  Engineer's  Department  main- 
tains this  expense.

Dear  Sir : — I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
Department  of  Plats  and  Surveys  for  the  year  ending  December 
.31,  1907. 

Thirty-six  plats  of  allotments  have  been  examined,  reported 
on  and  approved  by  the  City  Council,  in  which  fifty-nine  streets 
and  alleys  with  a  total  length  of  8.6  miles  were  dedicated  to  the 
public. 

Eight  hundred  and  forty  monuments  were  referenced,  four 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  monuments  were  reset  and  surveys  com- 
pleted on  sixty-nine  miles  of  streets;  also  twenty-one  encroach- 
ment and  twenty-one  street  opening  surveys  were  completed. 

Preliminary  estimates  "and  maps  were  made  for  the  opening 
or  widening  of  fifty  streets.  Seventy-five  maps  were  made  for 
the  Law  Department,  councilmen  and  others. 

Tracings  of  one  hundred  allotments  were  made ;  seventyfive 
streets  were  accepted  by  ordinance  and  forty  streets  named. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  descriptions  of  property  purchased 
or  sold  were  written  and  much  time  was  spent  for  the  Law  De- 
partment in  searching  old  records. 

The  total  area  of  the  City  of  Cleveland  is  41.16  square  miles 
and  the  total  length  of  the  streets  and  alleys  is  660  miles.  There 
were  no  suburban  annexations  made  during  the  past  year.  In 
1908  the  proposed  annexation  of  the  Village  of  Collin  wood  will 
increase  the  work  in  this  department  to  a  large  extent.

INTERCEPTING  SEWER  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir : — I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  work 
done  in  the  Department  of  Intercepting  Sewers  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1907. 

The  outlet  for  the  Intercepting  Sewer  system  was  completed 
with  the  ending  of  the  year,  and  the  settling  basin  and  appurten- 
ances are  all  in  operation,  and  the  entire  flow  of  the  system  as 
now  in  use  is  being  carried  out  2,600  feet  in  Lake  Erie. 

Two  thousand  six  hundred  feet  of  63-inch  riveted  steel  pipe 
was  floated  out  from  East  9th  street  pier  in  lengths  of  150  feet. 
Plugs  in  the  bulkheads  in  the  end  of  the  pipes  were  knocked  out 
and  water  allowed  to  fill  the  pipe,  which  was  then  lowered  into 
a  trench  previously  excavated  on  the  bottom  of  the  lake.  These 
150-foot  lengths  were  connected  under  the  water  by  means  of  a 
special  submarine  joint,  which  had  to  be  carefully  made  by  a 
diver.  The  outlet  end  of  the  pipe  is  protected  by  a  crib  sur- 
rounded by  rip-rap. 

The  shore  end  of  the  work  consists  of  a  concrete  steel  basin 
into  which  the  main  sewer  empties.  The  basin  is  fitted  with 
screens  and  valves  and  a  by-pass  sewer  by  means  of  which  the 
flow  can  be  diverted  from  the  basin  and  emptied  either  directly 
into  the  lake  or  into  the  steel  outlet  pipe,  as  conditions  may  arise. 
A  smaller  basin  is  provided  for  the  Collinwood  sewers  and  the 
basin  is  also  equipped  with  the  necessary  screens,  valves  and 
other  appurtenances.  The  grading  of  the  ground  around  the 
basin  will  have  to  be  done  in  the  spring. 

The  two  easterly  jetties  along  the  city  property  at  the  out- 
let were  completed  in  the  winter  while  the  lake  was  frozen.  The 
entire  front  of  the  city  property  is  now  protected  with  four  stone 
jetties  that  have  already  made  considerable  beach,  and  will  prove 
a  valuable  protection. 

The  Intercepting  Sewer  tunnel  in  Gordon  Park  that  was 
started  in  the  fall  of  1906  was  completed  early  in  the  summer 
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and  the  system  is  now  in  operation  from  East  79th  street  to  the 
outlet,  a  distance  of  about  three  and  a  half  (3.5)  miles. 

The  portion  of  the  Interceptor  in  Breakwater  avenue  N.  W. 
from  West  58th  street  to  West  65th  street  was  completed,  a  por- 
tion of  it  being  successfully  built  in  tunnel. 

The  concrete  apron  of  the  Marquette  street  sewer  outlet  was 
extended  and  the  sheet  piling  extended  further  into  the  lake. 

Contracts  were  let- and  work  started  on  three  sections  of  the 
Interceptor  in  Lakeside  avenue  N.  E.  the  sections  extending  from 
East  40th  street  to  East  20th  street,  a  distance  of  about  one  mile. 
The  East  40th  street  sewer  will  be  used  as  a  temporary  outlet. 

Two  of  these  sections  have  a  diameter  of  11  feet  9  inches, 
the  other  11  feet  6  inches.  The  sewers  are  being  built  in  tunnel, 
of  four  rings  of  shale  brick  laid  in  Portland  cement  mortar.  The 
work  is  being  carried  on  under  air  pressure  and  l>y  the  use  of 
hydraulic  shields.  One  shaft  is  located  at  East  33rd  street  and 
the  work  is  being  carried  on  east  and  west  from  this  shaft.  The 
other  shaft  is  at  East  26th  street,  the  work  being  carried  on  west 
from  that  point.  The  tunnels  are  being  constructed  at  the  rate 
of  700  feet  a  month. 

The  operation  of  the  old  Glenville  filter  beds  was  dispensed 
with  by  the  extension  of  the  Intercepting  Sewer  system  by  means 
of  which  all  the  sewage  entering  the  beds  was  taken  directly 
into  the  Main  Interceptor,  the  Lake  Mew  avenue  sewer  also  being 
taken  care  of  in  the  same  way. 

The  cost  of  the  work  done  in  connection  with  intercepting 
sewers  during  1907  was  $201,552.39. 

It  (is  to-be  hoped  that  the  necessary  funds  can  be  obtained 
to  continue  the  work  of  constructing  the  Interceptor  from  East 
40th  street  to  East  79th  street,,  and  to  build  the  section  between 
East  1 2th  street  and  East  20th  street.  It  is  quite  probable  that 
there  will  be  sufficient  funds  remaining  to  build  the  latter  section 
even  if  no  additional  appropriation  is  obtained. 

The  East  79th  street  (Broad  street),  East  79th  street  outlet 
in  Gordon  Park,  and  Woodhill  road  local  sewers  were  completed " 
under  the  supervision  of  this  department. 

The  table  attached  hereto  shows  the  status  of  the  Intercepting 
Sewer  system  to  January  1,  1908.

Dear  Sir : — I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in 
the  Paving  Department  for  the  year  1907.  , 

One  hundred  and  twenty-one  streets  were  paved  or  repaved 
during  the  year,  one  of  which  was  paved  with  Tar  Macadam,  0.2 
miles  in  length;  four  with  asphalt,  1.4  miles  in  length;  six  with 
Medina  stone,  1.3  miles  in  length ;  one  hundred  and  ten  with  brick, 
26.8  miles  in  length,  or  a  total  of  29.7  miles,  at  a  cost  of  $1,020,- 
477.66,  exclusive  of  inspection  and  advertising.  This  is  the  larg- 
est amount  of  paving  work  done  in  any  year  in  the  city's  history. 
The  amounts  and  kinds  of  paving  in  the  city  at  the  close  of  the 
year  1907  is  as  follows :

Two  hundred  and  two  streets  were  cross-sectioned,  47.7 
miles  in  length.  Working  profiles  were  made  of  all  streets  cross- 
sectioned.  Grades  were  established  on  seventy  streets,  13.2  miles 
in  length.  Profiles  of  all  streets  on  which  grades  were  established 
were  platted  in  profile  books.  Maps  were  made  of  all  streets 
paved  showing  in  detail  the  curb  lines,  sewers  in  streets,  profile 
of  streets  and  the  location  of  all  new  and  old  catchbasins.  Pre- 
liminary estimates  were  made  on  which  the  tax  was  based  for 
grading,  draining,  curbing  and  paving  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
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four  streets  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $1,451,011.85.  Including 
twenty-two  streets  not  completed  during  1907,  there  will  be 
paved  during  1908  two  hundred  and  thirty-three  streets,  42.7 
miles  in  length,  costing  approximately  $1,783,794.31.

Dear  Sir : — The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  work 
done  by  the  River  and  Harbor  Department  during  1907. 

LAKE  FRONT  IMPROVEMENT.  As  in  1906,  the 
dredged  material  from  Cuyahoga  River  was  dumped  in  front  of 
the  pier  and  then  cast  behind  the  pier  by  means  of  a  clam  shell 
dredge  and  a  dipper  dredge.  The  available  space  behind  the  pier, 
in  this  manner,  has  been  completely  covered  and  a  very  satisfactory 
rill  made. 

CUYAHOGA  RIVER  DREDGING.  ,  On  March  27th,  the 
dredging  began  and  during  April  95,000  cubic  yards  were  re- 
moved, and  in  May  50,000.  The  season  ended  August  28th,  1907. 
The  removal  of  so  much  of  the  material  in  the  early  spring  was 
a  great  benefit  to  shipping  as  the  bulk  of  the  dredging  was  done 
before  navigation  opened  and  about  May  1st,  a  steamer  420x50 
drawing  twenty  feet  of  water  was  able  to  discharge  her  cargo  at  t 
the  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  dock  opposite  the  Central  Furnace. 
This  marked  a  new  record  for  the  City  in  having  a  clear  channel 
ready  so  early  in  the  season. 

The  amount  of  material  removed  was  229,406  cubic  yards, 
costing  $54,653.28. 

Inspection  cost  $580.20. 

New  dumping  grounds  were  established  north  of  E.  105th 
Street  where  our  dredged  material  will  be  taken  to  in  the  future. 

The  increased  length  and  beam  of  vessels  using  Cuyahoga 
River  has  made  it  necessary  to  dredge  closer  and  closer  to  the 
docks,  especially  at  the  turns  in  the  river. 

This  fact  makes  it  more  rirgent  for  a  larger  dredging  fund 
each  year  in  order  that  we  can  take  care  of  the  increased  amount 
of  dredging. 

Repairs  were  made  to  the  Mahoning  Street  (S)  dock  at  a 
cost  of  $481.31. 
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Receipts  for  rent  of  docks  and  wharves  were  $2,855.28,  an 
increase  of  $671.88  over  1906'. 

In  the  following  table  will  be  found  the  cost  of  River  and 
Harbor  Work  since  1901.

Sir : — I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  work  done 
by  the  Department  of  Sewers  and  Drains  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1907. 

There  were  40  contracts  carried1  over  from  1906  and  77  con- 
tracts entered  into,  making  117  sewers  under  City  contract  for 
the  year;  of  these  100  have  been  completed,  leaving  17  contracts 
to  be  completed  next  year,  of  which  number  12  are  under  con- 
struction. In  addition  there  were  14  sewer  spurs  built  in  advance 
of  street  paving  and  57  sewers  built  under  informal  contracts  and 
by  property  owners  through  private  contracts  (all  excepting  11 
built  by  the  Sewer  Maintenance  Department  and  the  House  Con- 
nection Department)  under  the  supervision  of  this  Department. 
The  total  length  of  main  sewers  built  was  27.48  miles  and  the 
total  cost  of  those  built  under  the  supervision  of  this  Department 
exclusive  of  Inspection,  Interest  Charges  or  Advertising  was 
$614,721.23,  the  work  being  shown  in  detail  by  the  accompanying 
table. 

In  addition  to  the  construction  work  some  progress  has  been 
made  toward  extending  the  accurate  system  of  Bench  Marks, 
.  which  was  commenced  several  years  ago.  The  district  west  of 
the  river  is  covered  sufficiently  and  extensions  can  easily  be  kept 
in  advance  of  -all  construction  work.  In  the  district  east  of  the 
river  the  only  benches  on  this  system  up  to  the  present  year  was 
the  circuit  run  for  the  Intercepting  sewer  and  most  of  the  con- 
struction work  was  handled  from  the  old  benches  having  an  error 
in  some  places  of  .6  of  a  foot.  The  other  principal  circuits  were 
run  and  the  construction  work  was  this  year  for  the  first  time 
handled  entirely  from  these  benches.  There  is  however,  much 
work  to  be  done  on  this  system,  and  as  the  benefit  is  general  to 
the  Division  of  Engineering,  I  suggest  that  a  Field  Party  from 
each  Department  be  put  exclusively  on  this  work  for  three  weeks, 
after  which  this  department  can  handle  it. 

The  general  sewer  may  of  the  city  has  not  been  kept  up 
since  1896,  this  department  in  conjunction  with  the  Draughting 
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Department  has  started  work  on  a  map  on  sheets  in  folio  form. 
The  map  should  be  completed  and  then  kept  up  to  date  as  the 
work  of  both  Departments  is  handicapped  without  it.  It  will 
take  some  time  to  complete  it  in  addition  to  the  routine  work  and 
if  it  can  be  satisfactorily  arranged,  I  suggest  that  a  Draughtsman 
be  detailed  to  finish  the  map.

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report 
of  the  Department  of  Bridges  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1907. 

JEFFERSON  AVE.  S.  W.  BASCULE  BRIDGE.  The 
superstructure,  approaches  and  pier  protections  of  the  structure 
were  completed  last  summer  and  the  bridge  put  in  commission 
the  latter  part  of  July. 

EAST  JEFFERSON  AVE.  S.  E.  BRIDGE.  The  founda- 
tions of  this  bridge  are  nearing  completion ;  the  concrete  work  will 
be  finished  within  the  next  two  weeks ;  the  steel  work  is  all  fab- 
ricated and  will  probably  be  erected  before  May  1st,  1908.  It  is 
expected  to  pave  the  bridge  and  approaches  next  season.  It  was 
originally  contemplated  to  build  a  retaining  wall  along  the  south- 
*  erly  street  line  from  this  structure  to  the  bascule  bridge  over  the 
new  river  channel,  but  later  an  agreement  with  the  Cleveland 
Trinidad  Paving  Co.,  was  made  for  slope  rights,  the  considera- 
tion being  $6,500.00 ;  the  slope  rights  cover  a  strip  forty  feet  in 
width  and  for  the  full  length  of  the  frontage  of  the  Paving  Com- 
pany ;  as  the  grade  of  the  street  was  raised  considerably  above 
the  original  grade,  the  Cleveland  Trinidad  Paving  Co.  was  paid 
$8,500.00  damages. 

EAGLE  AVENUE  BRIDGE.  During  the  past  year  plans 
were  made  and  contracts  entered  into  for  a  new  bridge  to  replace 
the  old  wooden  bridge  on  Eagle  avenue  S.  E.  over  the  B.  &  O.  Ry. 
tracks.  The  new  structure  is  of  steel  with  solid  floor  construction. 
The  roadway  of  the  bridge  is  18  ft.  and  walks  5  ft  6  in.  The  im- 
provement includes  concrete  wall  from  the  bridge  to  W.  3rd  St., 
the  same  replacing  the  old  timber  bulkheads.  The  substructure 
is  practically  completed  and  ready  for  the  steel  work.    The  steel 
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work  will  probably  be  erected  within  the  next  three  months.  In 
order  to  straighten  the  street  from  the  railroad  to  Canal  Rd.  S. 
E.,  a  strip  of  property  situated  at  the  corner  of  Eagle  Ave.  S.  E. 
and  Canal  Rd.  S.  E.  was  purchased  from  F.  W.  Gehring,  the 
consideration  being  $4,000.  It  is  expected  to  pave  the  bridge  and 
approaches  during  the  ensuing  year. 

DUGWAY  BROOK  BRIDGE.  E.  120th  St.  bridge  com- 
menced in  1906,  was  completed  during  the  past  year.  The  old 
wooden  bridge  on  Moulton  avenue  and  the  one  on  E.  123rd  St. 
were  replaced  during  the  past  year  by  reinforced  concrete  struc- 
tures. All  the  old  wooden  bridges  over  Dugway  Brook  from 
Euclid  avenue  to  Superior  avenue  have  now  been  replaced  by  per- 
manent concrete  structures. 

PENNSYLVANIA  RY.  GROUP  NO.  5,  GRADE  CROSS- 
ING. The  paving  of  all  streets  effected  by  the  separation  of 
grades  of  the  Pennsylvania  Ry.,  Group  No.  5,  was  completed  dur- 
ing the  past  season,  also  the  retaining  wall  and  grading  of  the  ap- 
proaches to  Seager  Avenue  S.  E.  subway,  also  the  grading  of  the 
easterly  approach  to  the  subway  from  E.  86th  St.  to  E.  89th  St. 

CLARK  AVE.  S.  W.  BIG  FOUR  RY.  GRADE  CROSS- 
ING. The  concrete  railway  bridge  over  Clark  Ave.  S.  W.  was 
completed  last  September,  and  the  street  pavement  completed  last 
October.  The  construction  of  retaining  walls  and  stairways  on 
each  side  of  W.  61  st  St.  was  commenced  last  November.  To  date 
about  80  per  cent  of  the  work  has  been  done. 

KINSMAN  RD.  S.  E.  PENNSYLVANIA  RY.  GRADE 
CROSSING.  Work  on  this  improvement  was  commenced  last 
June.  The  substructure  is  completed  and  the  grading  will  prob- 
ably be  completed  within  the  next  three  months.  The  work  of 
fabricating  the  steel  work  has  not  yet  commenced,  but  the  con- 
tractor assures  us  that  he  will  finish  the  work  within  the  specified 
time. 

CLARK  AVE.  S.  W.  C.  T.  &  V.  RY.  AND  C.  L.  &  W.  RY. 
GRADE  SEPARATION.  The  work  on  this  improvement  was 
commenced  last  August.  'The  east  abutment  is  completed,  the 
west  abutment  about  half  built  and  the  footings  of  all  piers  are 
built.  It  will  take  about  a  month  to  finish  the  concrete  work  and 
about  four  months  to  make  the  embankment.  It  is  expected  to  ad- 
vertise for  bids  for  the  steel  work  within  the  next  two  months. 
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JEFFERSON  AVE.  S.  W.  W.  &  L.  E.  RY.  GRADE  SEP- 
ARATION. The  substructure  and  superstructure  of  the  bridge 
and  grading  the  approaches  of  this  improvement  was  completed 
during  the  past  year.  The  paving  will  be  done  during  the  en- 
suing year. 

BRIDGE  REPAIRS.  The  southerly  half  of  the  roadway 
on  Central  Viaduct  was  entirely  renewed  during  the  past  year,  it 
is  expected  to  renew  the  northerly  half  during  the  ensuing  year. 

HIGH  LEVEL  BRIDGES.    The  vessel  owners  consent  to  a 
clearance  of  ninety-three  feet  over  the  river  will  greatly  simplify 
the  High-level  bridge  problem.   The  roadway  of  Central  Viaduct 
"  will  probably  not  have  to  be  raised.    The  roadway  of  Superior 
Viaduct  will  have  to  be  raised  about  thirty-five  feet. 

EXPENDITURES.  The  expenditures  made  on  improve- 
ments and  for  repairing  and  operating  the  various  city  bridges 
during  the  past  year  are  listed  in  the  following  schedules.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUNICIPAL  LIGHTING 

DIVISION 


December  31,  1907. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Springborn,  President  Board  of  Public  Service. 

Dear  Sir : — I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Lighting  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1907. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1907  there  were  13,069  lamps  in 
service.  This  number  has  been  decreased  until  we  now  have 
12,588,  making  a  decrease  of  481.  This  decrease  is  caused  by 
erecting  Electric  Arc  lamps  on  streets  formerly  lighted  by  gas 
and  vapor  lamps.  This  number  includes  the  460  vapor  lamps 
used  in  lighting  the  City  Parks,  also  all  lamps  at  railroad  cross- 
ings, etc.  During  the  year  there  was  a  decrease  of  778  gas 
lamps  and  50  vapor  lamps  and  an  increase  of  349  arc  lamps.  The 
actual  number  of  lamps  in  service,  therefore,  is  as  follows :

The  contract  price  for  electric  lamps  furnished  by  Cleveland 
Electric  Illuminating  Co.  during  the  year  was  $67.92  per  lamp. 
Bids  have  been  received  and  a  contract  entered  into  with  the  same 
company  for  the  year  1908  at  $54.96,  which  will  result  in  a  sav- 
ing of  $18,144.00.  A  contract  has  also  been  made  with  the  Muni- 
cipal Electric  Light  Plant  to  furnish  arc  lamps  for  the  year  1908 
at  $54.96,  which  will  make  a  further  saving  to  this  department 
of  $6,778.08  or  a  total  saving  of  $24,922.08.    The  above  figures 
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are  based  on  the  actual  number  of  lamps  in  service  on  January 
I,  1908. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  gas  consumed,  burners 
are  taken  from  lamps  in  the  various  sections  of  the  city  and  tested 
by  the  City  Chemist.  The  result  of  these  tests  show  that  an  aver- 
age of  2.95  feet  of  gas  is  consumed  by  each  burner  per  hour. 
This  is  somewhat  less  than  last  year,  the  average  for  1906  being 
2.97  feet  per  hour,  making  the  cost  of  gas  consumed  during  the 
year  1907,  $6.32  for  each  gas  lamp.

Since  the  expiration  of  the  last  contract  which  was  April  i, 
1905,  the  city  has  been  taking  care  of  all  vapor  lamps.  During 
the  year  1906  it  cost  the  city  to  care  for  and  maintain  these  lamps, 
$18.61  per  lamp.  The  cost  of  caring  for  same  during  year  1907 
was  $24.21.  The  increased  cost  over  1906  is -due  to  the  advanced 
price  of  gasoline,  which  is  an  average  of  5  1-6  cents  per  gallon. 

The  total  expenditure  for  1907  for  all  purposes  amounts  to 
$296,733.05,  which  was  $15,539.09  less  than  was  needed  to  run 
the  department,  said  last  amount  being  bills  held  over  for  pay- 
ment in  1908.

You  will  note  the  average  cost  per  lamp  of  all  kinds  has 
increased  over  the  year  1906  which  is  due  to  discontinuing  gas 
and  vapor  lamps  and  replacing  them  with  Electric  arc  lamps, 
which  decreases  the  number  of  lamps  in  service,  as  we  can  discon- 
tinue on  an  average  of  four  gas  or  vapor  lamps  by  erecting  one 
Electric  arc  lamp  which  has  a  tendency  to  increase  the  cost.  This 
cost  will,  no  doubt,  be  smaller  in  the  year  1908,  owing  to  the  new 
contract  entered  into  with  the  Cleveland  Electric  Illuminating  Co., 
which  is  $12.96  per  lamp  less  than  in  1907.

We  now  employ  180  lamp  lighters,  165  of  which  are  boys 
and  young  men  ranging  from  15  to  19  years  of  age  who  are  at- 
tending high  school  and  college.  They  do  all  the  lighting,  ex- 
tinguishing and  cleaning  of  all  gas  lamps  in  the  city,  for  which 
they  receive  a  salary  of  $18.00  per  month.  Each  route  averages 
about  60  lamps. 

The  remaining  15  lighters  are  men  wHo  light,  clean  and  care 
for  the  gasoline  or  vapor  lamps,  for  which  they  receive  75  cents 
per  month  per  lamp,  each  lighter  furnishing  his  own  horse  and 
harness.  The  city  furnishes  cart  and  all  supplies.  Each  route 
averages  about  115  lamps. 

The  remainder  of  the  force  consists  of  Superintendent, 
Superintendent's  clerk,  two  inspectors,  one  chief  repairman,  three 
gas  repairmen,  one  vapor  repairman  and  two  shopmen. 
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The  Department  has  two  supply  houses  where  all  supplies 
for  the  repair  and  equipment  of  lamps  are  kept.  This  has  re- 
sulted in  the  saving  of  considerable  time  to  lighters  in  securing  the 
needed  supplies,  and  also  made  it  possible  to  make  repairs  to  lamps 
without  delay. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  inventory  of  the 
property  of  the  Lighting  Department  on  January  I,  1908,  which 
shows  a  total  of  $149,185.71. 

Accompanying  this  report  you  will,  find  the  complete  de- 
tailed report  of  the  operations  of  the  Municipal  Electric  Light 
Plant. 

I  desife  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Department  of  Police 
for  the  assistance  rendered  in  reporting  lights  out  and  also  to  ex- 
press my  appreciations  to  the  employes  of  the  Lighting  Depart- 
ment for  their  hearty  co-operation.

Dear  Sir — We  have  completed  our  third  regular  audit  of  the 
books  of  account  and  records  of  the  Municipal  Electric  Light 
Plant,  from  July  1,  1907,  to  the  close  of  business  December  31, 
1907,  covering  a  period  of  six  months'  operations. 

We  submit  herewith  complete  exhibits  showing  the  details  of 
the  operations  of  the  plant  during  this  period,  and  we  have  also 
made  profit  statement  showing  the  previous  six  months'  business, 
so  that  the  entire  year's  business  is  shown  in  this  report. 

In  making  this  audit,  we  verified  all  cash  income  shown  on 
the  records,  all  of  which  we  found  to  be  fully  accounted  for.  We 
also  verified  all  expenditures  by  comparison  with  the  vouchers  on 
file,  all  of  which  we  found  to  be  complete  and  properly  approved. 
As  heretofore,  we  personally  made  the  closing  entries  and  we  in- 
cluded all  adjustments  for  unpaid  vouchers  at  December  31,  1907, 
and  other  items. 

We  found  that  the  total  income  for  the  past  year  for  current, 
power,  etc.,  supplied  to  private  consumers,  amounted  to  $15,524.07. 
To  this  income  there  has  been  added  the  sum  of  $27,178.48,  rep- 
resenting the  amount  charged  to  the  city  for  arc  lighting.  There 
was  an  average  of  39967-100  arc  lights  lighted  during  the  year, 
and  these  have  been  charged  to  the  city  at  $67.92  per  light,  this 
being  the  rate  claimed  to  have  been  charged  for  similar  service 
by  private  companies.  The  total  income,  therefore,  to  the  plant 
for  private  and  city  lights,  etc.,  amounted  to  $42,720.55  for  the 
year.  The  operating,  maintenance  and  general  expenses  for  the 
year  amounted  to  $31,830.12,  leaving  an  operating  profit  of 
$10,890.43.  We  have  deducted  from  this  item,  interest  on  the 
entire  investment  of  the  city  at  4%  per  annum,  amounting  to 
$5-353-6°>  and  depreciation  charges  amounting  to  $7,713.63. 
Therefore,  the  plant  fell  short  of  earning  its  interest  and  deprecia- 
tion charges  for  1907  in  the  amount  of  $2,176.80.  Deducting 
from  this  deficit  the  net  profit  of  $1,553-33  at  January  1,  1908,  the 
net  deficit  to  the  city  at  January  1,  1908,  amounts  to  $623.47. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  deduction  for  depreciation  at  the 
rate  of  5%  on  the  old  buildings  (but  no  depreciation  on  the  new

buildings)  and  10%  on  all  equipment  owned  January  I,  1.907. 
This  we  consider  a  very  liberal  depreciation  deduction. 

We  submit  itemized  exhibits  showing  a  cost  of  $3741  per 
lamp  for  lighting  arc  lamps  for  the  year,  without  including  as 
expenses  any  charges  for  interest,  taxes  and  depreciation.  With 
these  items  included  in  the  expenses,  the  cost  is  $73.37  per  lamp 
for  the  year.  Both  of  these  costs  include  the  profit  or  the  loss  on 
account  of  the  sale  of  current  to  private  consumers. 

We  hereby  certify  that  the  annexed  financial,  income  and  ex- 
pense and  other  exhibits  are  in  accordance  and  agree  with  the 
books  of  account  and  records  at  the  date  named.

REPORT  OF  DIVISION  OF  NIGHTSOIL 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Public  Service,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Gentlemen : — Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  the  annual  report  of 
the  Department  of  Nightsoil  for  the  year  1907. 

We  have  removed  approximately  10,753^  cubic  ,yards  of 
nightsoil  from  premises  throughout  the  city  this  "year  as  against 
8,796  cubic  yards  last  year,  an  increase  of  1,967^  cubic  yards. 
This  department  again  proved  itself  more  than  self-sustaining  as 
we  show  an  increased  profit  over-  last  year.  Our  net  earning  of 
$4,437.05  is  figured  on  a  basis  of  cash  on  hand.  To  this  should 
be  added  $219.10  bills  receivable,  for  work  done  during  1907  and 
not  yet  paid  for  ;  also  $703.25  increased  value  of  our  outfit  as 
shown  by  comparison  of  our  1906  and  1907  inventory.  These 
items  added  to  our  net  cash  earnings  would  bring  our  earnings 
for  1907  to  $5,359.40. 

The  number  of  cubic  yards  removed  by  this  department  by

Dear  Sir — We  have  completed  our  audit  of  the  books  of  ac- 
count and  records  of  the  Cleveland  Garbage  Collection  and  Dis- 
posal Plant,  at  Willow,  O.,  'dating  from  our  last  report,  June  30, 
1907,  down  to  the  close  of  business  December  31,  1907. 

We  examined  all  transactions  during  this  period  and  com- 
pared the  disbursements  with  the  itemized  vouchers  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  City  Auditor.  We  found  that  all  cash  disbursements 
had  been  fully  recorded  on  the  records  and  that  all  cash  income 
evidenced  by  the  records  on  file  was  fully  accounted  for. 

We  direct  your  attention  to  the  detailed  exhibits  submitted 
herewith  and  made  a  part  of  this  report,  showing  the  gross  income 
for  the  six  months  ending  December  31,  1907,  amounting  to 
$61,639.83.  This  amount  added  to  the  income  for  the  first  six 
months  of  the  calendar  year  1907,  amounting  to  $67,590.81,  makes 
a  total  income  for  the  calendar  year  1907  of  $129,230.64.  This 
amount  compares  with  $106,990.41,  the  total  income  for  the  cal- 
endar year  1906,  an  increase  of  $22,240.23. 

We  account  for  $15,662.73  of  this  increase  by  the  greater 
prices  received  for  the  product,  and  the  balance,  amounting  to 
$6,577.50,  by  the  increased  amount  of  product  produced. 

The  operating  expenses  at  Willow,  O.,  amount. to  $41,785.25 
for  the  six  months  ending  December  31,  1907,  and  $43,508.42  for 
the  previous  six  months,  making  a  total  expense  at  Willow,  O.,  for 
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the  calendar  year  1907  of  $85,293.67.  This  amount  compares 
with  $83,383.98  for  the  calendar  year  1906.  This  increase, 
amounting  to  $1,909.69,  we  account  for  as  follows:

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The  extraordinary  expenses,  which  include  depreciation  on 
the  machinery,  plant  and  equipment  at  Willow  at  the  rate  of  10% 
per  annum  and  depreciation  on  wagons,  horses,  stable  and  other 
equipment  at  Canal  Street  at  the  rate  of  10%  per  annum,  amount 
to  $8,970.79  for  the  six  months  ending  December  31,  1907.  This 
amount  compares  with  $6,727.54  for  the  previous  six  months, 
making  a  total  of  $15,698.33  for  the  calendar  year  1907,  against 
$8,891.79  for  the  year  1906.  This'  increase,  amounting  to 
$6,806.54,  is  accounted  for  as  follows :  Machinery,  plant  and 
equipment  at  Willow,  $5,983.55  ;  increase  on  wagons,  horses  and 
stables  at  Canal  Street,  $1,448.49,  and  a  decrease  in  the  losses  on 
horses,  cars,  etc.,  of  $625.50.  There  was  received  during  the  cal- 
endar year  1907  the  sum  of  $95,657.00  for  taxes,  which  compares 
with  $85,423.04  for  the  calendar  year  1906.  This  income  has  not 
been  considered  as  an  operating  earning  to  the  plant. 

We  submit  herewith  comparative  itemized  statement  showing 
the  details  of  the  operating  and  income  and  expenses,  which  shows 
a  net  operating  expense  of  $64,393.83  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1907,  as  the  cost  to  the  city,  excluding  interest  on  the 
investment  but  including,  depreciation  charges,  for  reducing 
75,211,500  pounds  of  garbage  during  the  year  1907. 

The  plant  has  received  5,429,500  pounds  more  garbage  dur- 
ing the  year  1907  than  1906,  making  an  average  monthly  increase 
in  the  amount  of  garbage  handled  of  452,458  pounds.

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT. 


Herewith  will  be  found  the  annual  reports,  for  the  year  1907, 
■of  the  Park,  Public  Bath  and  Market  Divisions  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Service. 

THE  PARKS. 

Attractions — Sixty-two  band  concerts  were  given  during  the 
summer,  27  on  Sunday  afternoons,  17  evenings  and  18  on  the  oc- 
casions of  special  celebrations.  Two  concerts  were  held  each  Sun- 
day— one  on  the  West  Side,  alternating  between  Edgewater  and 
Brookside  Parks,  and  one  on  the  East  Side,,  alternating  between 
Gordon  and  Woodland  Hills  Parks.  The  evening  concerts  were 
held  in  Wade,  Miles,  Clinton,  Sterling,  Fairview  and  Lincoln 
Parks  and  on  the  Hay  Market,  giving  each  section  of  the  city  an 
opportunity  to -share  in  the  pleasure  this  form  of  entertainment 
affords. 

The  special  celebrations  provided  were  the  following: 

February  5  the  preliminaries  of  the  School  Children's  Skating 
Contests  were  held  at  Rockefeller,  Garfield  and  Brookside  Parks. 
The  winners  at  each  park  contested  for  the  city  school  champion- 
ship medals  at  Wade  Park  on  February  9. 

During  May  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League's  field  days 
were  held  in  Brookside,  Rockefeller,  Garfield  and  Edgewater 
Parks. 

The  Schiller-Goethe  monument,  erected  in  Wade  Park,  was 
dedicated  on  Sunday,  June  9.  Fifty  thousand  people  attended  this 
celebration,  large  delegations  being  in  attendance  from  neighbor- 
ing towns.  On  September  1  the  German  Singing  Societies  of 
Pittsburg,  Allegheny  and  surrounding  Pennsylvania  towns  vis- 
ited the  park  to  view  the  statue.  The  Schiller-Goethe  memorial  is 
a  valuable  addition  and  a  handsome  attraction  to  our  park  system, 
and  the  German-speaking  citizens  of  Cleveland  are  entitled  to  the 
gratitude  and  congratulations  of  the  people  of  this  city  for  their 
valued  gift  and  for  their  successful  and  fitting  celebration  of  its 
dedication. 

The  German  turning  societies  had  their  annual  Turnfest  in 
Rockefeller.  Park  on  Sunday,  June  16.  The  attendance  at  this 
event  numbered  35,000. 
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"May  Day"  exercises  were  held  June  18  in."  Gordon,  Garfield,. 
Edgewater  and  Brookside  Parks.  The  event  was  postponed  to 
this  late  date  on  account  of  the  severity  of  the  weather. 

"Cleveland  Day,"  July  22,  was  celebrated  in  the  morning  by 
the  raising  of  the  flag  and  crowning  of  the  Moses  Cleaveland  mon- 
ument in  the  Public  Square  by  the  Old  Settlers'  Association.  The 
usual  romping  exercises  for  the  children  were  held  in  the  after- 
noon in  Gordon,  Wade,  Garfield,  Woodland  Hills,  Edgewater  and 
Brookside  Parks. 

"Elephant  Day"  was  celebrated  at  Brookside  Parkvjuly  27. 
Children  were  for  the  first  time  permitted  to  ride  Minnie,  the  ele- 
phant purchased  by  them  through  the  Cleveland  Press  for  the 
new  zoo. 

The  annual  outing  for  the  orphans  of  the  city,  under  the  aus- 
pices of  a  citizens'  committee,  was  conducted  on  August  20.  The 
orphans  took  lunch  at  Gordon  Park,  where  a  band  concert  was 
provided  by  this  department  for  their  entertainment. 

Religious  services  were  permitted,  in  Wade,- Brookside  and 
Clinton  Parks  on  Sundays  during  the  summer. 

Sports — During  the  summer  this  department  maintained  65 
baseball  diamonds,  23  in  the  parks  and  42  on  vacant  lots  through- 
out the  city.  Four  thousand  games,  attended  by  1,200,000  specta- 
tors, were  played  on  these  grounds. 

Ten  football  gridirons  were  maintained  in  the  parks  during 
the  fall,  seven  for  rugby  and  three  for  soccer  football. 

The  Gordon  Park  golf  links  were  largely  used.  The  new 
links  at  Woodland  Hills  Park  will  be  ready  for  use  the  beginning 
of  the  coming  season,  when  the  Gordon  course  will  be  abandoned. 

Five  double,  or  10  single,  tennis  courts  were  provided  in  the 
parks  last  summer.  This  was  an  increase  of  seven  single  courts 
over  1906.  A  space  for  field  hockey  was  provided  at  Edgewater 
Park. 

Nine  children's  playgrounds,  equipped  with  basket  ball  and 
hand  ball  courts,  traveling" and  flying  rings,  swings,  giant  strides, 
turning  poles,  horizontal  and  parallel  bars,  trapezes,  teeter  boards 
and  ladders,  merry-go-rounds  and  sand  piles,  were  maintained  by 
this  department  during  the  past  summer.  Four  of  these  were  lo- 
cated in  parks,  two  on  other  property  owned  by  the  city  and  three 
on  vacant  lots,  the  use  of  which  was  given  the  department  for  the 
purpose  free  of  charge.  Each  ground  was  in  charge  of  a  com- 
petent instructor. 
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Land  has  been  acquired  by  the  city  for  six  additional  park 
playgrounds.  It  is  proposed  to  equip  five  of  these  .for  use  the 
coming  summer. 

Besides  the  seven  park  lakes,  31  made  skating  ponds  were  in 
operation  during  the  winter  of  1906-07.  These  rinks  were  dis- 
tributed about  the  city  so  that  each  section  was  provided  with  skat- 
ing facilities.  Coasting  is  allowed  on  the  park  drives  and  hill- 
sides, and  many  young  people  enjoyed  this  sport  last  winter. 

Row  boats  were  rented  by  this  department  during  the  sum- 
mer at  Wade,  Rockefeller  and  Garfield  Parks.  In  August  the 
rates  were  reduced  from  25  to  15  cents  per  hour  for  single-oared 
and  and  from  35  to  25  cents  per  hour  for  double-oared  boats.  Dur- 
ing the  coming  year  the  department  will  also  rent  boats  at  Brook- 
side  Park. 

Canoeing  is  permitted  on  Lake  Erie  of!  Gordon  Park  and  on 
Rockefeller  Park  lake. 

One  hundred  and  forty-nine  private  launches,  row  boats, 
canoes  and  sail  boats  were  harbored  in  the  creek  at  Gordon  Park 
during  the  summer.  The  creek  was  taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity. 
As  soon  as  the  weather  permits  the  creek  at  this  point  will  be 
dredged  and  widened  to  accommodate  more  boats  the  coming 
summer. 

Improvements — During  the  year  1907,  30.725  acres  of  land 
were  acquired  for  the  25-mile  chain  of  boulevards  which  is  to  en- 
circle the  city,  and  1.65  miles  of  that  previously  acquired  were  im- 
proved. The  length  of  boulevards  now  in  use  is  15  miles;  2.60 
miles  of  the  total  length  acquired  up  to  date  are  still  unimproved, 
due  to  lack  of  funds. 

A  temporary  building  for  the  elephant  was  erected  in  Brook- 
side  Park.  Work  on  the  main  zoo  building  in  Brookside  Park 
was  started. 

PUBLIC  BATHS  AND  BEACHES. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  Clark  Avenue  Bath-house  the 
beginning  of  the  coming  year,  three  public  baths  will  be  in  opera- 
tion. The  Clark  Avenue  house  contains  the  gymnasium  feature  in 
connection,  same  as  the  Orange  Avenue.  The  figures  of  attend- 
ance at  the  Orange  Avenue  and  Broadway  Bath-houses,  shown 
in  the  reports  of  the  superintendents,  will  attest  to  the  popularity 
of  these  institutions. 

The  towels  used  at  both  the  "bath-houses  and  at  the  Public 
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Comfort  Station,  located  in  -the  Public  Square,  are  laundered  at 
the  Broadway  house. 

The  revenue  of  $4,708.65  derived  from  the  beach  bath-houses 
at  Gordon  and  Edgewater  Parks  fell  a  little  short  of  the  cost  of 
operation.  About  50,000  people  bathed  at  Gordon  and  10,000  at 
Edgewater.  The  bath-house  at  Edgewater  Park,  operated  by  the 
Edgewater  Bathing  Beach  Co.,  under  lease  from  the  city,  accom- 
modated about  30,000  bathers. 

THE  MARKETS! 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Markets  shows  a  profit 
of  $12,666.20  for  the  year. 

Work  on  the  new  West  Side  Market  was  commenced  in  the 
spring.  The  foundation  is  now  complete.  The  iron  work  will  be 
started  as  soon  as  the  weather  permits  the  coming  spring.

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REPORT  OF  ENGINEER 


Mr.  .D.  E.  Leslie,  Director  of  Public  Service, 

Dear  Sir — I  have  the  pleasure  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of 
the  work  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Engineering  division  of 
the  Department  of  Parks  during-  the  year  1907. 

On  account  of  the  inability  of  the  City  to  sell  the  expected 
issue  of  park  bonds,  the  work  of  this  department  during  the  past 
year  has  been  greatly  curtailed. 

EAST  BOULEVARD. 

On  the  Ambler- Woodland  Hills  section  of  this  boulevard, 
grading  work  has  progressed  from  Fairmount  Road  to  the  easterly 
line  of  the  land  of  the  Children's  Fresh  Air  Camp. 

The  re-arrangement  of  roads  and  grades  in  Ambler  Parkway, 
on  account  of  the  boulevard,  is  about  completed. 

A  concrete-steel  culvert  to  carry  the  waters  of  Giddings 
Brook  under  the  boulevard  back  of  the  Children's  Fresh  Air  Camp 
is  nearly  finished. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  funds  for  improving  this  boulevard,  at 
least  to  Woodland  Hills  Park,  be  provided  during  the  coming 
year.  Much  of  the  right-of-way  has  been  donated  to  the  City  un- 
der conditions  which  require  its  early  improvement,  and  besides 
the  benefit  of  improvements  already  made  can  hardly  be  obtained 
by  the  public  unless  the  boulevard  is  completed  to  Woodland  Hills 
Park. 

BROOKSIDE  PARK. 

This  park  was  finally  chosen  by  the  City  Council  as  the  loca- 
tion of  Cleveland's  new  zoo.  Plans  for  the  main  building  were 
prepared,  a  contract  let,  and  work  is  now  progressing.  It  is  to  be  - 
of  shale  brick,  with  stone  trimmings,  and  to  have  a  tile  roof. 
Pending  the  completion  of  the  building,  the  elephant  donated  to 
the  City  is  being  housed  in  a  small  temporary  building. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  the  development  of  plans  for  a 
zoological  .garden  we  are  so  hampered  by  lack  of  funds.  The 
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high  lands  south  of  Big  Creek  are  admirably  adapted  for  zoolog- 
ical garden  purposes,  but  being  difficult  of  access,  the  bottom  land 
had  to  be  selected.  If  a  high  level  bridge  could  have  been  con- 
structed from  the  south  end  of  West  46th  Place  to  the  high  park 
lands  opposite,  the  use  of  the  low  lands  would  not  have  been  nec- 
essary. A  bridge  at  this  point  would  provide  access  to  the  country 
to  the  south,  now  accessible  from  the  city  only  by  way  of  West 
25th  and  West  73rd  Streets,  which  are  two  miles  apart. 

A  stone  and  concrete  stairway  was  built  to  replace  the  old 
wooden  stairway  at  the  south  $nd  of  the  concrete  foot. bridge  over 
Big  Creek,  and  a  wooden  stairway  was  built  at  the  west  end  of 
City  View  Avenue.  The  arch  under  the  W.  &  L.  E.  Ry.  at  the 
Denison  Avenue  entrance  was  completed. 

The  grading  of  the  athletic  field  was  finished.  About  two- 
thirds  of  this  field  has  been  drained. 

WEST  .BOULEVARD. 
EDGEWATER-BROOKSIDE  SECTION. 

The  paving  between  Detroit  and  Madison  Avenues  was  com- 
pleted and  cement  sidewalks  along  this  portion  were  laid  as  far  as 
West  1  ooth  Street. 

The  portion  between  Lake  Avenue  and  Clifton  Boulevard 
was  regraded  and  the  roadway  macadamized.  The  west  end  of 
the  main  drive  in  Edgewater  Park  was  also  macadamized. 

The  grading  and  loaming  between  Madison  and  Lorain  Ave- 
nues is  completed  with  the  exception  of  the  seeding.  Thirty-seven 
thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-two  square  feet  of  cement  walk- 
were  laid  along  this  portion  of  the  boulevard. 

The  sewers  on  the  boulevard  from  Lorain  Avenue,  about 
3,700  feet  southerly,  are  completed  and  a  contract  for  grading  this 
portion  was  let. 

Negotiations  with  property  owners  to  acquire  the  balance  of 
land  needed  for  this  section  of  the  boulevard  system  have  been 
carried  on  continually  during  the  past  year,  and  a  large  tract  of 
land  in  the  valley  of  Big  Creek  was  purchased. 

GORDON  PARK. 

The  paving  on  the  Lower  Boulevard  through  this  park  was 
completed  during  the  past  year. 

I  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  jet- 
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ties  and  shore  protection  along  the  lake  front.  The  jetties  are  fast 
decaying  and  if  repairs  are  delayed  much  longer,  it  will  be  impos- 
sible to  save  them.  The  shore  protection  is  also  in  great  need  of 
additional  stone. 

There  has  been  an  urgent  demand  made  by  owners  of  motor 
boats  for  a  more  commodious  anchorage  in  Doan  Brook.  Com- 
plaint is  also  made  of  lack  of  proper  clearance  under  the  bridge 
and  bath-house  at  the  entrance  to  the  brook.  I* would  recommend 
that  an  outer  harbor  be  constructed,  off  the  shore,  between  the 
bath-house  and  the  first  jetty  east.  With  Cleveland's  large  lake 
frontage  and  the  interest  in  motor  boating  and  yachting  which  is 
manifested  her.e,  it  seems  proper  that  the.  City  should  provide  a 
safe  and  commodious  anchorage  for  these  boats. 

SMALL  PARKS. 

Sites  for  three  small  playgrounds  have  been  purchased  from 
balances  in  the  sinking  fund  of  1862  for  the  first  seven  wards. 
These  are  located  in  quite  congested  districts.  One  is  adjacent  to 
the  Orange  Avenue  Bath-house  and  extends  from  Woodland  Ave- 
nue to  Orange  Avenue.  Another  lies  to  the  west  of  Marion  School 
and  extends  from  central  Avenue  to  Marion  Avenue,  while  the 
third  lies  adjacent  to  Waring  School  and  extends  from  East  31st 
Street  to  East  32nd  Street. 

xA  small  tract  of  land  at  the  intersection  of  West  48th  Street 
and  Train  Avenue  S.  W.  was  also  purchased.  As  much  of  this  is 
gully  land,  considerable  filling  will  have  to  be  done  before  it  can 
be  utilized. 

The  balance  of  the  land  required  for  Library  Park,  on  Fulton 
Road,  was  acquired,  the  houses  sold  and  the  land  cleared  for  the 
new  library  building,  plans  for  which  have  been  prepared  by  the 
Library  Board. 

The  southwest  corner  of  the  Infirmary  grounds  on  Scranton 
Road  was  equipped  as  a  playground  last  summer. 

Funds  to  improve  the  playground  sites  recently  obtained 
should  be  provided  the  coming  season. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Considerable  time  has  been  spent  in  making  surveys  and  plans 
of  the  proposed  speedway  and  parkway  from  Lake  Shore  Boule- 
vard southerly  along  the  middle  branch  of  Dugway  Brook  to 
Euclid  Avenue.    Options  covering  all  the  land  required  for  this 
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project  have  been  prepared  and  are  being  signed  by  property 
owners. 

Plans  and  estimates  of  improvements  along  the  lake  front, 
between  West  3rd  and  East  9th  Streets  have  been  made.  These 
provide  for  a  park  between  the  proposed  site  of  the  new  Union 
Depot  and  the  lake ;  new  slips  along  the  lake  front  with  accommo- 
dations for  the  package  freight  and  passenger  steamship  travel 
now  landing  in  the  river,  and  a  new  bridge  over  the  tracks  of  the 
L.  S.  &  M.  S.  Ry.  and  Pennsylvania  Co.  at  East  9th  Street.  The 
adoption  of  these  plans  depends  •  upon  satisfactory  leases  being 
made  with  boat  companies  that  will  use  the  slips.  The  officials  of 
these  companies  now  have  the  matter  under  advisement  and  in- 
dications are  that  the  scheme  will  go  through. 

Xew  cement  walks  were  laid  in  Monumental  Park  along  Su- 
perior Avenue.  The  southwest -section  of  this  square  should  be 
replanned  and  laid  out  on  more,  formal  lines,  somewhat  after  the 
design  of  the  northeast  corner. 

A  new  cement  walk  was  laid  through  the  center  of  University 
Circle.  I  would  recommend  that  the  roadways  around  University 
Circle  and  along  Euclid  Avenue,  through  the  park,  be  surfaced 
with  asphalt.  The  traffic  over  these  roadways  is  too  heavy  for  a 
macadam  surface.  It  grinds  up  and  makes  mud  in  the  winter  and 
an  excessive  amount  of  dust  in  summer. 

Work  on  the  concrete  and  stone  arch  viaduct  in  Washington 
Park  has  progressed  satisfactorily  during  the  past  year.  The  arch 
work  is  completed.  The  stone  work  in  spandrel  walls  is  almost 
finished  and  work  on  the  concrete-steel  floor  system  is  being 
pushed  as  rapidly  as  the  weather  will  permit. 

The  public  bath-house  and  gymnasium  on  Clark  Avenue  S. 
W.  is  completed  and  ready  for  opening. 

Increased  attendance  at  the  Orange  Avenue  Bath-house  made 
necessary  the  installation  of  19  additional  showers. 

The  facilities  at  the  Broadway  Bath-house  are  being  taxed  to 
the  limit.  The  laundering  of  towels  for  the  Clark  Avenue  house 
will  add  still  more  to  the  work  to  be  done  at  this  laundry.  A  large 
dryer  should  be  added  to  the  equipment. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  establishing  a 
public  bath-house  and  gymnasium  in  the  vicinity  of  Detroit  Ave- 
nue and  West  29th  Street,  preferably  north  of  Detroit  Avenue. 
Sufficient  land  should  be  purchased  to  enable  us  to  build  not  only 
a  bath-house  and  gymnasium,  but  to  equip  an  outdoor  playground 
and  gymnasium.    This  project  is  not  only  warranted  by  the  lack 
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of  facilities  for  bodily  cleanliness  in  this  district,  but  by  the  need 
of  an  institution  where  the  youth  of  this  neighborhood  may  con- 
gregate and  where  the  gang  spirit  may  be  organized  and  devel- 
oped under  proper  discipline  and  for  noble  purposes.

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REPORT  OF  CITY  LANDSCAPE  ARCHITECT 


Mr.  D.  E.  Leslie,  Director  of  Public  Service. 

.  Dear  Sir: — Herewith  I  submit  a  report  of  the  work  executed 
under  my  direction  in  the  divisions  of  Park  Forestry  and  Street 
Trees  during  the  year  ending-  December  31,  1907. 

At  the  time  of  my  appointment  on  April  3rd  last,  the  winter 
trimming  of  the  shrubbery  in  the  various  parks  had  been  attended 
to ;  also  some  extensive  spraying  of  shrubs  and  trees  in  Brook- 
side  and  Edgewater  Parks.  The  work  of  spraying  in  Garfield 
Park  and  the  Cedar  division  of  Rockefeller  Park,  necessary  on 
account  of  the  badly  infested  condition  of  the  planting,  was 
prosecuted  vigorously.  A  later  investigation  of  this  work  showed 
the  results  to  be  most  satisfactory. 

NEW  PLANTING. 

The  planting,  as  designed  by  my  predecessor,  for  that  sec- 
tion of  Edgewater  Parkway  from  West  45th  Street  to  West  58th 
Street,  was  completed  during  the  early  season.  The  plantings 
in  Edgewater  Park  consisted  of  irregular  groupings  of  deciduous 
shrubs  and  trees  in  variety,  north  of  the  L.  S.  &  M.  S.  Ry.,  and 
extending  west  as  far  as  West  76th  Street. 

Changes  in  Edgewater  Boulevard  from  Lake  Avenue  to  De- 
troit Avenue  necessitated  the  re-arranging  and  transplanting  of 
the  large  Pin  Oaks  and  Sycamore  trees  on  the  boulevard  line. 
Little  other  planting  was  done  in  this  section  owing  to  the  un- 
finished condition  of  the  grading  at  the  time  of  the  planting 
season. 

In  Brookside  Park  a  row:  of  Oriental  Sycamores  was  set 
along  the  line  of  the  walk  from  the  Denison  Avenue  entrance  to 
the  C.  L.  &  W.  Ry.  bridge.  Miscellaneous  groups  of  trees,  both 
deciduous  and  evergreen,  were  planted  south  of  the  railway 
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bridge  in  the  vicinity  of  the  ball  grounds  and  on  the  slopes  near 
the  shelter  house. 

'Mass  plantings  were  made  in  Gordon  Park,  mainly  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  recently  improved  section  of  the  boulevard  system, 
north  of  the  L.  S.  &  M.  S.  Ry.  bridge.  These  consisted  of  native 
varieties  of  trees  with  sufficient  shrubbery  interplanted,  the  whole 
producing  a  natural  rather  than  a  formal  effect.  The  material 
used  was  taken  mostly  from  nursery  stock  raised  by  the  de- 
partment. 

The  banks  along  Cedar  Glen,  extending  from  the  N.  Y.  C. 
&  St.  L.  Ry.  south  to  Harcourt  Drive,  were  planted  during  the 
spring. 

Following  is  a  list  of  the  nursery  stock  used  in  aforesaid 
new  plantings :

CHANGES  AND  MAINTENANCE. 

Other  work  consisted  of  thinning  out  and  re-arranging 
much  of  the  shrubbery  throughout  the  east  end  park  system,  par- 
ticularly along  the  Upper  Boulevard  from  St.  Clair  Avenue  to 
Wade  Park.  Overcrowding  in  many  places  and  unsightly  va- 
cancies in  others,  demanded  immediate  attention  and  much  was 
accomplished  in  remedying  these  defects. 

The  native  rhododendrons,  formerly  planted  in  the  open 
along  the  west  side  of  the  Lower  Boulevard  in  Rockefeller  Park, 
have  been  arranged  in  informal  masses  along  the  natural  slopes 
on  the  east  side,  where  they  will  receive  the  natural  protection 
they  need,  while  the  effect  will  be  much  more  pleasing  and  satis- 
factory. 

The  planting  on  the  bank  between  Doan  Brook  and  the 
Cleveland  &  Sandusky  brewery  in  Rockefeller  Park  has  been 
thoroughly  overhauled,  infested  poplars  and  willows  removed 
and  the  whole  replanted  with  other  desirable  varieties  of  shrubs 
and  trees. 

The  entire  planting  in  Lincoln  Park  was  gone  over,  much 
dead  and  infested  stock  removed,  the  beds  and  borders  properly 
dug  and  manured  and  the  whole  practically  re-planted.  Several 
trees  were  added. 
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A  few  small  groups  of  trees  were  planted  in  Clinton  Park, 
and  several  dead  ones  removed.

Unnatural  conditions,  occasioned  by  changes  in  grades,  lack 
of  treatment  and  nourishment,  as  well  as  the  molestations  and 
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ravages  wrought  by  insect  pests,  are  some  of  the  more  potent 
factors  that  have  necessitated  the  marking  for  removal  during 
the  present  winter  months  of  several  thousand  trees. 

PLANS  FOR  1908. 

Plans  for  the  spring  planting  have  been  prepared  as  follows : 

West  end  of  Edgewater  Park,  adjoining  the  Perkins  estate, 
from  the  lake  to  Lake  Avenue. 

Edgewater  Boulevard  from  Lake  Avenue  to  Detroit  Avenue 
and  West  Boulevard  from  Detroit  Avenue  to  Madison  Avenue. 

Further  planting  plans  are  also  being  prepared  for  that  sec- 
tion of  W est  Boulevard  between  Madison  and  Lorain  Avenues. 

Athletic  Field,  Brookside  Park. 

A  portion  of  the  triangular  piece  of  ground,  formerly  used 
for  nursery  purposes,  situated  on  the  Upper  Boulevard  between 
Superior  and  St.  Clair  Avenues. 

PROPAGATING. 

The  three  small  greenhouses  at  Gordon  Park  were  extended 
forty  feet  each.  These  are  used  almost  exclusively  for  the  propa- 
gation of  tender  bedding  and  summer  flowering  plants. 

Increased  facilities  are  needed  for  the  propagation  and  rais- 
ing of  hardy  planting  such  as  will  in  future  be  used  throughout 
the  entire  park  system.  At  least  one  cold  house,  additional  hot 
bed  sashes  and  frames,  and  an  assistant  who  could  devote  his 
entire  time  to  this  work  are  the  immediate  needs  of  the  nursery 
branch  of  this  department. 

During  the  past  summer  and  early  fall  35,000  green  wood 
cuttings  in  variety  were  rooted  and  will  be  set  out  in  nursery 
rows  the  coming  spring.  In  addition  to  these  a  good  supply  of 
hard  wood  cuttings  and  seeds  have  been  secured  from  the  more 
desirable  varieties  of  shrubs  and  trees  in  the  parks,  and  these 
are  now  being  prepared  for  propagating  purposes. 

Systematically  handled,  this  work  would  mean  a  great  sav- 
ing to  the  City  as  well  as  possessing  the.  additional  advantage  of 
having  on  hand  at  all  times  such  varieties  and  quantities  of  plant- 
ing material  as  could  not  be  obtained  elsewhere  when  needed. 
The  importance  of  this  work  is  further  emphasized  by  the  need 
of  filling  in  the  natural  groves  of  trees  in  nearly  all  the  parks. 
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ARBOREAL  OR  STREET  TREE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  importance  of  this  department  cannot  be  overestimated. 
Regarded  either  from  the  standpoint  of  civic  beauty,  utility  or 
sanitation  and  health,  trees  possess  a  value  distinctively  their  own 
and  their  purpose  can  be  accomplished  only  by  themselves. 

Whatever  may  be  said  in  favor  of  the  pleasing  effects  of  tree- 
lined  avenues  and  streets,  suggesting,  as  they  do,  refinement  and 
appreciation  of  the  beautiful,  no  city  improvements  add  so  much 
to  the  value  of  the  home  and  surroundings  as  beautiful  specimen 
trees.  And  further,  a  tree,  costing  possibly  $3  when  planted, 
will  under  favorable  conditions  develop  in  such  proportions  that 
the  value  of  the  abutting  property  will  be  enhanced  very  many 
times  the  original  cost  and  maintenance  of  the  tree.  But  when 
the  fact  is  remembered  that  our  welfare  and  existence  are  so 
closely  connected  with,  and  dependent  on,  the  trees,  their  real 
value  and  worth  will  be  better  .understood  and  appreciated.  Giv- 
ing comfort;  modifying  the  temperature  by  their  shade,  absorbing 
the  poisonous  gases  generated  in  hot  weather,  purifying  the  at- 
mosphere by  the  inhalation,  through  .the  leaf  pores  or  stomates 
and  lenticels,  of  the  carbonic  acid  gas  so  destructive  to  human 
life  and  necessary  to  plant  life  and  its  structure ;  exhaling  and 
disseminating  oxygen,  equally  indispensable  to  our  existence, — 
any  work  that  has  for  its  object  the  better  care  and  protection  of 
our  trees  must  appeal  favorably  to  all  concerned. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  performed  by  the  Street 


Tree  Department  during  1907:

Cocoons  of  the  mandibulate,  or  leaf-eating,  insects  were  re- 
moved from  25,000  trees.  Thirty  tons  of  raw  bone,  ten  tons  of 
.wood  ashes  and  a  large  quantity  of  rotten  manure  were  used  in 
cultivating  and  mulching. 

There  are  on  hand  for  spring  planting  430  trees  and  under 
cultivation  at  Warrensville  Nursery  for  future  planting  7,500 
young  trees,  ranging  from  three  to  ten  feet  in  height. 

A  complete  analysis  of  the  spraying  done  during  the  past 
seasor  chows  var1'^  result*     Of  the  haustellate,  or  sucking,  in- 
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sects,  the  number  of  dead  ranged  anywhere  from  10  per  cent  to 
97  per  cent.  This  variation  is  accounted  for  mainly  by  the  differ- 
ence in  the  species  and  condition  ,  of  the  trees,  some  being  par- 
ticularly susceptible  to  the  attacks  of  scale  insects,  while  the  weak 
or  sickly  condition  of  others  make  them  an  easy  prey  to  these 
nefarious  pests. 

As  shown  in  the  foregoing  report,  much  has  been  accom- 
plished towards  ridding  the  trees,  by  spraying  and  cocoon  pick- 
ing, of  the  mandibulate,  or  leaf-eating,  insects,  but  if  these  pests 
are  to  be  wholly  exterminated,  it  will  be  necessary.  owing  to  the 
alarming  rate  at  which  they  are  reproduced  and  the  persistency 
with  which  the  larvae  travel  from  one  tree  to  another,  to  provide 
legislative  means  whereby  the  city  can  at  least  spray  infested 
trees  on  lawns  directly  adjacent  to  the  streets. 

Further,  the  publishing,  for  free  distribution  to  citizens,  by 
this  department  of  an  illustrated  pamphlet,  descriptive  of  the 
more  serious  pests  affecting  trees,  together  with  directions  for  the 
preparation  and  use  of  effective  remedies,  would,  I  feel  sure, 
assist  materially  in  accomplishing  the  desired  end. 

The  beneficial  effects  of  the  present  system  of  planting,  the 
removal  of  the  more  undesirable  species  of  affected  trees,  particu- 
larly the  poplar  family,  intelligent  treating  and  fertilizing  and  sys- 
tematic spraying,  have  been  very  marked. 

The  increasing  interest  of  citizens  in  this  work  and  the  co- 
operation of  those  controlling  some  of  the  interests  detrimental  to 
tree  life,  are  most  gratifying,  and  must  result  in  making  not  only 
possible,  but  a  veritable  reality,  the  reclaiming  for  our  fair  city 
of  its  better  name,  the  "Forest  City."

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PARKS 


Mr.  D.  E.  Leslie,  Director  of  Public  Service. 

Dear  Sir: — I  respectfully  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the 
work  clone  in  the  parks  under  the  direction  of  Superintendent 
Mathews  and  myself  for  the  year  1907.  Mr.  Mathews  had 
charge  of  West  Side  parks  until  September. 

The  regular  work  of  maintenance  was  carried  on  in  all  parks, 
and  the  roadways,  lawns  and  flower  beds  were  kept  in  excellent 
condition.  Dead  and  infested  trees  were  cut  down  in  Gordon, 
Wade  and  Woodland  Hills  Parks. 

The  experiment  of  using  oil  to  sprinkle  the  macadam  road- 
ways will  be  tried  the  coming  summer.  This  is  expected  to 
save  both  in  the  expense  of  teaming  and  in  repairs  to  the  ma- 
cadam. 

Outside  of  the  regular  work  of  maintenance,  the  following 
improvements  were  made : 

GORDON  PARK. 

Although  the  creek  was  dredged  and  widened  in  the  winter 
and  spring  to  provide  anchorage  for  private  boats,  the  accommo- 
dations were  found  inadequate,  and  it  is  the  intention  the  coming 
spring  to  make  the  creek  navigable  to  the  intercepting  sewer 
arch,  which  will  furnish  storage  facilities  for  about  fifty  more 
boats.  The  City  Lighting  Department  erected .  five  additional 
lamps  along  the  banks  of  the  creek  and  two  on  t-he  beach. 

On  account  of  wet  weather  the  Woodland  Hills  golf  course 
could  not  be  completed  until  late  in  the  fall,  and  the  Gordon  links 
were  used  throughout  the  year.  They  will  be  abandoned,  how- 
ever, early  the  coming  year. 

A  stone  wall  should  be  built  along  Doan  Brook  through  this 
park  and  through  Rockefeller  Park,  north  of  Superior  Avenue, 
to  prevent  the  banks  caving  in.  Breakwater,  stone  should  be 
added  along  the  lake  front  to  protect  the  sidewalk  and  roadway. 
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CEDAR  GLEN. 

A  stone  wall  was  erected  along  the  banks  of  the  creek  in 
Cedar  Glen. 

AMBLER  PARK. 

About  a  mile  and  a  half  of  the  clay  roadway  in  this  park  was 
given  a  foundation  of  five  inches  of  cinders  and  then  covered 
with  an  inch  of  gravel.  The  graveling  of  the  roadway  will  save 
considerable  labor  in  keeping  it  in  proper  condition. 

WOODLAXD  HILLS  PARK. 

The  new  golf  links  in  this  park  will  be  ready  for  use  about 
May  ist.  One  hundred  and  four  lockers  have  been  built  in  one 
of  the  old  houses  in  the  park  for  golf  players. 

GARFIELD  PARK. 

The  new  road  past  the  famous  Iron  Spring  was  given  a  top 
dressing  of  gravel,  taken  from  the  excellent  gravel  bank  in  this 
park.  The  banks  of  the  creek  were  walled  up  with  stone  to 
prevent  the  roadway  from  washing  out. 

EDGEWATER  PARK. 

Six  hundred  feet  of  gutter  along  the  bluff  drive  were  paved 
with  brick.  A  wooden  wall,  250  feet  long  and  six  feet  high,  was 
built  along  the  beach  drive  between  the  two  bath  houses  to  pro- 
tect the  roadway  against  washouts.  Three  new  stand  pipes  to 
supply  sprinkling  wagons  were  erected  by  the  City  Water  Depart- 
ment.   Three  new  toilet  rooms  were  built. 

ZOO. 

The  children  of  Cleveland,  through  The  Cleveland  Press, 
purchased  a  llama  for  the  Wade  Park  Zoo  and  an  elephant  to 
start  the  new  Zoo  at  Brookside  Park.  Other  important  donations 
to  the  Wade  Park  Zoo  were  five  sea  lions  from  the  White  City 
Amusement  Company  and  three  deer  from  residents  of  Wil- 
loughby,  Ohio.  A  pond  was  made  and  a  shelter  house  erected 
for  the  sea  lions.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  OF  PARK  POLICE 


I  Ion.  D.  E.  Leslie,  Director  of  Public  Service. 

Dear  Sir: — I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  police 
service  rendered  in  the  parks  and  boulevards  and  at  the  corner- 
lot  baseball  grounds  and  skating  rinks  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1907. 

The  most  conspicuous  feature  of  the  year  was  the  very  large 
number  of  persons  who  visited  the  parks,  not  alone  during  the 
summer  months,  but  in  the  winter  season  as  well,  showing  the 
extent  to  which  the  park  system  has  been  popularized  by  the  in- 
troduction of  healthy  forms  of  recreation  and  entertainment. 
The  daily  reports  of  the  park  police  show  that  the  number  of 
people  who  visited  the  parks  during  thev  yea*r  exceeded  by  far  the 
attendance  of  any  previous  year. 

The  beach  bath  houses  at  Gordon  and  Edgewater  Parks  were 
placed  under  my  management  last  summer.  They  enjoyed  a  very 
prosperous'  season.  More  people  took  advantage  of  the  bathing 
facilities  than  during  any  previous  year.  As  many  as  5,000  took 
baths  in  a  single  day.  Close  attention  is  required  at  the  bathing 
beaches  to  protect-  life  and  property  and  to  suppress  disorderly 
conduct  that  is  likely  to  occur.  The  demands  upon  the  police 
were  met  with  good  judgment  and  promptness,  and  reflect  credit 
upon  the  members  of  the  force. 

The  police  reports  show  large  attendance"  at  the  band  concerts 
and  the  special  celebrations  held  in  the  parks.  The  Sunday  band 
concerts  attracted  376,000  people.  "May  Day,"  celebrated  in 
four  parks,  was  attended  by  44,000.  "Cleveland  Day"  attracted 
39,500  people  to  six  parks.  Other  celebrations  were  attended  as 
follows : 

"Turners'  Day,"  Rockefeller  Park   35,000 

"Orphans'  Day,"  Gordon  Park   25,000 

"Elephant  Day,"  Brookside  Park   25,000 

Dedication  of  Schiller-Goethe  Memorial,  Wade  Park   50,000 

Over  4,000  games  were  played  on  the  65  baseball  diamonds 
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maintained  by  this  department  in  the  parks  and  on  vacant  lots. 
The  Sunday  games  alone  were  witnessed  by  851,800  spectators. 
The  Saturday  and  mid-week  games  bring  the  total  baseball  at- 
tendance to  1,200,000. 

About  100  football  games,  played  on  park  gridirons,  were 
witnessed  by  35,000  people. 

The  number  of  people  who  took  advantage  of  the  toilet  facil- 
ities in  the  Public  Comfort  Station  during  the  year  was  2,818,335. 
As  many  more  people  made  use  of  the  shelter  house  portion  of 
this  station,  which  makes  a  convenient  waiting  room  for  the 
patrons  of  suburban  cars. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  arrests  were  made  by  the 
park  police  during  the  year,  against  499  during  1906.  Arrests 
were  made  for  the  following  offenses :

Of  the  total  number  106  were  fined  and  57  committed  to 
the  Workhouse.  Of  the  juveniles  five  were  sent  to  Lancaster,  15 
to  the  detention  school  and  on  the  remainder  the  sentences  were 
suspended. 

The  department  was  very  fortunate  in  preventing  accidents 
and  thefts  during  the  year.  No  serious  accidents  occurred..  Five 
suicides  were  committed  in  the  parks. 
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On  account  of  the  increase  in  the  park  attendance  and  the 
growth  of  the  park  system,  I  would  ask  and  recommend  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  officers  in  this  department. 

I  desire  to  acknowledge  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Service  and  the  Mayor  my  appreciation  of  kindly  aid, 
and  to  the  members  of  the  force  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  for 
faithful  services  during  the  past  year.

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ORANGE  AVENUE  BATH-HOUSE 


Mr.  D.  E.  Leslie,  Director  of  Public  Service. 

Dear  Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  third 
annual  report  of  the  Orange  Avenue  Bath-house  and  Gymnasium 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1907. 

BATHS. 

Despite  the  increase  made  in  the  number  of  showers,  as  sug- 
gested in  my  last  report,  the  facilities  to  care  for  the  large  and 
constantly  increasing  attendance  are  inadequate.  The  number 
of  baths  given  during  the  year  was  159,234,  as  compared  with 
133,632  in  1906.  These  figures  prove  conclusively  that  this  form 
of  municipal  enterprise  has  long  passed  the  experimental  stage 
and  set  at  rest  the  question  of  the  value  of  such  public  institu- 
tions. The  greatest  number  of  baths  taken  in  a  "single  day  was 
2,034  on  July  20th.  The  large  winter  attendance  shows  that  the 
baths  are  used  for  cleanliness,  and  not  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  relief  from  the  summer  heat,  as  has  been  claimed. 

The  facilities  for  bathing  and  social  work  should  be  in- 
creased. Many  of  the  gymnasium  members  are  anxious  to  form 
clubs,  but  are  unable  to  do  so  on  account  of  lack  of  accommoda- 
tions. In  short,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  this  institu- 
tion be  made  one  on  the  order  of  the  South  Park  houses  of  Chi- 
cago, namely — a  "neighborhood  center."  The  necessity  for  such 
a  "neighborhood  center"  in  this  locality  will  be  increased  within 
the  next  few  months  on  account  of  the  removal  of  the  Council 
Educational  Alliance,  which  is  at  present  the  only  institution  af- 
fording the  people' of  this  congested  district  opportunity  for  social 
welfare. 

The  following  statement  shows  a  comparison  of  the  year's 
business  with  that  of  the  two  preceding  years :

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GYMNASIUM. 

For  the  gymnasium  I  can  again  report  an  increase  in  mem- 
bership and  a  constantly  increasing  interest  in  the  work  on  the 
part  of  the  members.  The  class  work  is  very  popular.  Some  of 
the  classes  are  so  large  that  as  many  as  eighty  men  exercise  at 
one  time.  In  order  that  all  may  receive  the  proper  training  the 
classes  are  divided  into  sections  and  placed  in  charge  of  the 
members  of  the  "leaders'  corps."  The  leaders  are  not  paid  for 
their  work;  nevertheless,  do  their ^duty  in  an  able  and  conscien- 
tious manner,  thus  helping  materially  in  the  success  of  the  work. 

The  systematic  training  the  members  receive  is  gradually 
showing  its  good  results.  The  teams  representing  the  gymnasium 
in  basketball  and  track  events  have  shown  their  superiority  over 
teams  from  other  institutions,  and  have  won  loving  cups  in 
amateur  inter-institutional  meets. 

Close  attention  is  paid,  as  heretofore,  to  the  correction  of 
physical  defects  which,  if  not  attended  to,  would  result  in  deform- 
ities very  pronounced  in  later  life.  Simple  exercises  to  correct 
such  defects  are  prescribed  for  home  work,  and  marked  improve- 
ment has*  been  observed  in  many  cases. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  recently  acquired  playground 
adjoining  this  building  be  equipped  with  modern  apparatus  and 
that  swimming  and  wading  pools  and  a  small  toboggan  slide  for 
winter  sport  be  provided. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  sup- 
port given  me  by  yourself  and  others  interested  in  this  work.

If  it  is  the  intention  to  have  the  laundry  work  for  the  Clark 
Avenue  Bath-house  done  at  the  Broadway  laundry,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  run  two  shifts,  necessitating,  the  employment  of  two 
additional  men.  On  account  of  a  lack  of  drying  facilities  this 
work  cannot  be  accomplished  in  any  other  way.

Dear  Sir: — I  submit  herewith  report  of  the  Division  of 
Markets  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1907. 

The  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  three  markets  for  the

All  stands  and  stalls  at  the  Central  and  West  Side  Markets 
were  rented  throughout  the  year,  and  space  at  these  markets  is 
always  in  demand.  The  Newburg  Market,  however,  is  not  very 
well  patronized  and  only  a  portion  of  the  spaces  are  used.  The 
cost  of  operation  exceeds  the  revenue,  and  I  would  recommend 
that  the  market  be  abandoned.  I  am  informed  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  Broadway  Public  Baths,  adjoining  the  market,  that 
the  building  could  be  used  to  advantage  as  a  drying  room  for  his 
laundry. 

The  employes  of  this  department  aid  the  City  Sealer  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  weight  and  measure  ordinance.  Six  arrests 
were  made  during  the  past  year  for  violations  of  this  ordinance. 
All  offenders  were  convicted  and  fined.  Arrests  were  made  and 
convictions  secured  in  three  cases  of  petit  larceny  and  one  case 
of  disturbance  committed  on  market  grounds. 

The  city  ordinance  provides  for  inspection  of  weights  of 
coal  and  flour  not  packed  in  barrels  by  the  superintendent  of 
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markets.  Inspection  of  coal  wagons  for  correct  weight  resulted 
in  occasional  small  shortages  being  detected,  but  none  of  the  vio- 
lations were  serious  enough  to  warrant  arrests  being  made.  The 
offenders,  however,  were  given  due  warning.  Xo  shortages  in 
weights  of  flour  were  found. 

The  .illumination  of  Central  Market  was  improved  by  the  in- 
stallation of  49  gas  arc  lights  inside  and  three  additional  electric 
arc  lamps  outside. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  changes  in  the  plumbing  arrange- 
ment at  Central  Market  have  been  prepared  by  the  Park  En- 
gineer.  The  contract  for  this  work  will  be  let  in  the  near  future. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Public  Service  for 
the  kind  treatment  accorded  me,  and  also  wish  to  commend  the 
employes  of  this  department  for  their  faithful  services  during 
the  past  year.

The  Division  of  Charities  and  ■  Correction  includes  the  fol- 
lowing :  The  Cooley  Farms,  the  old  Infirmary,  the  Hospitals,  the 
House  of  Correction,  the  Training  Home  for  Boys,  and  the  Cem- 
eteries. 

On  Xovember  25,  1907,  the  City  Council  passed  a  resolution 
"that  the  lands  owned  by  the  City  of  Cleveland  at  Warrensville 
and  held  for  correctional  and  charitable  uses  and  purposes  be 
officially  known  as  The  Cooley  Farms/'  In  accordance  with 
this  resolution,  the  divisions  are  as  follows : 

r  The  Colony  Farm. 


THE  COOLEY  FARMS 


The  Overlook  Farm. 
The  Correction  Farm. 
The  Highland  Park  Farm. 


The  Cooley  Farms  consist  of  the  Colony  Farm,  or  the  place 
of  residence  of  the  Infirmary  group  of  people ;  the  Overlook 
Farm,  on  which  is  to  be  erected  the  permanent  Sanatorium  for 
Tuberculosis  Patients ;  the  Correction  Farm,  on  which  is  the 
AYorkhouse  or  House  of  Correction  group ;  and  the  Highland 
Park  Farm,  on  which  has  been  laid  out  a  magnificent  municipal 
cemetery.  Each  one  of  these  separate  Farms  consists  approxi- 
mately of  five  hundred  acres  of  land.  Together  they  form  a 
great  tract  of  nearly  two  thousand  acres  or  more  than  three 
square  miles,  which  will  furnish  a  favorable  environment  and 
varied  opportunities  for  work  to  the  residents  and  inmates  of  the 
different  villages.  With  this  large  area  it  is  possible  to  have  the 
different  groups  entirely  distinct  and  at  the  same  time,  the  ad- 
vantage of  controlling  a  large  environment.  For  example,  the 
Colony  or  Infirmary  group  will  be  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the 
House  of  Correction  buildings.  The  entrances  from  the  public 
highways  to  these  two  groups  will  be  nearly  three  miles  apart. 
The  land  is  located  on  the  Chagrin  Falls  Suburban  line,  and  is 
nine  and  ten  miles  from  the  Public  Square.  This  great  tract  has 
absorbed  twenty-five  farms,  and  was  purchased  at  an  average  of 
$168.61  per  acre. 
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The  second  of  the  City's  Farms  is  for  the  truant  and  way- 
ward boys.  It  is  twenty-three  miles  from  the  Cityj  and  contains 
two  hundred  and  eighty-five  acres.  It  was  purchased  at  a  cost 
of  less  than  $44  per  acre.  On  this  farm  are  the  eight  cottages 
of  the  Boys'  Home. 

Underneath  this  movement  back  to  the  land  are  simple  fund- 
amental principles.  The  first  is  that  normal  environment  has  a 
strong  tendency  to  restore  men  to  normal  mental  and  physical 
condition.  Whether  people  are  abnormal  in  body  or  mind  or 
heart,  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  place  them  in  the  open-air  life 
and  normal  environment  of  the  country.  This  form  of  treatment 
will  not  always  cure,  but  its  efficiency  is  being  recognized  more 
and  more  in  tuberculosis,  insanity,  and  all  forms  of  abnormal 
development.  The  second  principle  is  that  the  land  furnishes 
the  largest  opportunities  for  the  defective  to  use  whatever  powers 
and  talents  they  possess.  In  shop  and  factory  the  man  who  can- 
not do  his  full  work  is  crowded  out.  Upon  the  land,  the  men 
past-their-prime,  the  crippled,  the  weak,  can  always  find  some 
useful  work. 

THE  COLONY  FARM. 

The  Service  Quadrangle  of  this  group  is  now  nearing  com- 
pletion. Most  of  it  is  two  stories  in  height,  and  it  covers  an  acre 
of  ground.  In  the  center  is  a  large  open  court,  entirely  sur- 
rounded by  a  covered  archway  or  cloister.  It  is  an  adaptation  of 
the  Spanish  mission  architecture  to  present  uses.  The  Service 
Quadrangle  will  include  the  kitchen,  pantry,  refrigerator,  bakery, 
laundry,  bath  rooms,  and  other  service  rooms.  It  will  form  the 
center  of  the  life  and  industries  of  the  village.  Connected  by 
covered  archways  with  the  Quadrangle  are  to  be  the  dining 
rooms,  dormitories  and  the  buildings  of  the  Infirmary  group. 
These  buildings  will  be  of  marble  dust  plaster  finish  with  red 
tile  roofs.  The  cottages  are  to  radiate  from  each  corner  of  this 
Quadrangle.  This  group  is  situated  on  a  high  ridge  six  hundred 
feet  above  the  City,  and  looking  out  upon  the  lake,  ten  miles 
distant.  The  building  for  the  old  ladies'  dining  room  and  dormi- 
tory is  partially  completed.  It  is  expected  to  construct  next  year 
the  old  men's  dining  room  and  dormitory  and  also  the  separate 
building  for  aged  couples.  When  these  are  completed  all  of  our 
Infirmary  people  can  be  moved  to  the  Colony  Farm.  This  will 
provide  for  the  unfortunate  ones  happier  surroundings  in  which 
to  spend  the  declining  years  of  their  lives.    It  will  also  prove  of 
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great  benefit  to  all  the  people  of  Cleveland,  by  giving  to  them 
the  consciousness  of  dealing  more  fairly  and  generously  with  the 
aged  poor  and  the  crippled  who  are  in  our  midst. 

THE  OVERLOOK  FARM  FOR  TUBERCULOSIS 
PATIENTS. 

If  bonds  can  be  sold  the  purpose  is  to  build  on  the  same  high 
ridge  and  a  half  mile  distant  from  the  Infirmary  group  the  per- 
manent Tuberculosis  Sanatorium.  This  will  consist  of  the  ad- 
ministration building,  kitchen,  dining  room,  lean-tos  and  tents 
for  the  patients.  This  location  is  protected  on  the  north  and  west 
by  a  forest  of  seventy  acres,  while  in  the  other  directions  it  looks 
out  over  miles  of  surrounding  country.  Accommodations  should 
be  provided  for  four  hundred,  patients.  The  conflict  with  tuber- 
culosis or  the  White  Plague  is  assuming  .such  proportions  that 
the  municipality  must  meet  it  with  adequate  provisions  for  the 
care  and  cure  of  the  unfortunate  victims  of  this  disease. 

The  temporary  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  at  the  Farm  has 
accommodations  for  about  one  hundred  patients.  Three  lean- 
tos  provide  sleeping  places  for  sixty  patients  who  can  thus  spend 
their  days  and  nights  practically  out  of  doors.  A  large  sun  room 
or  recreation  room  has  been  completed.  The  hospital  for  more 
advanced  cases  has  also  been  retained  in  the  city  on  a  part  of 
the  grounds  of  the  City  Hospital. 

THE  CORRECTION  FARM. 

Distant  from  the  other  groups  of  the  Cooley  Farms  will  be 
located  the  buildings  of  the  Correction  Farm.  The  House  of 
Correction,  or  Workhouse,  will  be  in  three  divisions ;  the  Trus- 
ties, the  Semi-trusties  and  the  regular  Prison  Department.  The 
Trusties  Lodges  have  already  been  built,  and  about  a  hundred 
of  our  Workhouse  men  have  been  kept  upon  the  Farm  for  most 
of  the  year.  Two  thousand  prisoners  have  served  time  on  the 
Farm.  These  men  are  quarrying  and  crushing  stone,  making 
roads,  digging  ditches,  and  doing  general  farm  labor.  The  of- 
ficers in  charge  of  groups  of  workmen  are  more  foremen  than 
prison  guards.  The  out-door  work  is  much  better  for  the  pris- 
oners and  much  more  productive  for' the  city.  When  the  entire 
House  of  Correction  can  be  moved  to  the  Correction  Farm, 
probably  one-half  of  the  prisoners  can  work  under  the  open  SKy, 
in  nature's  normal  surroundings.    We  are  already  able  to  relieve 
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the  winter  congestion  at  the  City  House  of  Correction  by  thus 
removing  a  part  of  the  population .  to  the  Trusties'  Lodges  on 
the  Farm.  Our  experience  with  prisoners  at  the  Farm  gives  us 
great  confidence  in  the  successful  working  out  of  our  plan.  The 
latest  government  statistics  show  that  prison  labor  is  most  ef- 
fective in  such  employment.  It  is  far  better  for  the  prisoners 
and  better  for  the  public. 

During  the  year  the  old  House  of  Correction  in  the  city  was 
sold  to  the  Water  Works  Department  for  $150,000,  thus  provid- 
ing funds  for  the  construction  of  a  part  of  the  permanent  build- 
ings at  the  Correction  Farm. 

THE  HIGHLAND  PARK  FARM. 
For  Cemetery. 

The  Highland  Park  Cemetery  has  been  laid  out  on  broad  lines 
and  will  develop  into  a  magnificent  burial  park.  A  plot  of  aboiu 
fifty  acres  has  been  improved  and  over  two  hundred  burials  have 
been  made.  The  present  restrictions  in  regard  to  monuments 
and  mounds  will  conform  to  the  park  idea.  The  making  and 
maintaining  of  drives  in  this  extensive- burial  park  offers  a  large 
and  profitable  opportunity  for  using  the  labor  of  the  inmates  of 
the  House  of  Correction.  Its  location  is  also  convenient  for 
using  this  labor  in  developing  its  roads  and  walks.  In  time  the 
city  will  derive  a  large  income  from  the  sale  of  lots  in  this  mag- 
nificent municipal  cemetery  of  five  hundred  acres  which  now 
forms  a  part  of  the  Cooley  Farms. 

THE  BOYS'  HOME. 

As  we  were^unable  to  secure  bond  money  no  new  buildings 
have  been  erected" at  the  Boys'  Home  at  Hudson,  Ohio.  We  now 
have  a  country  village  of  eight  cottages  with  accommodations  for 
one  hundred  and  twenty  boys.  Each  cottage  provides  a  home 
for  the  usual  family  of  master  and  matron  and  fifteen  boys.  The 
school  house  has  been  built  large  enough  to  provide  four  school 
rooms  and  a  good  auditorium.  During  the  year  the  gymnasium 
has  been  furnished  and  the  manual  training  department  estab- 
lished. 

The  method  of  dealing  with  these  unfortunate  boys,  most 
of  whom  are  the  victims  of  adverse  conditions,  is  to  give  them 
a  fair  chance  for  healthful  living.  The  simple  principle  under- 
lying our  homes  is  that  normal  conditions  develop  normal  boys. 
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It  is  realizing  for  them  their  common  birthright  in  the  earth 
and  sky.  It  is  surprising  how  soon  they  respond  to  the  new 
surroundings  and  opportunities  which  the  return  to  nature  gives. 
The  fields,  pastures,  trees,  brooks  and  gardens  under  the  open 
sky  form  a  good  tonic  for  a  wayward  lad.  They  are  possessed 
of  great  fondness  for  the  animals.  The  horses,,  cattle,  sheep, 
donkeys,  dogs — all  are  their  friends.  We  are  simply  trying  to 
develop  wholesome,  fun-loving,  hearty  boys,  who,  we  trust,  will 
grow  up  to  do  a  manly  work  for  the  world-  instead  of  being 
criminals  and  a  burden  to  society. 

We  hope  in-the  future  to  have  a  Home  for  Girls  similar  to 
the  Boys'  Home.  With  moderate  outlay,  a  home  could  be  estab- 
lished in  connection  with  the  Farms  at  Warrensville,  thus  restor- 
ing the  unfortunate  girls  to  the  normal- life  of  the  country  home. 
It  is  wiser  for  a  municipality  to  spend  money  in  preventing  vice 
and  crime  than  to  spend  it  in  the  trial  and  punishment  of  crim- 
inals. 

THE  OLD  INFIRMARY. 

The  daily  average  number  of  inmates  for  1907  at  the  In- 
firmary, our  Home  in  the  city  for  the  Aged  and  Dependent  Poor, 
was  632.  We  have  tried  to  add  to  the  healthfulness  and  com- 
fort of  our  old  institution,  but  are  looking  forward  to  the  time 
when  we  can  make  the  environment  of  these  dependent  ones 
better  and  happier  at  the  Colony  Farm. 

THE  CITY  HOSPITALS. 

These  include  the  Main  Hospital,  the  Children's  Hospital, 
the  Tuberculosis  Hospital  in  the  City,  and  the  Tuberculosis  Sana- 
torium at  the  Farm  at  Warrensville.  These  hospitals  had  an 
average  of  348  patients  during  the  year. 

For  some  time  we  have,  felt  that  it  would  be  wise  to  divorce 
the  Hospitals  entirely  from  the  Infirmary.  With  the  rapid  growth 
of  our  city,  each  institution  has  become  large  enough  to  justify 
separate  superintendents  and  management:  During  the  year  Dr. 
J.  D.  McAfee  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  the  City  Hos- 
pitals. With  the  removal  of  the  Infirmary  to  the  Colony  Farm 
at  Warrensville,  the  buildings  and  grounds  on  Scranton  Road  will 
be  devoted  exclusively  to  hospital  purposes.  As  soon  as  money 
can  be  provided,  it  is  planned  to  construct  on  the  twenty-seven 
acres  of  land  on  Scranton  Road  a  modern  hospital  worthy  of  our 
municipality.  We  feel  that  as  a  separate  department,  the  Hos- 
pitals should  now  be  supported  by  a  regular  tax  levy. 
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The  members  of  the  Visiting  Staff,  composed  of  about  fifty 
of  our  most  skilled  physicians  and  surgeons,  have  given  their 
services  to  the  hospital  without  remuneration.  To  them,  the 
city,  as  well  as  the  sick,  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude. 

The  Homeopathic  School  of  Medicine  now  has  a  recognized 
place  in  the  Hospital,  and  is  represented  by  a  Visiting  Staff  and 
two  house  physicians.  To  their  medical  care  are  committed  one- 
fourth  of  all  the  patients.  There  are  now  in  all  eight  house 
physicians  in  attendance.  Besides  the  graduate  nurses,  there  are 
forty  nurses  in  the  Nurses'  Training  School. 

THE  TUBERCULOSIS  HOSPITALS. 

We  are  still  compelled  to  use  our  Tuberculosis  Hospital  on 
Scranton  Road  where,  we  have  had  an  average  of  54  patients. 
The  effort  is  to  take  the  incipient  cases  to  the  temporary  Tuber- 
culosis Sanatorium  at  the  Cooley  Farms,  where  we  have  had 
an  average  of  72  patients.  There  have  been  numbers  of  cures 
by  the  sunlight,  pure  air  and  healthful  living  at  the  Farm.  As 
soon  as  a  bond  issue  can  be  secured,  the  purpose  is  to  build  a 
large  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  at  the  Overlook  Farm,  with  ac- 
commodations for  four  or  five  hundred  patients. 

THE  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASE  HOSPITAL. 

We  have  long  felt  the  need  of  larger  and  better  equipped 
wards  for  contagious  diseases.  A  separate  Contagious  Disease 
Hospital  on  the  grounds  of  the  City  Hospital  is  now  under  con- 
struction. When  completed  it  will  cost  $100,000.  The  growth 
of  the  city  and  the  lack  of  such  accommodations  in  other  hos- 
pitals render  it  important  that  some  adequate  provision  be  made 
for  the  patients  suffering  from  diptheria,  scarlet  fever,  and  other 
contagious  diseases. 

THE  CONVALESCENT  HOSPITAL. 

Our  general  plan  includes  the  establishment  of  a  Conva- 
lescent Hospital  on  the  Cooley  Farms  at  Warrensville.  A  special 
hospital 'street  car,  with  beds  and  nurses,  can  furnish  the  trans- 
portation from  our  hospital  in  the  city  to  the  Convalescent  Hos- 
pital in  the  country.  It  is  hoped  in  time  to  establish  two  addi- 
tional separate  hospitals  on  the  Farm  for  cancer  cases  and  for 
venereal  diseases. 
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THE  OUT-DOOR  RELIEF. 

The  total  number  of  persons  assisted  during  the  year  was 
7,495,  at  a  cost  for  fuel,  shoes,  groceries  and  supplies  of  $29,- 
348.47,  as  against  7,033  persons  in  1906,  at  an  expense  of  $29,- 
696.97  for  the  same  items.  There"  are  multitudes  who  do  not 
come  to  us,  and  who  are  engaged  in  a  desperate  struggle  for  the 
bare  necessities  of  life  and  who  continually  live  on  the  verge  of 
want  and  'misery. 

With  the  closing  months  of  the  year,  the  demands  on  the 
relief  department  were  unusually  heavy.  The  advance  in  the 
cost  of  fuel,  food  and  clothing  has  been  out  of  proportion  to  any 
advance  in  wages.  This  condition  made  it  ev.en  more  difficult  for 
the  day  laborer  to  .have  money  saved.  Within  a  few  days  after 
the  financial  crisis  and  the  closing  of  shops  and  factories,  hun- 
dreds of  able-bodied  men  were  driven  to  the  necessity  of  seeking 
public  aid  for  their  families.  The  .striking  fact  about  the  situa- 
tion was  that  the  application  for  public  relief  was  forced  im- 
mediately after  the  loss  of  employment. 

The  rule  is  to  investigate  all  cases  before/  giving  relief. 
Whenever  it  is  practicable,  those  receiving  aid  are  required  to 
do  work.  There  are  many  applications  from  the  crippled  with 
injured  limbs,  or  arms,  or  hands,  and  from  those  grown  too  old 
to  do  a  full  day's  work.  The  destitute  mothers,  left  alone  with 
a  number  of  small  children,  must  be-  helped.  The  fact  of  the 
congestion  of  the  poor  in  districts  by  themselves  makes  it  dif- 
ficult for  private  charity  to  reach  many  who  are  in  distress  and 
want.  The  purpose  is  to  give  help  with  the  least  possible  harm 
to  the  recipient.  While  in  some  instances  this  form  of  out-door 
relief  is  unwise  and  harmful  in  its  results,  yet,  under  present 
industrial  and  social  conditions,  no  other  method  seems  possible. 
By  the  kindly  aid  of  our  city  Dental  Society,  we  are  now  able  to 
help  the  children  of  our  families  in  the  care  of  their  teeth. 

THE  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

The  daily  average  number  of  prisoners  during  1907  was  385, 
as  compared  with  428  in  1906,  a  decrease  of  43  prisoners.  Most 
of  them  have  served  short  terms,  consequently  their  work  has 
not  been  very  productive  financially.  Primarily,  we  are  not  try- 
ing to  conduct  a  factory,  but  a  House  of  Correction. 

The  radical  change  in  the  principle  of  dealing  mercifully 
with  these  so-called  criminals  has  been  continued  with  gratifying 
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results.  The  reason  for  this  changed  attitude  is  that  mercy  and 
kindness  are  the  strongest  elements  in  the  reformation  of  men 
and  women.  Bitter  severity  of  punishment  neither  protects  so- 
ciety nor  decreases  crime.  There  are  many  who  are  imprisoned 
because  they  cannot  pay  a  fine.  While  not  so  technically,  yet,  in 
reality,  they  are  prisoners  for  debt. 

Some  mistakes  have  been  made,  but  the  method  of  parol- 
ing is  increasingly  efficient,  and  in  many  cases  brings  a  new  hope 
and  better  life.  There  has  been  improvement  and  development 
in  the  use  of  our  system  of  paroling  prisoners. 

In  the  cases  of  neglect  of  families,  our  parole  system  has 
been  especially  effective,  the  paroles"  having  been  made  on  the 
condition  that  the  wages  should  be  turned  over  to  the  family. 
In  one  case  the  prisoner  was  paroled  on  condition  that  his  pay 
checks  were  to  be  sent  to  our  office,  his  wife  calling  every  two 
weeks  for  her  husband's  pay.  In  the  sixteen  months  of  his  parole, 
the  family  received  over  $800  in  the  wages  of  the  father.  This 
was  certainly  better  than  keeping  him  locked  in  prison :  better  for 
the  man,  better  for  the  family  and  better  for  society. 

The  percentage  of  those  who  are  returned  to  the  House  of 
Correction  has  decreased,  and  more  and  better  reports  have  been 
sent  in  from  our  paroled  prisoners.  An  effort  has  been  made  to 
secure  positions,  as  a  good  opportunity  to  earn  a  living  is  one  of 
the  greatest  preventives  of  crime. 

THE  NIGHT "  SCHOOL 

has  continued  with  increasing  success.  There  are  about  a  hun- 
dred scholars.  The  school  is  self-governing.  Some  of  our  pris- 
oners learn  to  read  and  write.  We  are  glad  that  this  small  op- 
portunity is  given  to  them  even  though  in  a  workhouse.  Most 
of  the  teachers  .are  from  among  the  inmates  of  the  institution. 
The  school  has  demonstrated  that  it  is  possible  to  do  a  valuable 
educational  work',  even  for  the  short-term  prisoners  of  the  House 
of  Correction. 

THE  BROTHERHOOD. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  Parole  Officers,  our  paroled 
prisoners  have  organized  a  Brotherhood,  the  purpose  of  which  is 
to  find  opportunities  for  employment  and  furnish  to  released 
prisoners  a  comfortable  home  until  they  are  able  to  pay  their 
own  way.  In  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word,  it  is  not  a  charitable 
institution  at  all.  It  has  practically  been  maintained  by  the  men 
themselves.

With  the  coming  of  the  business  depression  and  the  diffi- 
culty of  rinding  employment  for  our  men,  the  problem  of  main- 
taining the  home  on  a  self-supporting  basis  became  more  serious. 
Under  normal  conditions  of  employment,  the  Brotherhood  men 
themselves  would  pay  its  current  expenses.  They  form  a  valuable 
employment  bureau.  They  are  on  the  lookout  for  jobs  for  other 
members.  In  seventeen  months  these  men,  who,  by  some,  are  re- 
garded as  worthless,  paid  into  the  Home  for  board  and  other  ex- 
penses more  than  ten  thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars  which 
they  have  earned  by  honest  work  in  the  shops  and  factories  of 
Cleveland. 

Only  those  who  have  had  to  do  with  released  prisoners  can 
understand  the  practical  help  of  the  Brotherhood.  Its  doors  are 
open  when  men  most  need  a  kindly  shelter  and  an  opportunity 
to  work.  Its  comfortably  dressed  men  going  and  coming  from 
their  daily  toil  inspire  a  new  hope  in  the  paroled  prisoners — 
that  they  too  can  "make  good."  That  the  men  are  helping 
others  who  have  been  in  the  same  trouble  is  an  additional  stim- 
ulus to  right  living.  The  Brotherhood  furnishes  this  immediate 
opportunity  to  work,  to  live,  and  to  help  some  other  fellows  who 
are  down. 

THE  CEMETERIES. 

The  City  maintains  eight  cemeteries.  The  older  and  smaller 
ones  were  established  as  town  or  village  burial  places.  A  number 
of  them  are  small  and  difficult  to  maintain.  The  newer  cemeter- 
ies are  laid  out  on  broad  lines  and  will  develop  into  magnificent 
burial  parks.  The  Highland  Park  cemetery  has  five  hundred 
acres.  The  sale  of  lots  in  West  Park  and  Highland  Park  is  in- 
creasing. Burial  places,  must  be  provided  for  the  multitudes  who 
are  to  be  citizens  of  our  city.  The  income  from  these  great  ceme- 
teries will  maintain  for  many  years  the  smaller  and  the  older  of 
the  City's  burial  places. 

OUR  MUNICIPAL  CHARITIES. 

To  this  department  come  the  unemployed,  the  aged,  the 
poor,  the  sick,  the  suffering,  the  demented,  the  erring,  and  the 
criminal.  Most  of  them  are  the  unfortunate  victims  of  our  un- 
just social  conditions.  They  belong  to  the  unprivileged  or  the 
submerged  classes.  The  slums  of  our  cities  form  the  breeding 
ground  for  disease,  vice  and  crime.  These  congested  quarters 
of  poverty,  misery  and  wretchedness  threaten  the  life  of  the  bodv 
social. 
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We  realize  that  in  most  of  our  work  we  are  not  curing  the 
social  disease,  but  we  are  trying  to  relieve  present  suffering  and 
distress.  Back  of  the  superficial  and  temporary  help,  there  has 
been  an  effort  to  find  the  underlying  cause  of  human  misery  and 
shame  and  sin.  The  lack  of  opportunity  to  earn  a  comfortable 
living  crowds  many  into  the  defective,  delinquent  or  criminal 
classes.  To  realize  our  common  inheritance  in  the  earth's  re- 
sources is  fundamental  to  a  general  betterment.  The  wisest 
philanthropy  is  that  which  seeks  the  cause  of  poverty  and  wretch- 
edness and  strives  to  realize  just  social  and  industrial  relations. 
Simple  justice  which  opens  opportunities  for  men  and  women 
to  help  themselves — this  is  the  only  rational  basis  for  charity. 
Our  deepest  need  is  social  righteousness  and  justice.

My  Dear  Air.  Cooley: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you 
herewith  my  seventh  annual  report  for  the  Department  of  Public 
Charities,  comprising  the  old  Infirmary,  Hospital  and  the  various 
branches  of  the  work  at  the  Cooley  Farms,  also  the  Outdoor  Re- 
lief Department. 

Although  my  official  capacity  with  the  Infirmary  and  City 
Hospital  ended  on  July  1st  last,  this  report  includes  everything  in 
connection  with  the  expenses  and  maintenance  ol  those  institu- 
tions for  the  entire  year. 

The  tabulated  statements  attached  hereto,  prepared  by  Mr. 
E.  F.  Saeltzer,  the  efficient  Secretary  of  the  department,  show  in 
detail  the  amounts  of  moneys  received,  the  various  sources  from 
which  received,  the  purposes  for  which  expended,  the  total  and 
average  number  of  inmates  and  patients  in  the  various  institu- 
tions, the  number  of  births  and  deaths,  in  fact  an  accurate  account 
of  everything  in  connection  with  operating  our  department.  As 
there  is  a  separate  appropriation  set  aside  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Outdoor  Relief  Department,  the  report  covering  this  branch 
of  the  work  in  detail  also  is  attached  hereto.  Table  No.  2  shows 
the  average  daily  number  of  persons  cared  for  during  the  year 
1907  were  107  in  excess  of  the  total  number  cared  for  daily  during 
the  previous  year,  which  indicates  that  the  proportion  of  unfor- 
tunates who  are  unable  to  care  for  themselves  is  increasing  more 
rapidly  than  the  natural  increase  of  the  population  of  this  city 
would  warrant. 

The  per  capita  cost  of  caring  for  all  of  our  people  during 
the  year  was  somewhat  less  than*  for  the  year  previous,  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  as  the  population  increases,  the  per  capita 
cost  is  less  in  proportion,  while  the  fixed  charges  remain  about 
the  same.  Another  reason  for  the  decrease  is  the  fact  that  we 
are  raising  various  supplies  on  the  Cooley  Farms,  that  heretofore 
we  were  obliged  to  purchase.  The  active  work  for  the  removal  of 
the  old  Infirmary  to  the  Farm  in  Warrensville  was  inaugurated 
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during  this  year.  Buildings  are  under  course  of  construction, 
more  are  to  follow  and  I  have  every  reason  to  hope  that  by 
October  ist  next  at  the  very  latest,  we  will  be  able  to  care  for. 
all  of  the  Infirmary  inmates  on  the  Cooley  Farms.  It  would  re- 
quire pages  to  go  into  detail  about  the  work  and  the  future  of 
our  Farm  proposition  and  as  we  expect  to  keep  a  separate  account 
of  the  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital  and  Infirmary 
Group  on  the  Farm,  a  detailed  report  comprising  that  branch  of 
the  department  will  no  doubt  be  made  a  part  of  the  next  annual 
report. 

Extending  to  you  and  the  other  members  ^of  the  Board  of 
Public  Service  my  sincerest  thanks  for  the  warm  courtesy  and 
assistance  rendered  me,  also  my  appreciation  of  the  services 
rendered  by  all  who  have  been  associated  with  me  during  the  year

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
CITY  HOSPITALS 


Cleveland,  Ohio,  March  5,  1908. 
Dr.  H.  R.  Cooley,  Director  Public  Charities  and  Correction,1  City. 

Honored  Sir  : — As  my  service  at. the  City  Hospital  began  July 
I,  1907,  it  will  be  impossible  to  give  a  full  and  complete  report. 
There  have  been  some  changes  which  we  hope  will  be  of  benefit. 
At  the  present  time  we  are  installing  a  new  system  of  case  records 
of  the  hospital,  which  we  believe  will  give  us  a  more  accurate 
conception  of  the  work  done  at  the  institution.  We  shall  aim 
to  show  at  all  times  the  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital,  male 
and  female,  also  the  classification  as  to  disease  which  caused  their 
admission ;  as  the  surgical,  medical,  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat, 
gynaecological,  mental  and  nervous,  dermatological,  etc.  The 
record  will  also  show  physician  in  attendance  and  method  of  treat- 
ment. 

The  main  building  is  poorly  arranged  for  use  as  a  hospital. 
Segregation  as  to  disease  and  stage  of  disease  is  difficult.  Many 
conditions  cannot  be  rectified  because  of  arrangement  of  wards. 
We  have  installed  sterilizers  throughout  the  entire  hospital  that 
the  excreta  from  all  patients  may  be  properly  sterilized,  thereby 
reducing  the  danger  to  others  through  our  water  supply.  We 
also  contemplate  installing  sterilizers  that  all  clothing  and  bed- 
ding in  all  departments  may  be  sterilized  by  either  live  steam  or 
dry  heat,  or  both.  Then  all  infected  bedding  and  wearing  ap- 
parel may  be  kept  in  perfectly  sanitary  condition,  and  we  may 
know  that  patients  when  leaving  the  hospital  are  not  carrying 
infection  to  their  homes  or  the  general  public,  and  that  all  pos- 
sibility of  infection  through  our  laundry  will  be  overcome. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to 'our  Training  School  for 
Nurses.  The  school  has  not  less  than  three  lectures  each  week 
given  by  members  of  the  general  staff  or  members  of  the  house 
staff.  This  course  will  contain  not  less  than  seventy  or  seventy- 
five  lectures  on  all  the  most  important  subjects  pertaining  to  the 
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work  of  the  nurse.  No  lecturer  is  allowed  more  than  six  lectures, 
so  that  as  many  subjects  may  be  brought  before  the  nurses  as 
possible  in  the  limited  time.  Every  department  of  the  hospital 
pertaining  to  the  immediate  care  of  the  sick  is  now  under  the 
charge  of  a  competent  supervisor,  which  we  feel  to  be  a  very  im- 
portant step  toward  bringing  to  the  conception  of  the  nurse  in 
training,  not  only  the  best  possible  care  for  the  patient,  but  the 
most  thorough  means  of  instruction  for  the  nurse.  We  feel  that 
the  greatest -good  is  not  attained  alone  by  theory,  but  that  that 
theory  must  be  harnessed  to  the  direct  application  to  be  of  fu- 
ture benefit ;  therefore  we  constantly  impress  upon  our  corps  of 
supervisors  the  importance  of  understanding  that  they  are  before 
the  nurse  in  training  as  teachers,  and  that  at  all  times  by  precept 
and  example  they  must,  at  work  or  recreation,  be  living,  acting 
models  of  what  a  competent  trained  nurse  should  be. 

It  'would  be  impossible  to  speak  in  too  high  terms  of  praise 
of  each  and  every  person  to  whom  we  have  applied  for  assistance 
to  help  build  up  our  training  school.  The  staff  physicians  whom 
we  have  asked  to  help  with  the  school  have  in  no  instance  fal- 
tered, not  only  granting,  but  doing  that  which  we  sought,  .even 
though  in  many  instances  it  was  an  encroachment  upon  their  pro- 
fessional cares.  Our  house  physicians  have  labored  diligently  and 
unceasingly  to  in  every  way  help  us  build  up  our  school,  giving  us 
the  benefit  of  their  recent  study  and  research,  which  only  those 
directly  on  the  field  of  duty  can  appreciate. 

Our  Contagious  Disease  Department,  at  present  in  cramped 
quarters,  is  doing  very  efficient  work  under  the  constant  guidance 
of  its  supervisor.  It  is  at  all  times  crowded.  We  hope  in  the 
near  future  to  be  able  to  move  into  and  utilize  the  large  modern 
building  which  is  now  under  process  of  construction,  and  a  few 
months  will  place  at  our  command  a  contagious  disease  hospital 
with  the  most  modern  equipment  for  the  care  of  contagious  dis- 
eases, reducing  to  a  minimum  the  clanger  from  such  diseases. 
Its  completion  will  be  a  great  step  forward  in  safeguarding  the 
life* and  health  of  the  community.  The  great  benefit  of  such  a 
hospital  to  a  city  can  hardly  be  appreciated  by  those  who  have  not 
had  experience  and  who  have  not  given  much  thought  to  the  dan- 
gers arising  from  such  diseases  not  properly  treated. 

Our  Tubercular  Sanitorium  is  doing  a  great  work  in  pro- 
viding a  modern  home  for  those  poor  unfortunates  upon  whom 
"The  Great  White  Plague"  has  fastened  its  unyielding  grasp. 
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The  present  capacity  for  tubercular  patients  is  wholly  inadequate 
to  care  for  the  army  of  the  afflicted,  but  we  hope  that  the  Cooley 
Farms  at  Warrensville  will  soon  be  so  equipped  that  no  tuber- 
cular person  will  be  denied  admission,  and  that  by  admitting  all 
so  afflicted  within  our  city  the  general  public  will  be  safeguarded.

CLEVELAND  BOYS'  HOME 


REPORT  OF  HEAD  MASTER 
CLEVELAND  BOYS'  HOME 


Hon.  Harris  R.  Cooley,  Director  of  Public  Service. 

Dear  Sir: — The  Cleveland  Boys'  Home  started  in  June,  1903, 
and  I  offer  this,  my  fourth  annual  report. 

The  health  of  the  boys  during  the  year  was  very  good,  the 
same  as  it  has  been  in  former  years.  Only  once  were  we  com- 
pelled to  call  the  doctor  for  an  acute  sickness  and  then  it  would 
not  have  been  necessary  if  the  boy  had  not  had  a  chronic  trouble 
from  early  youth.  We  have  been  less  fortunate  with  accidents. 
A  number  of  boys  have  had  broken  bones  during  the  year,  but 
none  of  them  will  have  any  serious  consequences  from  their 
injuries. 

During  the  year  we  erected  and  fitted  up  a  new  playground 
outfit  near  the  school  house.  We  also  have  an  indoor  gymnasium 
fully  equipped.  These  afford  opportunity  for  the  development 
•of  the  boy's  body  and  mind. 

Our  school  has  been  in  progress  during  the  regular  ..school 
months  according  to  the  city  school  time.  Beside  the  school  work 
every  boy  is  taught  how  to  play  and  exercise. 

Another  valuable  improvement  of  this  year  is  the  Manual 
Training  department.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  give  more  time 
for  this  important  branch  of  our  work.  During  the  summer 
months  the  manual:  training  teacher  spent  eight  hours  a  day  and 
the  results  showed  that  the  time  was  well  spent.  He  had  a  class 
of  fifteen  of  the  older  boys  and  spent  the  forenoon  at  drawing  and 
tracing,  and  it  is  surprising  to  see  the  skill  developed  by  the  boys 
along  this  line.  We  had  the  frames  of  the  screens  for  windows 
and  doors  of  new  cottages  made  by  machine,  but  the  manual  train- 
ing boys  screened  and  hung  them  all.  They  made  window  ven- 
tilators for  the  cottages,  taking  the  measure,  making  the  ven- 
tilators and  fitting  them  into  place.  Each  boy  is  privileged  to 
write  his  name  on  the  work  he  does.  We  never  make  anything 
that  we  do  not  use.  The  boy  knows  where  his  particular  piece  of 
work  is  going  and  when  in  place,  he  can  at  any  time  point  it  out 
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to  his  friends  visiting  with  him.  It  is  our  intention  to  work  out 
some  plan  whereby  we  will  be  enabled  to  give  each  boy  one  day 
each  week  for  this  practical  education. 

In  the  school  we  are  doing  excellent  work.  The  teachers 
who  formerly  remained  in  one  room  all  day,  now  interchange. 
For  instance,  one  teacher  teaches  literature,  the  other  mathe- 
matics, and  the  other  probably  reading,  etc.  As  far  as  we  have 
gone  we  like  the  plan  very  wrell. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation  we  had  the  boys  out  in  the 
woods  with  hatchets,  axes,  brush  hooks,  etc.,  clearing  away  the 
underbrush  and  small  trees. 

On  account  of  the  lack  of  funds  no  new  building  could  be 
done,  but  our  carpenter  was  kept  busy  with  finishing  work  al- 
ready started.  Our  plans  for  the  future  should  include  three  new 
cottages  and  a  separate  building  for  manual  training.  I  mention 
three  new  cottages  for  the  reason  that  the  boys  of  three  new  cot- 
tages could  be  taken  care  of  in  the  school  by  one  additional 
teacher.  We  should  also  make  provisions  for  more  land.  As  it 
is  we  cannot  raise  enough  hay  and  grain  for  our  stock  and  must 
buy  every  year.  Fully  as  necessary  as  the  new  cottages  and  ad- 
ditional land  is  a  new  dairy  barn.  We  desire  to  have  a  model 
barn  for  our  herd.  It  would  be  not  only  for  the  health  of  the 
boys  but  also  as  a  valuable  training  in  cleanliness. 

One  of  the  great  difficulties  in  the  former  training  of  our 
boys  is  the  lack  of  cleanliness,  truthfulness  and  respect  of  other 
people's  rights.  Willful  destruction  of  their  own  and  others 
clothes,  determination  to  spend  every  penny  which  comes  into 
their  possession  are  marked  tendencies.  Of  all  the  boys  whom 
we  employed  after  their  parole,  the  most  of  them  could  see  no 
value  in  the  banking  of  money.  With  them  it  was  something  un- 
heard of.  With  the  most  of  our  boys  who  go  out  and  get  em- 
ployment in  the  city,  the  same  is  the  case.  But  the  late  stringency 
in  the  money  market,  and  therefore  the  lack  of  employment,  has 
been  a  trial  as  well  as  a  lesson  to  most  of  our  former  boys. 
Some  had  good  employment  but  did  not  see  the  necessity  of  saving 
and  are  now  in  hard  straits.  Some  returned  here  and  asked  for 
shelter,  but  thus  far  we  have  only  heard  of  one  who  got  into 
trouble  with  the  court. 

As  to  our  boys  who  have  been  paroled  from  here  since  we 
established  the  home,  allow  me  to  say  that  we  now  have  a  method 
of  knowing  about  them  after  they  leave  the  home.  The  Juvenile 
Court  has  established  a  system  whereby  it  is  possible  to  find  out 
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.-at  any  time  how  our  boys  are  doing.  The  records  there  are  open 
to  us  for  inspection.  This  system  has  been  in  vogue  since  De- 
cember ist,  1905,  and  on  December  1st,  1907,  our  records  showed 
that  during  these  two  years,  we  paroled  one  hundred  and  three 
boys  to  the  court  and  of  these  one  hundred  and  three  boys,  only 
eight  had  to  be  sent  to  some  other  institution  for  offenses  that 
they  had  committed.  Before  making  this  report  I  went  over  the 
records  of  Juvenile  Court  concerning  our  boys  very  carefully 
with  Mr.  Lewis  and  we  have  found  to  our  surprise  that  of  all 
the  boys  now  under  parole,  only  one  has  not  a  good  record.  I 
will  add  a  few  reports  concerning  individual  cases : 

 ,  a  boy  who  was  with  us  sixteen  months,  was 

paroled  at  the  age  of  twelve.  All  the  records  he  brought  into 
court  from  his  teacher  until  the  time  of  his  release,  were  perfect, 
except  one-half  day  his  conduct  was  poor. 

 ,  who  was  with  us  a  year,  shows  on  his  cards 

from  school  to  the  court  "good" "and  "fair,"  but  the  Chief  Pro- 
bation Officer  wants  more  "good"  in  the  place  of  "fair"  and  has 
not  yet  released  him. 

 — ,  was  with  us  two  years,  and  was  dismissed 

at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His  school  report  was  marked  "good" 
with  but  one  "fair"  during  the  entire  time.  On  the  first  of  May 
•of  this  year,  he  secured  a  work  permit. 

 ,  a  boy  in  whom  we  had  very  little  confi- 
dence at  first.  He  did  not  seem  to  take  well  to  the  training  at  the 
home  until  he  had  been  with  us  fully  six  months.  After  that 
time  he  seemed  to  improve  very  well,  was  paroled  to  the  court 
and  his  school  reports  show  that  the  boy  was  never  tardy,  never 
absent,  had  but  one  "fair"  in  conduct  and  in  lessons  all  "good." 

 ,  was  with  us  over  two  years,  not  because  he 

needed  it,  but  because  we  did  not  think  the  home  was  good  enough 
for  the  boy  to  go  to  .  Finally  we  had  to  let  him  go,  being  crowded 
for  room.  The  .court  took  special  care  with  this  boy  and  the 
reports  show  the  result  of  the  boy's  endeavors.  Lessons  were 
marked  "good"  except  during  one  week  when  he  had  "fair." 
Conduct  was  always  "good."  On  the  final  card,  before  the  boy 
was  released  entirely,  the  teacher  added  this  remark,  "He  tried 
hard  every  day." 

When  a  boy  is  paroled  from  here  it  is  distinctly  understood 
that  he  cannot  be  sent  here  again  by  the  court.  This  conclusion 
was  arrived  at  between  the  court  and  ourselves,  so  as  to  avoid 
the  plan  of  some  of  the  former  boys  who  got  into  trouble  "just 
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to  come  back."  But  I  believe  we  should  always  leave  the  "latch- 
string"  out  for  the  boy  who  wants  to  come  back  when  he  behaves. 
We  hope  to  have  a  "Home  Day"  again  in  connection  with  our 
anniversary  and  then  we  expect  to  see  most  of  the  old  boys  at 
home  for  a  day.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR 


Hon.  Harris  R.  Cooley,  Director  of  Public  Service. 

Dear  Sir : — I  herewith  respectfully  submit  to  you  my  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1907. 

On  examination  of  the  tabulated  statements  contained  there- 
in you  will  find  that  the  management  of  the  several  cemeteries 
under  my  supervision  has  been  such,  that,  notwithstanding  the 
large  amount  expended  for  necessary  improvements,  the  purchase 
of  new  tools  and  implements,  the  department  has  made  a  very 
good  showing. 

Woodland  Cemetery  as  usual  has  netted  a  handsome  profit. 

Erie  Street  Cemetery  has  been  operated  at  a  loss.  8,532  sq. 
ft.  of  land  has  been  deeded  back  to  the  city  in  Erie  Street  Ceme- 
tery. The  total  number  of  bodies  disintered  274,  most  of  the 
bodies  have  been  transferred  to  Highland  Park  Cemetery. 

Harvard  Grove  Cemetery  has  been  a  heavy  expense  on  ac- 
count of  a  new  culvert  and  grading,  which,  when  finished  will 
double  the  burying  capacity.  During  the  past  year  an  addition 
of  nearly  nne  acre  was  purchased  thereby  giving  this  Cemetery 
the  entire  frontage  on  Harvard  Street. 

West  Park  Cemetery  has  netted  a  good  profit  during  the 
year,  and  will  improve  as  soon  as  street  car  facilities  are  more 
convenient. 

Brookmere,  Broadview,  and  Denison  Cemeteries  were  oper- 
ated at  a  loss. 

During  the  year  work  at  Highland  Park  Cemetery  has  pro- 
gressed slowly  on  account  of  the  paving  of  Kinsman  Road.  The 
pavement  is  now  completed  to  the  Cemetery  entrance.  Another 
lot  section  has  been  laid  out,  also  a  single  grave"  section,  which 
will  be  ready  for  burials  May  I,  1908.

A  new  boiler,  engine,  and  steel  cars  have  been  added  to  the 
equipment  at  the  stone  quarry.  The  remaining  land  under  culti- 
vation has  yielded  3,282  bushels  of  oats,  145  tons  of  hay,  60 
bushels  of  rye,  100  bushels  of  corn,  and  50  tons  of  straw. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Public  Service  and  the  Super- 
intendents of  my  Department  for  their  hearty  co-operation  dur- 
ing the  past  year.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


Cleveland,  O.,  December  31,  1907. 
Hon.  Harris  R.  Cooley,  Director,  Board  of  Public  Service,  City. 

Dear  Mr.  Cooley: — I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  thirty- 
seventh  annual  report  of  the  Cleveland  House  of  Correction,  in- 
cluding financial  and  statistical  tables  showing  all  operations  for 
the  year  ending  today. 

December  31,  1906,  we  had  415  inmates,  today  December  31, 
1907,  we  have  426.  We  received  during  the  year  3,377  persons 
and  discharged  during  the  year  3,366  leaving  a  balance  as  stated 
above.  Average  population  for  1906  was  428  and  the  average 
population  for  1907  was  385. 

I  am  most  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  the  past 
year  we  were  not  once  compelled  to  put  two  men  in  one  cell,  and 
for  this  we  must  thank  our  Farm  at  Warrensville  to  which  we 
sent  during  the  year  1,570  persons,  most  of  them  first  offenders. 

By  referring  to  the  record  which  accompanies  this,  you  will 
find  that  these  persons  performed  12,534  day's  work  on  various 
parts  of  the  Cooley  Farms.  I  also  enclose  as  part  of  my  report 
a  schedule  showing  the  amount  of  produce  raised  on  our  own 
Correction  Farm  during  the  year  1907  to  be  of  a  value  of 
$11,939.57  a^  °f  which  was  eaten  by  the  inmates  of  the  Farm 
or  at  this  institution. 

The  Farm  is  also  useful  in  another  way.  It  supplies  us 
with  a  place  to  which  we  can  send  almost  all  the  persons  sent 
here  for  the  first  time  for  minor  offenses  and  I  do  not  think 
that  the  benefits  to  be  derived  by  the  inmates  from  this  arrange- 
ment can  be  over-estimated.  It  practically  amounts  to  a  segre- 
gation of  first  offenders  who  after  serving  their  days  working 
in  the  pure,  fresh  air  on  the  Farm,  leave  us  I  am  sure  better,  both 
physically  and  morally  than  when  received. 

We  had  four  deaths  during  the  year,  all  from  delirium 
tremens.  These  men  were  received  in  very  bad  condition  and 
were  sent  at  once  to  our  hospital,  but  in  spite  of  our  best  efforts, 
death  resulted. 
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Under  the  direction  of  our  Parole  Officer,  Mr.  Frank  Martin, 
the  night  school  continues  to  thrive  and  and  produce  some  won- 
derful results.  Mr.  Martin  will  submit  a  report  treating  on  this 
subject  in  detail. 

Thanking  yourself  and  the  other  members  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Service  for  your  kind  interests  displayed  toward  us  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  I  remain,

REPORT  OF  NIGHT  SCHOOL 


The  night  school  at  the  Cleveland  House  of  Correction  taken 
from  an  educational  standpoint  is  a  great  success.  During  the 
year  the  school  was  reorganized  and  graded  as  in  public  schools 
of  this  city.  The  classes  are  graded  from  the  primary  to  the 
sixth  grade  and  nothing  but  the  ordinary  branches  are  taught, 
such  as  reading,  writing,  spelling,  history,  geography  and  arith- 
metic. 

A  scholar  to  attend  night  school  must  first  make  application 
to  an  officer  in  charge  of  the  school.  The  school  is  for  those  who 
wish  to  learn  and  brighten  up  their  faculties'  in  the  branches  of 
study  which  they  are  able  to  take  up. 

The  most  rigid  discipline  is  enforced  in  order  to  gain  the 
best  results  from  the  school.  Each  prisoner  is  allowed  the  priv- 
ilege of  attending  until  for  cause  he  is  taken  off  the  list.  There 
are  eleven  classes,  each  class  has  a  teacher  appointed  by  the  of- 
ficer in  charge  from  among  those  most  fitted  to  act  as  instructors. 
Each  class  besides  a  teacher,  has  a  representative  whose  duties 
are  to  report  each  infraction  of  the  rules  and  also  keep  a  record 
of  the  supplies  furnished  each  class.  The  school  is  self  govern- 
ing. The  officer  in  charge  is  assisted  by  the  Governor  whose 
term  expires  each  month  and  is  elected  by  a  vote  of  the  school. 

The  Governor  decides  all  cases  of  misconduct  and  helps  to 
maintain  order  and  discipline. 

The  average  attendance  is  about  450  per  week.  School  is- 
held  five  nights  a  week.  Each  Wednesday  evening  is  open  for 
entertainments  or  anything  beneficial  to  the  school.  Very  often 
Mr.  Frank  Ward,  Superintendent  of  the  Brotherhood  Home 
comes  out  and  talks  to  the  boys. 

Each  man  is  made  to  feel  free  and  unguarded  upon  enter- 
ing the  school  room  and  ,by  applying  his  mind  to  educational 
work  to  forget  the  troubles  of  the  past.  Some  men  certainly 
make  good  progress.  Many  a  man  upon  entering  the  school 
is  unable  to  write  his  name,  but  very  few  if  any  ever  go  out 
without  having  derived  some  benefit.  Several  instances  have 
come  ,up  on  our  regular  monthly  Parole  day  where  a  man  is 
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called  upon  to  sign  his  name,  and  for  the  first  time  in  his  life  he 
is  able  to  do  so.  One  man  fifty-seven  years  of  age  upon  going 
out  on  parole  signed  his  name  after  three  weeks  instruction  in 
the  school. 

Another  feature  of  the  school  is  the  interest  each  one  has  and 
displays,  here  the  foundations  for  better  men  are  laid,  and  once 
started  the  man  usually  improves  rapidly.  Many  a  man  has 
changed  his  whole  career  after  a  term  in  this  school  and  by  care- 
ful handling  and  training,  a  man  is  brought  to  see  the  error  of 
his  ways  by  being  brought  back  to  the  thoughts  of  his  school 
days.  Kind  words  and  good  advice  are  the  only  instruments 
of  punishment  administered  in  the  school. 

In  conclusion  will  say  that  the  management  of  this  institu- 
tion deserves  great  praise  for  the  privilege  and  aid  extended  the 
school.  Superintendent  O'Reilly  at  all  times  has  taken  great 
interest  in  the  progress  and  comforts  of  the  men  attending  the 
school.

My  dear  Sir : — I  respectfully  transmit  for  your  approval  the 
annual  report  of  all  work  done  under  the  supervision  and  direc- 
tion of  the  Division  of  Sidewalks  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1907. 

In  reviewing  the  past  year's  work  the  result  is  most  gratify- 
ing to  the  department  as  a  whole  and  much  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  direction  of  sidewalk  perfection. 

Reference  to  the  reports  of  preceding  years  will  show  that 
I  have  repeatedly  called  attention  to  the  ever  increasing  amount 
of  work  performed  by  the  holders  of  the  city  delinquent  contract 
and  as  will  be  observed  in  the  perusal  of  this  report  the  demands 
of  property  owners  are  not  diminuent  in  this  respect  during  1907, 
we  exceeded  by  over  40  per  cent  our  previous  high  record  for 
any  one  year.  This  is  an  acknowledgement  on  the  part  of  the  own- 
ers of  property  that  sidewalk  construction  and  repair,  as  exe- 
cuted by  the  city  contractors,  under  the  direct  supervision  of  this 
department,  is  far  superior  to  work  done  by  private  contract  and 
without  the  benefit  of  city  inspection. 

PRIVATE  CONTRACTORS  AND  THEIR  WORK. 

I  do  not  mean  to  infer  that  all  work  done  by  private  con- 
tract is  of  an  inferior  quality,  for  under  present  conditions  I  am 
compelled  to  urge  its  prosecution,  whenever  possible,  in  that 
manner,  and  frequently  advise  property  owners  to  have  their 
sidewalks  laid  or  relaid  by  private  contract  but  only  through  the 
employment  of  those  contractors  whose  work  has  stood  the  test 
of  time  or  who  evince  a  disposition  to  comply  with  the  rules  and 
specifications  of  the  Sidewalk  Department.  Contractors  of  good 
business  reputation  are  encouraged  and  aided  in  every  way  pos- 
sible for  without  their  support  we  realize  that  our  efforts  would 
be  futile.    Relentless  warfare  has  been  waged,  however,  against 
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men  engaged  in  the  business  of  laving  sidewalks  of  undesirable 
quality,  either  with  respect  to  material  or  workmanship,  and  our 
policy  of  not  issuing  permits  to  contractors  who  do  not  acquiesce 
in  our  requirements  has  been  rigidly  enforced  and  has  effectually 
prevented  the  continuance  of  a  kind  of  work  that  almost  invariably 
resulted  in  financial  loss  to  the  property  owner,  accident  and  an- 
noyance to  the  general  public,  and  litigation  for  the  city.  The 
kind  of  work  to  which  reference  is  here  made  and  about  which 
we  formerly  received  so  many  complaints  was  usually  of  cement, 
or  concrete,  and  little  trouble  was  occasioned  by  contractors  in 
stone.  This  unfortunate  condition  of  affairs  for  a  long:  time 
prejudiced  the  minds  of  many  people  against  the  general  use  of 
cement  as  a  sidewalk  constructive  material. 

Many  miles  of  concrete  walks  have  been  laid  by  the  city  in 
the  past  four  (4)  years  and  their  present  condition  fully  warrants 
our  advocation  of  its  use  for  this  purpose,  when  properly  laid, 
and  in  this  connection  it  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  say  that, 
possibly  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  the  concrete  contractors  now 
doing  business  through  this  department  are  perfectly  reliable,  and 
absolutely  competent  to  do  good  work.  Any  one  of  them  obtain- 
ing permits  has  on  deposit  with  the  city  a  sufficient  sum  to  in- 
sure the  replacement  of  any  material  that  may  prove  defective 
and  the  prompt  removal  of  rubbish  from  the  street. 

The  wisdom  of  our  stipulation  that  this  deposit  be  made  by 
each  contractor,  annually,  has  been  demonstrated  and  proved  to 
our  entire  satisfaction  during  the  past  three  (3)  years,  for  prior 
to  that  time  complaints  were  of  daily  occurrence — either  of  poor 
work  done  or  of  rubbish  left  in  the  street — while  in  the  year  just 
closed  only  two  complaints  of  defective  work  were  registered,  but 
few  contractors  were  reported  to  have  left  rubbish  in  the  street 
and  this  was  immediately  removed,  at  the  contractor's  expense, 
by  the  City  Street  Department. 

The  unparalleled  record  made  in  this  respect  is  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  fact  that  contractors  found  it  more  economical  to  com- 
ply with  our  rules  than  to  ignore  them  and  thus  force  the  city  to 
care  for  their  delinquencies  at  an  increased  expense  and  plus  a 
penalty  of  fifteen  (15)  per  cent. 

RELAYING  SIDEWALKS  TO  THE  ESTABLISHED 

GRADE  IN  RESIDENCE  STREETS. 

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  with  which  the  department 
now  has  to  contend  is  encountered  in  the  laying  and  relaying 
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of  so-called  "Surface"  grade  sidewalks  in  residence  streets  and" 
where  it  is  frequently  found  necessary  to  change  the  grade. 

When  new  buildings  are  erected  the  owners  usually  desire 
the  sidewalks  and  driveways  laid  to  the,  "Established"  grade  both 
for  greater  convenience,  and  to  render  them  easier  of  ingress 
and  egress  to  and  from  the  building.  This  often  necessitates  the 
lowering  of  the  sidewalks  at  adjoining  properties  in  order  to 
conform  with  the  new  conditions  and  destroys  beautiful  shade 
trees,  shrubbery  and  lawns.  No  adequate  remedy  seems  possible 
and  such  sacrifices  are  unavoidable  with  the  advance  of  the  city's 
building  growth.  It  is  a  source  of  much  complaint  from  the 
residents  of  these  streets,  however,  and  for  that  reason  I  briefly 
comment  upon  it  in  this  report. 

RESUME  OF  OUR  WORK  IN  1907. 

The  annexation  of  South  Brooklyn  and  Glenville  brought  de- 
mands from  the  residents  of  these  sections  for  immediate  side- 
walk relief  and  an  enormous  amount  of  work  has  been  done  for 
them  during  the  past  year. 

Few  sidewalks  were  found  in  South  Brooklyn  and  since 
January  1st  we  have  laid  new  walks  in  about  seventeen  streets 
formerly  without  such  improvement. 

In  the  Sixteenth  and  Eighteenth  Wards,  where  many  streets 
are  still  without  sidewalk  improvement,  we  have  completed  work 
in  about  thirty  streets. 

Throughout  the  entire  city  we  have  constructed  new  side- 
walks in  fifty  streets  in  which  no  walks  had  previously  been  laid 
and  have  laid,  relaid  and  repaired  many  miles  of  sidewalks  on 
two  hundred  and  thirty  other  streets  where  the  old  walks  were 
either  partially  defective,  entirely  worn  out  or  only  laid  in  front 
of  a  part  of  the  abutting  properties :  Making  a  total  of  two  hun- 
dred and  eighty  streets — all  covered  by  legislation — completed 
since  January  1st,  1907.  A  record  in  which  we  may  take  pardon- 
able pride. 

INSPECTION  OF  CITY  WORK. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  afford  that  kind  of  protec- 
tion, to  property  owners,  found  in  thorough  and  competent  in- 
spection. In  this  branch  of  our  work  we  employ  two  men  ex- 
clusively for  the  investigation  of  complaints  and  the  preparation 
-of  delinquent  orders  and  as  many  inspectors  of  construction  as  is 
necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  work  under  city  contract.  Wc 
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do  not  permit  a  single  foot  of  concrete  to  be  placed  in  position 
unless  it  is  done  under  the  supervision  of  a  capable  inspector. 

Stone  sidewalks  are  inspected  directly  after  they  are  laid 
and  both  stone  and  cement  walks  are  subject  to  a  further  inspec- 
tion before  they  are  finally  accepted,  and  the  contractor's  bond 
i  eleased,  two  years  from  the  date  of  expiration  of  his  contract. 

As  evidence  of  the  thoroughness  of  this  kind  of  inspection  I 
submit  that  in  1905  approximately  100,000  square  feet  of  con- 
crete was  laid,  by  the  delinquent  contractor,  and  in  making  the 
final  inspection,  prior  to  the  release  of  the  contractor's  bond,  in 
1907,  but  no  square  feet  was  found  to  be  defective  and  in  need 
of  replacement  with  new  material. 

Sidewalks  laid  by  private  contractors  are  not  subject  to  this 
rigid  inspection  and  close  attention  is  only  paid  to  the  grade  at 
which  they  are  laid. 

'  LEGISLATION. 

As  a  further  result  of  the  work  of  this  department  since 
January  1st,  1907,  three  hundred  and  thirty-two  resolutions  have 
been  prepared — authorizing  the  construction  and  repairing  of 
sidewalks — and  passed  by  the  City  Council.

Additional  to  the  foregoing,  inspections  have  been  made, 
and  resolutions  are  now  in  course  of  preparation,  which  cover 
a  large  number  of  other  streets  in  all  sections  of  the  city. 
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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  REVISED  STATUTES  AUTH- 
.  ORIZING  SIDEWALK  IMPROVEMENT. 

In  the  reports  for  1905-6  I  urged  the  revision  of  such  parts 
of  the  revised  statutes  as  relate  to  the  passage  of  resolutions, 
authorizing  sidewalk  construction  and  repair,  by  the  council  in 
cities  and  villages.  It  was  suggested  that  certain  amendments 
be  presented  to  the  State  Legislature  for  consideration,  and,  that 
body  being  now  about  to  convene,  I  trust  that  you  will  deem 
it  advisable  to  adopt  my  recommendations. 

Briefly,  it  was  proposed  that  the  City  Council  be  empowered 
to  pass  a  general  ordinance  authorizing  the  Board  of  Public  Serv- 
ice, in  cities,  to  construct  or  repair  all  necessary  sidewalks — within 
the  limits  of  the  corporation — within  a  certain  specified  time  after 
the  service  of  notice  upon  the  owners  of  the  abutting  properties, 
and  further,  that  all  such  owners,  commencing  from  the  date 
of  such  notification,  shall  be  held  solely  and  wholly  responsible 
for  any  accident  that  may  occur  as  a  result  of  the  neglect  of 
such  owner  to  make  the  necessary  repairs. 

The  adoption  of  these  amendments  will  save  weeks  of 
time  now  spent  in  unnecessary  legislation,  large  sums  of  money 
paid  out  through  litigation,  to  which  the  city  is  made  a  party 
through  the  negligence  of  property  owners,  and  the  cost  of  ad- 
vertising hundreds  of  individual  resolutions. 

The  importance  of  the  measures  herein  advocated  cannot  be  ■ 
over-estimated  and  it  is  most  necessary  to  the  safety  and  con- 
venience of  the  public  that  we  take  such  action  as  will  at  least 
relieve  the  present  intolerable  situation. 

COLLECTION   FOR   DELINQUENT   WORK   BY'  THE 
CITY  AUDITOR. 

Reports  at  hand  from  the  City  Auditor  show  that  property 
owners,  this  year,  have  taken  advantage  of  our  direct  payment* 
system  to  the  extent  of  $17,641.91.  The  inauguration  of  this 
plan  has  been  a  distinct  advantage  to  us  inasmuch  as  it  has  en- 
abled the  department  to  double  the  quantity  of  work  it  could 
otherwise  order  without  a  much  larger  appropriation.  It  also 
permits  property  owners  to  order  repairs  made  through  the  city 
contractors,  at  the  low  figure  bid  for  delinquent  work,  and  still 
avoid  the  penalty  formerly  charged  under  the  old  system  where 
all  such  work  was  paid  for  in  the  manner  of  assessment  and 
through  the  tax  duplicate. 
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THE  DISTRICT  PL  AX  FOR  DEL1XOUUEXT  WORK. 

In  the  report  for  1906  I  recommended  the  continued  use  of 
the  so-called  four-contract  system,  introduced  for  the  first  time 
in  that  year,  for  laying,  relaying  and  repairing  delinquent  work. 
The  plan  has  worked  out  so  successfully  that  I  would  elaborate 
still  further  on  the  same  principle  and  advise  that  we  enter  into 
an  additional  contract  for  the  relaying  and  repairing  of  side- 
walks reported  to  he  in  dangerous  condition  by  the  Police  Depart- 
ment and  by  other  complainants. 

I  first  asked  for  a  repair  contract  in  1905  but  when  we  sub- 
sequently changed  to  the  four-contract  plan  it  was  thought  that 
repair  work  could  be  handled  to  such  good  advantage  that  it 
would  be  unnecessary  to  enter  into  a  separate  contract.  The  past 
year's  experience  has  emphasized  the  necessity  of  such  an  inno- 
vation, however,  and  to  bring  about  quick  results  in  repair  work 
we  must  have  a  contractor  equipped  to  handle  small  jobs,  any- 
where in  the  city,  immediately  upon  receipt  of  an  order. 

OTHER  RECOMAIEXDATIOXS  FOR  1908. 

To  the  end  that  the  department  may  operate  to  better 
advantage  and  in  a  higher  state  of  efficiency  I  respectfully  request 
that  permission  be  given  to  make  the  changes  enumerated  below : 

1.  In  1906  for  the  first  time  the  work  of  removing  snow 
and  ice  from  the  sidewalks  and  the  service  of  notice  in  connec- 
tion thereto,  upon  property  owners,  was  cared  for  by  this  de- 
partment. 

Under  present  conditions  we  are  compelled  to  co-operate 
with  the  Street  Department  and  the  labor  cost  and  hauling  is  paid 
for  from  monies  appropriated  for  use  by  that  department.  The 
same  condition  is  true  with  reference  to  the  removal  of  surplus 
earth  and  rubbish  from  between  the  sidewalk  line  and  the  curb 
line.  This  divided  responsibility  is  most  unsatisfactory  and  a  suffi- 
cient fund  should  be  appropriated  for  the  use  of  this  department 
and  to  employ  men  and  teams  whenever  it  is  necessary  in  the 
furtherance  of  this  character  of  work. 

2.  Again  I  urge  the  organization  of  a  temporary  repair 
department — this  to  be  maintained  until  such  time  as  we  are 
authorized  by  statute  to  lay,  relay  and  repair  all  new  and  defective 
sidewalks  by  direct  labor ;  a  more  economical  manner  of  doing  the 
work  and  one  which  will  insure  uniformity  of  material  and  grade. 
The  cost  of  maintaining  a  force  of  men  for  the  temporary  repair 
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of  dangerous  sidewalks  would  be  infinitesimal  as  compared  with 
the  amount  of  money  annually  expended  in  the  settlement  of 
litigation  and  for  repairs,  now  done  by  contract,  to  intersections 
and  sidewalks  in  front  of  city  property. 

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  number  of  -reports  from  other  cities 
where  dangerous  sidewalks  are  cared  for  directly  by  the  municipal- 
ity and  those  in  charge  of  the  work  declare  that  accidents  to 
pedestrians,  resulting  from  defective  sidewalks,  have  been  reduced 
to  a  minimum. 

3.  Four  years5  experience  in  charge  of  this  department  impel 
me  to  again  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  for  the  removal  of  the 
Sidewalk  Engineer  from  the  City  Engineer's  office  to  that  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Sidewalks.  His  work  is  so  vitally  important 
to  our  success  that  he  should  be  in  constant  communication  with 
us  and  should  be  under  our  supervision  and  control. 

The  preparation  of  estimates,  establishment  of  grades,  set- 
tlement of  disputes  as  to  line  and  grade,  and  inspection  of  stone 
sidewalks  are  only  a  part  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  and  in 
all  these  matters  he  should  consult  with  the  head  of  this  depart- 
ment and  be  directly  accountable  to  the  department  for  all  such 
work. 

The  principal  objection,  in  the  past,  to  the  change  as  here 
recommended  has  been  made  on  the  ground  that  it  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  transfer  the  records  and  profiles.  There  seems  to  be  no 
particular  reason,  at  this  time,  why  this  transfer  should  be  made 
for  the  men  employed  in  the  field,  could  still  work  from  the  En- 
gineer's office — and  must  of  necessity  for  lack  of  room  in  this 
office — but  the  Engineer  detailed  to  this  work  could  maintain  his 
headquarters  in  the  Sidewalk  Department  and  by  so  doing  would 
be  a  most  valuable  aid  to  the  work  as  a  whole  and  would  elimin- 
ate considerable  confusion  and  delay.

In  conformity  with  our  usual  custom  we  have  obtained  from 
each  private  contractor,  doing  business  through  this  department, 
a  report  showing  in  detail  the  total  amount,  and  the  character,  of 
all  work  completed  under  permits  issued  by  us  since  January  I, 
1907. 

These  reports  consolidated,  show  that  private  contractors  in 
both  stone  and  cement  have  had  a  most  successful  year  and  have 
laid,  relaid  and  repaired  sidewalks  in  public  streets  and  thorough- 
fares to  the  remarkable  extent  of  1,223,135  square  feet  or  244,627 
lineal  feet  at  an  average  of  about  five  feet  in  width.  This  class  of 
work  added  to  the  work  done  by  city  contract  makes  a  grand 
total  for  the  year  as  follows :

IN  CONCLUSION. 


In  the  prosecution  of  work  by  this  department,  dealing  direct- 
ly as  it  does  with  so  many  owners  of  property,  and  whose  opin- 
ions frequently  differ  from  ours  as  to  the  necessity  and  amount 
of  work  required,  it  is  only  to  be  expected  that  contingencies  will 
occasionally  arise  that  are  rather  difficult  to  adjust  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  all  the  parties  concerned.  During  the  past  year, 
however,  considering  the  great  volume  of  business  done,  we  have 
been  remarkably  free  from  complaints,  except  those  of  a  most 
trivial  nature,  and  with  each  succeeding  year  as  property  owners 
become  more  familiar  with  our  system  friction  is  gradually  de- 
creasing. 

Before  closing  I  desire  to  thank  you  for  the  manner  in  which 
you  have  supported  the  department  and  to  again  commend  to 
your  notice  the  faithful  and  efficient  services  of  the  several  as- 
sistants with  whom  I  am  associated.

REPORT  OF  THE  PURCHASING  AGENT 


Cleveland,  Ohio,  January  i,  1908. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Public  Service. 

Gentlemen : — In  making  a  report  of  the  operation  of  the 
Purchasing  Department  for  the  period  ending  December  31,  1907, 
it  is  necessary  to  explain  that  our  organization  was  gotten  to- 
gether hurriedly  and  buying  was  actually  begun  before  any  sys- 
tematic plan  had  been  decided  upon.  No  preparation  for  a  clear 
record  of  purchases  had  been  made  and  no  forms  with  which  to 
execute  the  orders  when  received  were  prepared  until  after  the 
buying  was  actually  in  operation,  except  such  forms  and  such 
methods  as  had  been  in  operation  in  the  Purchasing  Department 
of  the  City  Water  Department  during  the  previous  year,  and 
while  the  system  formerly  used  in  the  Water  Department  was 
in  many  respects  similar  to  the  one  now  used  in  the  General  Pur- 
chasing Department,  still  it  was  inadequate  to  handle  the  in- 
creased variety  as  well  as  the  increased  volume  of  purchases  for 
the  combined  departments  of  the  Board. 

Our  first  undertaking  was  therefore  to  design  and  install  a 
clear  requisition  form  from  the  department  to  the  purchasing 
agent  and  a  memorandum  order  from  the  Purchasing  Department 
to  the  merchant  with  whom  the  business  was  placed,  to  be  used 
in  conjunction  with  the  "long-john"  order  and  invoice  form  which 
had  been  used  by  the  city  for  some  years  past.  While  this  work 
was  in  progress  and  before  the  stationery  could  be  received  from 
the  printer,  a  large  amount  of  business  was  transacted  and,  nec- 
essarily, work  accumulated  so  that  it  was  practically  impossible 
to  catch  up  the  back  work  and  keep  up  the  current  work  for  the 
first  two  or  three  months. 

Largely  due  to  the  above  condition,  it  is  difficult  at  this  time 
to  give  a  satisfactory  and  a  properly  analyzed  account  of  the  de- 
partment's work. 

After  the  general  forms  and  system  had  been  decided  upon, 
it  was  found  necessary,  in  order  to  take  care  of  the  wide  scope  and 
great  variety  of  purchases  passing  through  the  Purchasing  De- 
partment, to  install  a  combination  record  for  the  purpose  of  hav- 
ing a  continuous  and  up-to-date  price  book  as  well  as  a  statistical 
record  of  business  transacted.  The  time  consumed  in  planning 
this  part  of  the  system  and  having  the  books  made  after  the  plans 
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were  perfected,  delayed  its  installation  until  late  in  the  season  and 
as  a  consequence  all  of  the  past  operation  of  the  department  from 
the  time  it  began  business,  had  to  be  hurriedly  written  up  in  order 
to  complete  this  record  by  the  close  of  the  semi-annual  appropria- 
tion period,  December  31st. 

This  particular  work  is  of  such  a  character  that  it  cannot  be 
done  hurriedly,  and  as  a  result,  the  six  divisions  of  our  price  ledger 
were  inaccurately  established  and  many  records  made  therein 
which  we  were  compelled  to  change  from  time  to  time,  as  greater 
familiarity  with  the  work  developed  the  inaccuracies. 

While  all  of  this  is  a  serious  draw-back  to  making  a  clear 
statement  of  the  progress  of  the  department,  nevertheless  it  was 
a  valuable  experience,  as  it  enabled  us  to  properly  classify  our 
books  on  January  1st,  for  the  year  to  follow.

This  percentage  cost  of  operation  is  quite  low  as  compared 
to  the  customary  brokerage  charge  for  a  like  service,  and  in 
view  of  the  conditions,  more  fully  described  later,  lends  quite  a 
hopeful  aspect  to  the  showing  for  the  period. 

There  were  many  conditions  existing  during  the  first  few 
months  of  operation  which  were  unavoidably  antagonistic  to  the 
best  results  possible  of  attainment  by  the  department.  I  do  not 
feel  it  necessary  in  this  report  to  elaborate  on  this  point,  but  it 
might  be  fair  to  mention  one  or  two  such  instances. 

In  the  first  place,  all  of  the  departments  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Service  were  not  turned  over  to  the  Purchasing  Depart- 
ment on  August  ist,  the  date  this  department  began  operation. 
The  "Infirmary  and  Hospital"  and  "House  of  Correction"  were 
first  combined  with  the  purchases  of  the  City  Water  Department 
and  then,  from  time  to  time,  covering  the  entire  period  to  January 
ist,  1908,  other  departments  were  added  to  the  group  as  fast  as 
arrangements  could  be  made  to  take  care  of  their  work.  Conse- 
quently, the  total  disbursement  as  shown  in  the  above  tabulation, 
■does  not  represent  the  total  amount  of  purchases  made  by  the' 
departments  listed,  but  merely  that  part  actually  passing  through 
the  Purchasing  Department. 

Again,  during  the  latter  half  of  the  last  five  months  of  1907, 
many  of  the  departmental  appropriation  items  were  depleted  and 
for  this  reason  it  was  impossible  for  the  Purchasing  Department 
to  take  advantage  of  cash  discounts  for  prompt  payment  on  any" 
purchases  properly  chargeable  to  these  funds. 

One  other  perfectly  natural  cause  was  the  inexperience  of  the 
various  departments  in  handling  the  system  as  planned  and  in- 
stalled by  the  Purchasing  Department.  No  little  part  of  our 
effort  for  the  first  several  months  was  necessarily  expended"  in 
explaining  the  details  of  the  system  to  the  various  sub-divisions 
of  the  Board,  following  up  the  work  to  prevent  unnecessary 
delays,  and  in  correcting  the  natural  errors  in  the  system  itself, 
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which  were  clue  to  the  fact  that  the  whole  scheme  was  new  and 
untried,  except  in  one  department,  and  had  to  be  built  and  re- 
built until  it  met  the  necessities  of  all  the  departments  it  was 
then  serving.  These  changes  are,  of  course,  still  taking  place  and 
it  is  to  be  expected  that  from  time  to  time  our  greater  experi- 
ence from  continued  operation  will  suggest  improvements ;  and  I 
feel  confident  that  at  the  end  of  the  present  year  our  organization 
will  show  such  advancement  as  will  justify  the  most  sanguine  ex- 
pectations of  the  possible  benefits  to  be  derived  from  unifying  the 
experience  and  energy  of  all  the  departments  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment into  a  combined  Purchasing  Department  for  the  expenditure 
of  the  city's  moneys. 

Even  though  the  system  itself  was  incomplete  and  the  great 
number  of  people  who  participated  in  operating  it  were,  inex- 
perienced, and  the  lack  of  funds  in  certain  appropriation  items, 
as  above  mentioned,  all  contributed  adversely  to  a  good  showing 
in  saving  through  cash  discounts,  the  department  took  advantage 
of  sufficient  discounts  for  payment  in  ten  days  to  aggregate 
$926.68.  Of  this  discount  earning,  it  might  be  quite  pertinent  to 
show  the  exact  amount  saved  for  each  department  served,  except 
for  the  fact  that  this  particular  period  would  not  be  a  fair  criterion, 
as  there  were  conditions  existing  which  were,  a  result  of  precedent 
and  lack  of  system  for  which  the  departments  could  not  be 
expected  to  be  responsible,  and  therefore  I  have  decided  to  defer 
such  analysis  of  the  Purchasing  Department's  work  until  the 
1908  report,  at  which  time  it  is  contemplated  to  completely 
analyze  the_  purchases  for  each  department,  showing  which  de- 
partments have  lent  the  greatest  assistance  in  accomplishing  the 
end  for  which  the  Purchasing  Department  was  established. 

There  is  one  other  feature  of  the  above  described  combina- 
tion price  book  and  statistical  ledger,  which  I  think  should  be  re- 
ferred to  in  this  report,  namely,  at  any  time  this  ledger  is  closed 
and  balanced,  it  will  give  the  exact  disbursement  of  each  depart- 
ment and  for  what  such  disbursement  was  made.  Therefore, 
if  this  balance  was  for  a  complete  six  months'  period,  it  would 
be  a*  clear  index  and  guide  for  the  necessary  appropriation  for 
each  department  for  the  coming  six  months,  not  only  showing 
the  amount  necessary  to  be  appropriated,  but  for  what  purposes 
the  money  would  be  needed,  and  as  these  appropriation  schedules 
must  be  ready  to  be  presented  to  the  City  Council  promptly  on  the 
1st  of  January  and  1st  of  July  of  each  year,  in  order  that  the 
appropriation  ordinance  may  not  be  delayed,  it  would  seem  wise 
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that  this  ledger  should  be  closed  "as  'oi  ;Mly(  311st /X^'d-  Ko.Vje.njhef. 
30th  instead  of  June  30th  and  December  31st,  which  would  make 
possible  the  filing  of  a  statement  with  the  Board  in  time  to  be 
used  in  preparing  the  appropriation  ordinance.  This  could  be 
done. without  interrupting  or  interfering  with  the  regular  work  of 
the  department.  Of  course,  the  disadvantage  of  closing  this  set 
of  accounts  at  a  different  date  from  the-  date  used  by  the  City 
Auditor,  would  be  that  there  would  be  no  reconciliation  between 
the. total  disbursements  as  shown  by  the  two  departments,  but 
this  is  not  serious  for  the  reason  that  the  accounts  of  the  Purchas- 
ing Department  only  show  the  disbursements  for  purchases  of 
commodities  and  do  not  record  any  disbursements  for  salaries, 
pay  rolls  and  estimates  on  contracts,  and  in  any  event  would  not 
balance  with  the  City  Auditor's  financial  statement. 

The  wrork  of  compiling  this  report  has  suggested  many  ideas 
which  can  well  be  taken  advantage  of  in  the  present  year,  but  I 
would  particularly  refer  to  the  seeming  inability  of  the  various 
departments  to  sufficiently  anticipate  their  wants.  Instead  of  the 
plan  as  originally  proposed  by  the  Purchasing  Department  to 
have  requisitions  placed  for  deliveries  in  not  less  than  two  weeks 
being  followed  by  the  departments,  I  find  that  a  great  majority 
of  the  requisitions  have  such  short  time  allowance  placed  upon 
them  when  sent  to  the  Purchasing  Department  that  the  buyer 
does  not  have  sufficient  time  to  properly  investigate  the  market. 
Further,  orders  with  short  time  allowance  absolutely  bar  the  pos- 
sibility of  assembling  the  similar  wants  of  various  departments, 
the  advantage  of  which  is  too  apparent  to  require  further  com- 
ment. 

I  also  find  that  many  of  the  departments  buy  the  same  com- 
modities in  small  quantities  on  very  frequent  dates,  which  makes 
close  buying  impossible,  for  the  reason  that  it  forces  us  into 
the  retail  rather  than  the  wholesale  market.  As  an  illustration: 
a  commodity,  such  as  nails,  will  be  bought  by  some  departments 
in  five  or  ten  pound  lots  at  4  cents  per  pound — in  some  instances 
several  times  a  week — whereas  if  they  were  purchased  in  orig- 
inal packages  and  carried  in  stock,  the  average  price  would  not 
exceed  2^  cents  a  pound. 

From  an  examination  of  other  Purchasing  Systems,  I  find 
that  thirty  days  is  considered  a  proper  time  allowance  for  orders 
placed  with  their  purchasing  agents,  and  our  past  experience  con- 
vinces me  of  the  advisability  of  having  our  orders  anticipated 
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8rt  Wsn  that  long.  The  enforcement  of  this  rule  would  be  the 
most  important  contribution  to  the  success  of  this  department. 

There  has  been  no  attempt  made  in  this  report  to  in  any  way 
refer  to  the  actual  savings  resulting  from  the  purchases  made 
through  this  department  for  the  reason  that  the  fluctuation  in 
prices  and  changing  market  conditions  make  it  practically  im- 
possible to  give  any  statement  which  would  be  comparable  with 
any  previous  period,  without  very  elaborate  and  detailed  work, 
which  I  feel  would  not  be  justified,  as  the  Board's  familiarity  with 
our  work  must  have  satisfied  them  on  this  point. 

In  conclusion,  a  large  amount  of  time  and  energv  is  expended 
by  the  Purchasing  Department  in  handling  the  clerical  work  nec- 
essary in  invoicing,  checking-  and  following  up  each  transaction 
after  the  purchase  has  actually  been  made,  and  while  this  is  not 
ordinarily  a  function  of  a  Purchasing  Department,  under  our 
conditions  I  believe  it  is  productive  of  the  best  results. 

Such  expense  as  the  Purchasing  Department  is  under  for 
carrying  on  this  work  should  be  offset  by  a  corresponding  cur- 
tailment in  other  departments,  as  we  have  now  relieved  them  of 
all  the  burden  that  they  formerly  had  in  making  out  and  checking 
the  "long-johns"  in  settlement  of  their  accounts  payable. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Purchasing  Department,  there 
have  been  many  changes  made  of  no  little  importance  in  the  gen- 
eral accounting  system  of  the  City,  but  as  these  changes  more 
nearly  effect  the  year  1908,  I  will  not  attempt  to  describe  same 
until  my  next  annual  report.
